WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—While Presi- 
dent Harding was issuing new instruc- 
| tions today postponing the enforcement 
of the new prohibition regulations with 
| regard to American and foreign ships 
| until Cct. 14, Washington was. princi- 
| pally concerned over the effect the new 
regulations will have on our relations 
with other nations and on American for- 
eign trade. 

Following a conference at the White 
House today Secretary Hughes said 
that he had no comment to make on the 
situation produced by the new policy 
of the Government because it had not 
assumed any international aspect. 

While this statement was technically 
correct in that no foreign complication 
had yet arisen over the ban on the sale 
and transportation of liquor on foreign 
ships entering American waters, most 
of the discussion of the ‘‘ bone dry’”’ 
policy ofthe Government had to do with 
the possible reaction of foreign nations 
to this radical departure in the con- 
duct of commercial relations between 
the United States and other powers. 

Already there is talk -of reprisals 
against this country ‘on: account of the 
restrictions imposed on foreign shipping 
in waters under American jurisdiction. 
While there is no authoritative state- 
ment on that phase of the new policy 
from any representative of a foreign 
Government, it became apparent that 
diplomatic establishments in Washing- 
ton weré taking “thé Hquor ban with in- 
tense seriousness and some of them con- 
strue it as likely to cause friction of an 
irritating character. 

The international phase as seen to- 
day, after an over-night opportunity to 
study and consider the possible bearing 
of the new policy on the relations of 
the United States with foreign coun- 
tries divides itself into three parts: The 
effect on the foreign trade of the United 
States; the possibility of foreign repris- 
als, and the right claimed by foreign 
diplomatic representatives in this coun- 
try to import wines and liquors for their 
personal use, which they have continued 
to enjoy since the enactment of the 
Volstead enforcement law. 

What form reprisals would take no- 
body is in a position to suggest with 
any degree of responsibility. Discussion 
along this line is largely academic, but 
it is a fact that persons in touch with 
foreign official opinion believe that 
every nation having maritime dealings 
with the United States and its posses- 
sions will give serious consideration to 
the matter of taking *steps intended to 
show resentment of the new American 
policy. 

One suggestion, partly humorous, was 
that foreign countries might enact laws 
or promulgate regulations forbidding the 
importation, sale and use of American 
chewing gum, and thus curtail an ex- 
tensive means of revenue to this country. 
This facetious proposal, however, has 
its importance in showing that enough 
is known of what foreign authorities 
have been thinking with respect to pos- 
sible extension of the national prohi- 
bition. act to indicate that the element 
of trite reprisal is in their minds. 

One immediate consequence of the new 
policy is seen in its deterrent effect 
upon the negotiations between the State 
Department and the British Government 
with a view to an agreement by which 
that Government would co-operate with 
the United States to prevent violations 
of the prohibition law by British vessels.

LEIPSIC, Germany, Oct. 7 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—A sensation was 
caused at today’s session of the trial 
of fifteen persons accused of com- 
plicity in the assassination of Dr.

CITE PROMISES OF ALLIES 





lf Thrace Is Lost to Greece, 
They Beg That Turkish Rule 
Be Not Re-established. 





ATHENS, Oct. 7 (Associated Press).— 
Twenty-eight Greek Christian Deputies 
of Thrace in the Greek National Assem- 
bly have cabled President Harding and 
the American Congress, seeking protec- 
tion for the Greek, Armenian and other 
Christian populations in Eastern Thrace, 
should, that area be turned over to the 
Turks. ‘ 

The Christians of.Thrace, says the 
message, are in a state of consternation 
over the probable terms of the Mudania 
armistice, whereby Eastern Thrace will 
be restored to Turkey, 

*‘ They are under no illusion of the fate 
awaiting them if this iniquitous decision 
is carried out,’ continues the message, 
“for no paper guarantees will insure 
the fulfillment of any Turkish prom- 
isegs, and the Kemalists make no, secret 
of their determination to” wie out? the 
Christian populations under Turkish rule 
by massacre, exile ahd deportation.” 

The Deputies protest against such a 
decision and denounce it as ‘a re- 
proach on Christian civilization and the 
most glaring act of international in- 
justice and bad faith in modern his- 
tory.”” They declare that at the close 
of the World War the Allies gave the 
Christians of the Ottoman Empire the 
pledge of liberation from the Turks, and 
Thrace was annexed to Greece by the 
treaty. 

“We Christians of Thrace, Constanti- 
nople and Asia Minor,” says the 
message, ‘‘for the past four years 
have been given to understand that for 
us the horrors of Turkish rule were a 
thing of the past. To break these 
pledges, to rescind this treaty, casting 
us to the tender mercies of our former 
tyrants, is the very negation of justice, 
humanity, good faith and the aims of 
the World War. 


*‘In this hour of despair we appeal to 
the Government and people of the United 
States, who have never turned a deaf 
ear to the cry of the oppressed; we in- 
voke the powerful intervention of the 
United States to save us from the dread- 
ful fate decreed against us for no fault 
of our own, In the name of justice, hu- 
manity, civilization and. our common 
Christianity, we ask the support of the 
American Government and people in our 
demand that, if Greece must evacuate 
Thrace, Turkish rule shall not be re-es- 
tablished in Europe. We refuse to be 
bartered like cattle for alien interests; 
we demand but the most elementary hu- 
man rights, freedom and safety of life, 
honor and property in our native land. 
Shall it be said in the annals of history 
that in this supreme moment we ap- 
pealed to Christian America: in vain? ”’ 

Representative G. A. Exintaris of 
Gallipoli, leader ‘of: the. Deputies who 
make this appeal, informed. the Asso- 
ciated Press_correspondent today that 
all the Greek Deputies from Thrace 
would continue their campaign for real 
guarantees assuring the’ lives and prop- 
erty of -the Greek popwation.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 7 (Asso-

Mr. Jaquith has just returned from a 
tour of all the principal points where |} 
refugees are being established. Dr. |} 





Nansen expects to leave the city in a 
few days for Angora, where he will 
discuss. with Mustapha Kemal Pasha 
certain phases of the relief work in 
Anatolia and Thrace. Meanwhile the 
League of Nations Committee. which, 
with the Red Cross,is .already active 
in relief work, is preparing to establish 
seven stations in Thrace for refugee re- | 
lief. Today’s conference was the first 
of an important series on relief 
problems, 

Mr. ‘Jaquith’s tour of the refugee 
centres took him to the islands of the 
Aegean and along the shores of Greece. 
He dwelt upon the bigness of the 
problem presented. 

‘This situation is unique as com- 
pared with the other large refugee 
movements of the last few years,’’ he 
said in opening the conference, ‘‘ be- 
cause there are practically no able- 
bodied men among the present refugees. 


The action of the Turks in forcing } 


families to depart from -Asia Minor 
without their breadwinners ‘complicates 
many fold the difficulties of caring for 
the fugitives. 

“At least 95 per cent. of the half- 
million exiles may be classed as de- 
pendent—women and children and old 
men. The other 5 per cent. are young 
boys or men above the militarv are 
who are still capable of manual labor. 
The need for charity will therefore be 
much larger and will continue longer | 
than in the case, for example, of the 
Russian refugee movement of the last 
few years, where invariably a large pro- 


| cision. 





portion of the fugitives were able- 
bodied men.’”’ 

The conferees expressed their convic- 
tion that the Greek Government would 
be unable to shoulder the burden alone. 
Hopes were voiced that any loans to 
Greece by the Allies for reconstruction 
would be granted only on condition that 
a certain definite proportion of the | 
funds be used to insure the proper care 
of the refugees. 

Thus far the United States is the only 
nation which has assisted in the relief 
work on any considerable scale. British | 
naval units haye been very helpful in 
connection with the evacuation, and the 
British also have advanced considerable 
funds for relief, but the other nations 
have confined themselves almost en- 
tirely to assisting their own nationals. 

The Americans now have relief units 
operating in every refugee centre. The 

ast fortnight also has seen the estab- 
ishment in each centre of the Amerl- 
can Personal Service Bureau, which is} 
making a personal canvass of all the} 
refugees for the purpose of locating all 
persons who have relatives or friends 
in America, England or other countries 
who can be appealed to directly for 
needful assistance. It is expected that 
this bureau will thus be able to provide 
support for a large number of refugees. 

The minimum cost of supporting the 
rehabilitation ofthe 500,000 homeless 
curing the coming Winter is estimated 
at $15,000,000. This financial problem is 
one of the most serious now before the 
Greek Government and must be taken up 
in an energetic way immediately, be- 
eause provision must be made before 
Winter conditions begin taking toll of 
the exiles, 

Another serious phase of the refugee 
situation, it is pointed out here, is that 
acceptance by the ‘Allies of the Turkish 
demands for Constantinople and Thrace 
will mean another refugee exodus of 
nearly 500,000 persons, and plans for 
relief operations must consider the 
probability that the present problem will 
be doubled in magnitude within a few 
weeks.

The articles, accepted by the Academy 
with a vote of thanks, include a sword 
with curved blade and gold pommel, a 
gold ring marvelously engraved. with 
scarabs, a plate of gold engraved with 
an Egyptian hawk and a goblet of vol- 
canic glass mounted in gold and in- 
scribed with the name of Pharaoh Ame- 
nemhat, third of the twelfth dynasty.

Soviet Professes Sympathy for 
Nationalist Aims, but Also 
a Desire for Peace.

MOSCOW, Oct. 5.—The Soviet Govern- 
ment hag issued an official denial of 
the statement printed abroad that the 
Ukraine had sent a medical unit, stores 
or foodstuffs to the Turks. Colonel 
Haskell, as head of the American relief 
administration, has received a letter to 
this effect from the Soviet Maison of- 
ficial, Lander; pointing out the malice 
of such assertions at a time when the 
Americans are pouring in medical and 
other supplies to the Ukraine to relieve 
the great need and suffering still ex- 
istent in the Ukraine. 

I jearn from ah~ authoritative source 
that reports of Russian military or ma- 
terial aid for Turkey is not only errone- 
ous, but based enttirely on a false con- 
ception of Russian policy’in Asia gen- 
erally and.the Near Eastin particular. 
Russia, it is declared, has a clearly de- 
fined policy which may be summed in 
‘* Asia for Asiatics,’’ In ac- 
cordance with which she sympathizes 
fully with national Turkish aspirations, 


| but the stories of secret Russo-Turk 


military convention are untrue. In the 
past it is reasonably probable that 
Kemal obtained rifles and small-arm 
ammunition from Russia, but, as 
Trotzky has urgently pointed out, the 
European situation is too uncertain and 
the possibility of war on the, western 
front too great for Russia to diminish 


her stocks of artillery or shells ‘for the 
benefit of Turkey. 

It is likely, too, that a certain amount 
of food has been exported to Turkey 
from the Caucasian area, where the har- 
vest has been good. But from the rifles 
of last year or the food of this, to the 
notion of a huge’ Red army advancing 
for the siege of Constantinople is a 
mighty long distance. Moreover, it is 
pointed out. that Kussia’s tnterest today 
is so manifestly peaceful that it is sur- 
prising that any one abroad can imagine 
Russia wants war. Even if it were 
otherwise, Russian leaders are shrewd 
enough to realize the different moves 
around Constantinople are far more 
diplomatic’ fhan military in aim, and 
that while there always is the possi- 
bility of an explosion through an un- 
foreseen incident, neither Kemal nor 
Britain really desires war in the slight- 
est. Still less does Russia, whose po!- 
icy is for participation in the conference 
to settle the problem of the Straits, 
which concerns her so vitally? 

Evidently should the British take an 
uncompromising attitude and rely on her 
naval and military strength in the Near 
East to force Kemal to a military show- 
down, the Russian position would under- 
go a corresponding change, and the 
question arises whether she would un- 
dertake some form of aid for her Turk- 
ish ally. But such .a contingency is 
thought here unlikely. 

One thing is worthy of comment, 
marked interest taken by the Moscow 
public, Communists and non-Communists 
Eastern question. 
THE NEW YORK TIMES recently pub- 
lished an amusing letter about a com- 
rade in the early days of the revolu- 
tion who didn't know whether the Dar- 
danelles was a place or mispronounced 
Russian word and was quite satisfied 
with the statement of his leaders.

Speakers, Denouncing Near East 
Atrocities, Draw. Replies

Greek and ‘Turkish protagonists at a 
luncheon of the Foreign .Policy’ Asso- 
clation at tics Hotel. Astor’ yésterday 
bombarded one another ‘with accusations 
and denials ‘of atrocities by Turks 
against Greeks, and vice ‘versa. Guests 
joined the verbal battle from the floof, 
and the climax came when Dr. Mark L. 
Ward, who was. chief ‘surgeon of. the 
Near Hast Hospital at Harpoot until 
his’ expulsion by the’ Kemalists last 
Spring, jumped. to his feet at the speak- 
ers’ table and exclaimed: 

“Those charges against the Turks are 
true, I know, because I was there and 
saw those things. I buried 300 Greek 
refugees, the victims-of the Turk sol- 
diers,. with my own hands. Because [ 
tried to give these Greeks bread and 
medicine: I was sent away from: Asia 
Minor with a price’ upon my head.’ 

Declaring that his countrymen had 
been defeated, not by the Turks but by 
French diplomacy, K..P.- Tsolainos, pri- 
vate secretary to Venizelos at thé Paris 
Conference and now general secretary of 
the League of Greek Liberals here. said: 

‘As if. the crime perpetrated by the 


Turks in Asia Minor were not enough, 
an effort is being made today by France 
to hand over to tne murderers of more 
than 2,000,000 people ‘the province of 
Hastern Thrace, with no guarantee for 
the life and liberty of the Greeks who 
form the majority ofthe population 
there. -Great Britain, backed by Italy, 
may win the day and save another 
catastrophe. Should France and Kemal 
win, there remains no_hope for perse- 
cuted Christianity and Hellenism. 

Speaking for the Turks, M. K. Zia 
Bey, ‘a writer, and now {in business in 
New York City, a son of Reshid Pasha, 
Turkish delegate to London, was met 
with a ripple of laughter from his audi- 
ence when he began: 

‘‘I want first to enter a formal dental 
of all the accusations of Turkish atro- 
cities.’’ 

“How can you do it?’’ said a man in 
the rear of the room. But when the 
speaker asked Americans to suspend 
judgment until investigations sought by 
the Angora Government had been carrted 
out, he was applauded. He likened the 
Turks, deprived of their possessions by 
the Sévres Treaty, to the Americans of 
1776, and said that Kemal Pasha, in- 
spired as was George Washington, had 
formulated Turkey's so-called ‘* national 
pact,’” which, he said, was her ‘‘ Decla- 
ration of Independence.’’

Dr. Herbert Adams Gibbons said that 
he foresaw in the possible breaking down 
of the. Sdévres Treaty, along with the 
downfall of the treaties of. Versailles, 
Saint Germain, the Trianon and Neuilly. 

‘We now sec the beginning of the 
end of all the treaties made since the 
end of the war,’’ said Dr. Gibbons. 
‘* They will stand or fall together. 

‘The English were getting comfort- 
ably eseonced in Constantinople, and, 
looking ahead, thought that a small 
power would besa good agent for them 
there In the future. So they undertook 
to fortify the Greeks in Constantinople. 
Every Frenchman believes that abso- 
lutely, and the French made up their 
minds to get the Greeks out. he end 
is by no means yet.’’

Estimate Board and Commission 
‘Not Very Far Apart,” He 





2 Tells 3,000 Diners. 
Charles F, Murphy, leader of Tam- 


many Hall, who had a table last night 
at the dinner at the Hotel Commodore 
of the Business Men’s Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, which resolved itself inta a great 
demonstration for Al Smith and Mayor 
his opinion of Mayor 
Hylan in a brief talk with reporters. 

** Mayor Hylan is the greatest Mayor 
New York has ever had or ever will 
have; in my opinion,’’. said Mr. Mur- 
phy. 

Mayor Hylan received great applause 
at the dinner, one of the largest ever 
held in New York. There were 3,000 
diners. In the matter of applause 


Mayor Hylan ran second to Al Smith, 
who was absent. When Joseph P. Day, 
the toastmaster, read a telegram from 
Smith, there was cheering for several 
minutes. 

In his speech Mayor Hylan for the 
second time in a week indicated a desire 
for harmony between the Board of 
Estimate and the Transit Commission 
‘* the corporation dominated 
The Mayor said: 

“You all have, no doubt, read th2 
accusations in some of the newspapers 
of a failure on our part to co-operate 
with the Transit Commission. As a 
matter of fact, the Board of Estimate 
and the Transit Commission are not very 
far apart on the necessity of building 
néw subways. We recognize the need of 
extending our transit facilities at once. 

“There is a difference of opinion, 
however, on the question of where the 
profits are to go from the new lines. The 
Board of Estimates is determined that 
they shall go into the pockets of the 
public.

There 
lies the main point of difference.’ 

The Mayor admitted to his audience

*““We make no claim in its behalf to 
perfection,”” he said. ‘‘ We do claim 
honesty and sincerity of purpose in all 
our official acts, though we do not ex- 
pect approval of these acts as a mere 
matter of course. Notwithstanding the 
obstruction by unfriendly newspapers 
that damage the public interest in an 
effort to misrepresent the purposes of 
the City Administration, we have en- 
deavored during the past five years to 
administer our respective trusts with 
an eye single to the public welfare.’’

‘‘Surely there Is no reason for utter- 
ing or printing such statements, particu- 
larly when they are not in accord with 
the facts, as has been proved by the 
scorching investigations of hostile legis- 
lative committees and other inquisi- 
torial bodies. 


Calis Finances Sound. 


The stability of the city’s finances was 
grudgingly acknowledged by the Meyer 
Joint Legislative Committee which set 
out apparently to break down the credit 
of the city.

DELCASSE ASSERTS 


One-Time French Foreign Min- 
ister Denies He Ever Proposed 
Attack on England. 





ALWAYS AIMED AT ENTENTE

pected the French Policy to 
Be Based on Fear.

PARIS, Oct. 7.—In an interview today 
Theophile Delcassé, former French For- 
eign Minister, replies to the charge 
against him in the ex-Kaiser’s memoirs 
that he planned an alliance between 
Frande and Germany for the purpose of 
fighting England. He,says William led. 
“The Kaliser’s memoirs contain so 
much error that it is difficult to distin- 
guish the truth from the falsity they 
contain,’’ he says. ‘‘ For example, Wil- 
liam II. declares seriously that he was 
notified France wished to join Gerniany 
and Russia in order to fall upon Bng- 
land. This was at the time of the Boer 
war. That France, who had succeeded 
a short time before in arranging a par- 
ticularly difficult situation between her 
and England, and whose real policy 
was directed toward a Franco-English 
entente, would have proposed such an 
evil thing to the Berlin Cabinet—that’'s 
too dirty! I would use another term 
except that I’m referring to the man 
who during a long time represented a 
great country, and I would disgrace 
myself in using words fitly to describe 
his statements. 

“The truth is that William always 
expected France to practice a pélicy

based on fear. In 1914, the day when 
the German Emperor declared war on 
Russia, His first move was to mass most 
of his army in front of us. He believed 
that would scare us. If today he talks 
so much of Franco-English policy and 
the Entente, it is because he had seen, 
but too late for him, that this policy had 
for its object to assure the independent 
States which he wished to make de- 
pendent on Germany.’’ 


Delcassé said that when Foreign Min- 
ister he never concéaled the fact that 
the basis of his policy was a Franco- 
English entente. He said that following 
the incident of Fashoda, up until 1904, 
it had been no secret to the German 
Government that France was planning 
an entente with England. He continued: 

‘On March 23, 1904, I had a long con- 
versation with Prince Radolin, German 
Ambassador, in which I laid the situa- 
tion before him, giving him the sub- 
stance of our accords with England. 
He made a long report, but in Berlin 
it was said all that was of no impor- 
tance. . William pleased himself with 
saying that the difference between the 
English and French temperaments was 
so great that the two nations’ could 
never conduct together the slightest en-

It was mentioned by thé former Min- 
ister that the ex-Kaiser alleged Delcassé 
had tried’ to prepare, prior to 1904, a 
military alliance between HBngland and 
France, and it was this that tended to 
force Germany into a war for self- 
preservation. ‘ 

‘*There was the project of a military 
accord between France and Bngland, 
William said,’’ continues Delcassé, ‘‘but 
it was simply an accord against aggres- 
sion. Is it that proposed accord which 
William \took for a pretext to say that 
we pushed him into war? However that 
may be, and if I am attacked for that, 
I ask one question, Suppose the accord 
in question had been concluded and that 
it had been made public, would there 
not have been great probability that this 
notice, given in 1905, would have re- 
strained Germany in 1914?"

Delcass6 says: ‘' Wiliam tries to put 


all the blame on Bilow. That’s not 
very kind. I remember when the 
Kaiser used to run around Germany 


saying to his people: ‘ You ought to} 
have only one will, the will of your | 
King.’ He talks now as if everybody 
had forgotten that.

‘‘There exists, I assure you, in the 
archives at the Quai d’Orsay, more than 
enough documents to convince the world 
of the imposture of the former German 
Emperor.”’

FOR 1923 PREDICTED 


Forecast Is Based on Expected 
‘Budget Reductions and 
fk Higher Assessments. 


$353,248,890 NOW ASKED 


Reductions Are Expected to Be 
Greatest in Final Period,

A reduction in the city’s tax rate for 
next year was predicted yesterday by 
the Board of Estimate officials when th: 
‘tentative budget for 1923 was made 
public, showing an increase of $6,119,- 
427.72 over the budget for 1922. This 
increase, it was state’, may be mate- 
rially reduced before the ®udget is final- 
ly-.adopted on Oct. 31. The possibility 
of a tax reduction is based upon the 
increase in the personal and real es- 
tate: assessed valuations just completed. 
This increase amounts to nearly $776,- 
000,000. 

The tentative budget as completed yes- 
terday amounts to $359,404,318. The 
present budget is $353,248,890. The pres- 
ent tax rate is: Manhattan and the 
Bronx, 2.75; Brooklyn, 2.76; Queens, 
2.79, and Richmond, 2.78. Public hear- 
ings on the tentative budget will com- 
mence next Tuesday and between then 


and Oct. 20 it can be increased or re- 
duced. Between Oct. 20 and Oct. 31, 
when it is finally adopted,¢the budget 
can only be reduced, and it is expected 
that during that period the slashers will 
get in their hardest work. 

Mayor Hylan and other members of 
the Board of Estimate, who, as the 
Committee of the Waole, have. been 
holding hearings on the tentative budget, 
lopped $20,078,012 from the departmen- 
tal requests for 1923. The umount of the 
State tax for next year, which is in- 
cluded in the budget, and which the city 
pays, is $12,595,623, a reduction over the 
present year of $1,834,889 

For county expenditures the budget is 
increased over the present year by $231,- 
000. The various city dupartments, how- 
ever, show an increase of $7,737,000, The 
following table shows the amount of the 
budget for 1922 as compared to the ten- 
tative budget for 1923:

REPORT SHIP SUBSIDY GAINS 


Harding Hears Sentiment Increases 
in West and South. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7. — President 
Harding was told today by Malcolm 
Stewart of Cincinnati, Chairman of the 
Middle West Merchant Marine Commit- 
tee, that there was a steadily growing 
sentiment in the West for quick passing 


of legislation to aid American shipping. 

Mr. Stewart was accompanied to the 
White House by Matthew Hale, Presi- 
dent of the South Atlantic States Asso- 
ciation, who reported that it was en- 
tirely erroneous to suppose that the 
South was solidly opposed to the Ship 
Subsidy bill. 


UNIONS TO AID UNEMPLOYED 


Cloakmakers Will Assess Workers 
3 Per Cent. of Earnings. 


Weekly benefits are to be paid unem- 
ployed cloakmakers in the metropolitan 
district, Benjamin Schlesinger, President 
of the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, announced last night. 

Twelve local unions, representing 
50,000 workers in the cloakmaking in- 
dustry, Mr. Schlesinger said, will im- 
mediately makean assessment of 3 per 
cent. of the earnings of all those em- 


ployed. This money will be used for a 
weekly benefit to about 2,000 workers 
unable to obtain work, he explained. 

Mr. Schlesinger said that the decision 
to pay unemployed benefits was an in- 
novation, and was taken to meet a situ- 
ation ‘‘ for which the union is not re- 
sponsible.’’

Justice Tompkins for consideration of 
the case. . 

Justice Tompkins had fixed ,a date 
eight days subsequent to the motion. 
Mr. Rand Jr. argued that the eight- 
day stay was customary in such cases 
and that it had been curtiled by Justice 
Morschauser without giving « reason. 

When the occurrence in the courtroom 
of Justice Tompkins was related to him 
yesterday, Justice Morschauser said: 

*“*T can’t comment on that. I don’t 
know anything about what goes on in 
other courts. I attend to the business 
of my‘’own and that is sufficient.”’ 

When further information was sought 
from Justice Tompkins after the hear- 
ing yesterday, he said: 

““T can’t discuss a matter pending be- 
fore me in any way outside of the court- 
room.” 

The case will probably be carried to 
the Appellate Division and higher, re- 
gardless of what further action may be 
taken by the Supreme Court Justices. 
Lawyers for Stillman announced their 
decision to appeal, as soon as the ref- 
eree’s decision was rendered. 

If Justice Tompkins should reopen 
the case and reach a different decision 
from that of Justice Morschauser on 
the question of accepting the referee’s 
report, the conflicting decisions would 
necessarily call for a decision by thé 
higher court. The first question to be 
discussed on appeal would be which of 
the two Justices had jurisdiction. 

Obtaining a Transcript. 

Daniel F. Brennan, the lawyer chiefly 
criticised, refuse} yesterday to comment 
on the Justice’s remarks, but said that 
he was having a stenographic transcript 
of the proceedings prepared. 

John E. Mack, guardian of Guy Still- 
man, appeared yesterday morning at the 
courtroom of Justice Morschauser, where 
the Stillman case was on the calendar for 
argument on the motion to show cause 
why the referee's report should not be 
confirmed. Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Still- 
man was represented. Justice Mor- 
echauser ruled that, since he had already 
accepted the referee’s findings, there 
was nothing further before the court in 
the Stillman casc. 

Guy Stillman, about’ whom the pro- 
ceedings mainly centre, has been near 
death at Grand Anse, Canada, for sey- 
era] days, but is improving. Mr. Mack 
received yesterday the following, letter | 
from Mrs. Stillman: 

* Dear Mr. Mack: 

“Congratulations, and I would feel 
fine if Guy had not been at death's door 
with typhoid for a week. He is now out 
of danger if something doesn’t develop.

SEES DANGER IN EXTREMES 


Finds a Shocking Increase in Di- 
vorce ——- Predicts a Peaceful 
Ireland Soon,

Divoree is increasing in a shocking 
manner in most countries, according to 
the Most Rev. James Duhig, D. D., 
Archibishop of Brisbane, Australia, who 
has just arrived in New York City after 
having visited Rome and other Italian 
cities, France, England and Ireland. One 
of the first observations he has made 
since landing from the Majestic last 
Tuesday is that prohibition is all wrong, 
because ‘‘ you can’t make men sober by 
an act of Parliament.’’ 

The Archibishop said that before sail- 
ing from Australia last April he learned 
on good authority that'an official ‘would 
be appointed soon to represent the 
Australian Commonwealth in America. 
Before leaving Ireland, he said, he no- 
ticed that the Freé State Parliament had 
begun to function in a ‘‘ businesslike 
manner,’’ and he expressed it as his fimn 
conviction that de Valera~had made a 
“fatal mistake” in. not leading a 
Republican Patry in Parliament ‘“ in- 
stead of resorting to physical force.”’ 

Archiboship Duhig is here to visit 
close relatives in the Middle West, and 
then to make.a study. of American educa- 
tional systems. He is a member of the 
govering body of the State University of 
Queensland, also a member of the 
Council of the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety in that State. 


Sees Menace in Divorce. 


Discussing of the. perils 
modern the 
gaid: 

“A tremendous social and moral dan- 
ger in our day is the looseming of the 
marriage tie. Divorce is becoming 
shockingly common In most countries. 
The very facility with which it is ob- 
tained encourages people to contract 
marriage lightly. What I mean is that 
the divorce law is much more fre- 
quently a road to freedom ‘for the ill- 
disposed than for the oppressed.’’ 

As to prohibition he said he had not 


observed any intoxicated persons on the 
streets, but that fact was beside the 
issue, because it was the principle of 
prohibition with which he took issue. 
He said: 

*“*In Australia they were against pro- 
hibition. I myself have written strongly 
against it, and all that I have been 
able to learn of the results of prohibi- 
tion in the United States has’ only servea 
to confirm my ‘beHef that Australia has 
taken the right view. 

“ Australia was amazed at America 

oing dry. You cannot make men sober 

y an act of Parliament. What we need 
is a reasonable control of the liquor 
trade, not its total abolition. Extremes 
are always dangerous, and I consider 
prohibition»an extreme course,”’ 


Impressed by American Children. 


The Archbishop said he had been much 
fmpressed with the “intelligence and 
bearing of American children, and he 
gait he regarded the children as a na- 
tion’s greatest asset. 

He said he did not know to what ex- 


tent art and the belles lettres had pro- 
ressed in America. In modern times, 
Fe added, the tendency was to empha- 
size the commercial side of the nation’s 
life, and so most modern universities 
had become great technical schools. 
“The cleavage between the technical 
school and the university is very dis- 
tinct in France,” continued Archbishop 
Duhig, ‘‘ and I hope it will continue so. 
People are asking if Oxford and Cam- 
bridge can hold out on the old system. 
I hope they can. For they, in Queens- 
land, have resisted the pressure for the 
élimination of the ancient classical lan- 
guages from the curriculum. Lord Bryce 
gaid they were dead languages, but they 
' enshrined the most beautiful of living 
' thought,.’ 
pp te generally of Australia, the 
Archbishop said it was a “ vast island 
, eontinent, rich in every factor that 
makes for the greatness of a nation.’ 
They had only touched the fringe of 
Australia’s resources, for its agricul- 
tural and mineral wealth was practically 
illimitable. MY 
‘*In my own State of Queensland,” he 
continued, ‘‘some of the stations or 
ranches are from 500 to 1,000 square 
miles in extent, and each carries from 
50,000 to 200,000 sheep. The cattle sta- 
tions are equally large. The mildness 
and variety of the climate enable them 
to grow practically every-kind of fruit 
and vegetable. Along the coast the rain- 
fall is abundant, but inland it is often 
uncertain. Bores and irrigation are 
fast remedying that condition. 


Needs Larger Population. 


“The great drawback is the lack of 
population. Australia has only about 
7,500,000 of people, whereas it could 
easily carry 100,000,000. Queensland 
with less than 750,000 could carry 40,- 
* 000,000 or. 50,000,000.

VOLIVA SEES A NEW WAR. 


Zion Overseer Predicts America.and 
Britain Will Save the Jews. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 7. — Wilbur Glenn 
Voliva, Overseer of Zion City, , pro- 
nounced today a prophecy, gleaned from 
between the lines of Scripture; he ‘said, 
of a forhcoming world war in which 
England and the United States will suc- 
cor the Jews from the ravages of all 
other peoples.

PEARED ONDRY SHIPS

Hquor into American territory are sub- 
ject to seizure beyond the three-mile 
limit. There seemed to be a prospect, 
however, that the negotiations would 
be concluded on the basis of an under- 
taking of Great Britain to make an ef- 
fort to stop this smuggling if the United 
States would abandon its contention of 
the right of seizure beyond the ordinary 
area of domestic maritime jurisdiction. 
According to opinion today, the new 
** bone-dry ’’ policy of this Government 
is likely to upset that prospect. 

Chairman Lasker of the Shipping 
Board has indicated that he is appre- 
hensive that the néw policy will seri- 
ously interfere with both passenger and 
freight business between the United 
States and foreign countries. That his 
fears have substantial foundation ap- 
pears to be a very general opinion in 
Washington. He suggested one form of 
possible reprisal in a transfer of pas- 
senger service of some lines from Amer- 
ican ports to Montreal. <As the effect 
6f ‘the decision is seen here there is a 
possibility of other forms of reprisal by 
foreign shipping interests that may cur- 
tail the’ commerce of this- country. 

Whether the new. policy will affect the 
privilege of foreign diplomatic establish- 
ments of bringing in liquor for the per- 
sonal use of their members is still a 
matter of speculation, It is believed, 
however, that a way will be found to 
import Hquor for such purposes with the 
sanction of the United. States Govern- 
ment, but under restrictions. 

President Harding issued instructions 
today postponing the application of the 
‘new ..policy of the Government. until 
Oct. 14, after a conference at the White 
House with Secretary Hughes, Secretary 
Mellon and Attorney General Daugherty. 
It had become apparent that the new 
regulations for the enforcement of the 
Presidential ban on the sale and trans- 
portation of liquor on ships of American 
register or foreign ships entering Amer- 
ican waters could not be drafted iImme-

diately on. account of the complicated 
nature of the new policy, and at today’s 


conference this difficulty and the neéceg- 
sity of postponing the application of 
the ruling were discussed. 

President” Harding’s instructions to 
postpone application of the new policy 
were contained in a letter to Secretary 
American vessels leaving for- 
eign ports prior to Oct. 14 are to be per- 
mitted to carry liquor, but not permitted 
to sell it. Foreign vessels leaving 
American ports prior to Oct. 14 are to 
be permitted to transport and sell-liquor. 
The President’s letter follows: 

The White House. 
Washingtor, Oct. 7, 1922, 
7, 1922. 

My dear Mr. Secretary: Supple- 
menting my letter of instruction of 
Oct. 6 relating to the enforcement of 
the Eighteenth Amendment and the 
Prohibition Enforcement act as ap- 
plied to carriers at sea, you will please 
direct United States customs officials 
to give notice to all shipping lines 
that pending the formulation of regu- 
lations the enforcement of the pro- 
hibition of transportation of cargoes 
or ship stores will not be practicable 
in the case of foreign vessels leaving 
their home ports or American vessels 
leaving forelgn ports on or before 
Oct. 14, 1922. Any earlier attempt at 
enforcement, in the absence of due 
notice and ample regulations, would be 
inconsistent with just dealing and have 
a tendency to disrupt needlessly the 
ways of commerce. 

This delay in full enforcement does 
not apply to the sale of intoxicating 
liquors on vessels sailing under the 
American flag.

Chairman Lasker issued instructions to 
all masters of Shipping Board vessels 
to surrender immediately any liquor 
they might have on board and threaten- 
ing severe penalties for failure to ob- 
serve his order. The instructions of 
Chairman Lasker follow: \ 

Under a ruling by Attorney Gensral 
Daugherty, the sale, transportation or 
possession of liquor on ships entering 
American territorial waters is prohib- 
ited by law. By direction of the 
President, I intsruct you to make sure 
that all intoxicating liquors in the 
possession of ships operated by you 
for the Government and all liquors 
owned by officers or members of the 
crews theréof be removed and surren- 
dered to the proper officlal represent- 
ing the Treasury Department immedi- 
ately, where such ships are now in 
their home ports, or as soon hereafter 


as they shall.do check in their home 
ports, and. thereafter there must be 
no liquor on ships. 

If any officer or member of crew, 
either on -passenger or cargo ships, is. 
found thereafter to possess liquor on 
board ship he shall be immediately re- 
moved permanently from the service 
and his violation of the law reported 
to the proper District Attorney.

Says Ban Was Expected. 


The Weekly Bulletin of the National 
Merchant Marine Association has this to 
say of the possible effect of the new 
policy on shipping and the pending ship 
subsidy bill: 

** Attorney General Daugherty’s ruling 
that liquor carmot be carried on Ameri- 


can ships anywhere and cannot be 
brought into American waters by foreign 
ships is as expected. This decision, 
while it must handicap the development 
of liner service under the American flag 
settles an issue which seriously menaced 
the prospects of the pending legislation 
to ald American shipping. Sere is no 
longer the question of opposition to the 
shipping bill on the ground that subst- 
dies would be paid to American vessels 
selling liquor, as all sales are prohibited. 
Foreign s ipping interests are expected 
to institute legal action to prevent the 
enforcement of the ruling-without delay. 
Chairman Lasker of the Shipping Board 
says that one result of the decision may 
be to make Montreal the destination of 
some of “the big foreign transaalantic | 
liners, and that on the Pacific Van- 
couver may benefit by the changed con- 
ditions. 

‘This is a severe blow to the Ameri- 
can merchant marine,’’ Mr. Lasker said.

Contraband Removed for Safekeep- 
ing to the Army Base in 
Brooklyn. 





Federal prohibition authorities con- 
tinued their investigation yesterday into 
the various ramifications of the disap- 
pearance of 5,200 cases of whisky and 
champagne from the Republic Storage 
Warehouse, West Thirty-fourth Street, 
between May 25 and June 1, one feature 
of which was the raid Friday after- 
noon, led. by United States District 
Attorney Willian Hayward and ‘Zone 
Chief John D. Appleby of the prohi- 
bition forces, on the secret cellars of 
the Standard.

Some of the Scotch whisky 
and champagne taken from the Re- 
public Warehouse, according to the 
agents, was found in the carpet com- 
pany raia.

the Italian Navigation Company, who 
said: 

“The Italian ships are under contract 
to furnish wine to the. crews and pas- 
sengers, as wine is considered part of 
the food. In view of the ruling by Mr. 
Daugherty, I believe a question has 
arisen which has to be settled at Wash- 
ington. It is something for the Italian 
Embassy to take up with the United 
States Government.”’ 

Resentment against American passen- 
ger ships all over the world was pre- 
dicted by the American Steamship Own- 
ers’ Association in a statement, which 
said: 

‘““This decision of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, even with its inclusion of foreign 
ships entering our waters, adds a fur- 
ther serious handicap to American pas- 
senger steamers in the foreign trade. 
American steamers operating to South 
America, to the Orient and elsewhere 
carry passengers between foreign ports, 
but they will be unable to serve liquors, 
while foreign vessels will be free to do 
as they please. As a result, the mer- 
chants of foreign countries, with whom 
we must build up our foreign trade if 
We are to have any, will travel on the 
ships of our competitors, to our growing 
disadvantage. 

‘Tf the interpretation of the Attorney 
General is correct, the law will be 
obeyed, like all other laws, by the mer- 
chant ships of the United States. But 
the hard fact must be faced that it im- 
Poses another grave disadvantage on 
American ships, particularly on the 
largest and swiftest steamers, the most 
Valuable element in our merchant ship- 
ping and our national naval reserve. 
The action of the Attorney General 
makes it all the more imperative that 
Congress should lose no time in the en- 
actment of vigorous national aid, or the 
greatest of our American steamship 
lines will most certainly disappear from 
the ocean." 

The belief expressed by many persons 
that the ruling would,not hold so far as 
foreign ships are concerned because of 
their own laws regarding crew rations 
end international law in general, did not 
find support among lawyers, even among 
the wets. William H. Hirst, counsel 
for the Society of Restaurateurs, said 
he thought the ruling was backed by 
many precedents. 

“So far as its precedents in constitu- 
tional and international law goes, the 
Tuling is absolutely sound and correct,’’ 
said Mr. Hirst. ‘‘ As applied to Ameri- 
ean ships it is founded on the funda- 
mental doctrine that: the law of the 
country follows the flag. 

“As to foreign ships, Congressional 
enactments are subordinate only to trea- 
ties. If the treaties with foreign coun- 
tries recognized the law of’ foreign 
countries which.permit the sale and use 
of liquor, and in fact compel the ra- 
tioning of wine, it is a question if Con- 
_gress could override them. But so far 
as I know there is no treaty covering 
such a/point. Ships are subject to the 
laws of the country in whose harbor 
they lie. 


“It is said that the Government has 
mo right to enforce its criminal statutes 
with regard to liquor on board a ship of 
foreign registry. If a murder is com- 
mitted on a foreign ship lying in this 
foes it is the right and duty of the

Woman, Who Had Legally Married 
Another, Tries to Shield 
‘ Assailant.

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 7.—Florence 
Baker, 20 years old, of Mount Holly, 
who had lived with one man as his 
common-law wife since she was 14 years 
old and had later become the lawfully 
wedded wife of another man, was the 
cause of a tragedy today that has al- 
ready cost one life and may cost two 
more. 

Her common-law husband, Charles M. 
Shinn, 24 years old, of Mount Holly 
went on a rampage after the girl had 
refused to leave her legal husband to 
go back to him, and attempted to kill 
the girl, her husband and her father- 
in-law. He succeeded in shooting the 
woman three times, once in the head 
and twice in the abdomen, and in shoot- 
ing her father-in-law once in the chest, 
but he missed his rival. Believing that 
he had killed the woman, however, Shinn 
turned his revolver upon himself and 
shot himself in the head, inflicting a 
wound from which he died several hours 
later in the Mercer Hospital here. The 
girl is now in the hospital. Her condi- 
tion is critical, and the doctors say she 
may die at any moment. Her father-in- 
law, James Matthews, 55 years old, a 
farmer, of Cookstown, N. J., a cran- 
berry-raising village between Trenton 
and Mount Holly, is in a serious con- 
dition at his home. 


Carries Wounded Girl Off in Taxi. 


The shooting began at Matthews’s 
home in Cookstown, where Shinn had 


gone to get the girl, and ended, after | 
an interval, in-a taxicab in front of the! 


Mercer Hospital. After shooting the 
girl twice in the abdomen, and firing at 
her husband and father-in-law, Shinn 
‘* abducted ’’ the girl and carried her 
away in a taxicab, threatening to kill 
the Matthewses if they tried to rescue 


her. . 

He first drove her to a doctor's office 
in Morrisville, Pa., across the State line, 
but then took her to the Trenton Hos- 
pital on the physician’s advice. As the 
taxi turned into the driveway leading 
to the hospital entrance, according to 
Samuel Goodrich of Trenton, the taxi 
driver, Shinn drew his revolver and 
shouted: ‘‘ This gun has caused me a 
lot of trouble today. I might as well 
make a good job of it.’’ a 

Goodrich ducked over his wheel and 
did not see what followed. But he 
heard two shots, and when he turnéd 
he saw both the man and the woman in 
the cab had been shot in the head. The 
revolver was in Shinn’s hand when hos- 
pital attendants ran out and seized it. 
It contained four .38-calibre cartridge 
shells, two of them empty and two 
loaded. As Shinn had fired shots in the 
house at Cookstown, he apparently had 
reloaded the pistol during the taxi drive. 


Woman Denies He Shot Her. 


The man and woman, both uncon- 
scious, were taken into the hospital. 
Shinn never recovered consciousness, so 
that the authorities could get no state- 


ment from him before he died. The 
woman revived shortly, but surprised 
detectives by asserting that Shinn had 
not fired the shots which caused her 
wounds. Asked who had shot her, she 
said nothing.- Despite all the question- 
ing that detectives could subject her to, 
the woman impassively refused to tell 
any more about the case than was 
obvious from the facts. There was lit- 
tle in Shinn's possession to throw light 
on the tragedy except a tobacco adver- 
tising card, signea with the woman's 
name, which said: ‘‘ This is to certify 
that Florence Baker is the legally wed- 
ded wife of Charles Shinn,’’ and went on 
to say that as his wife she had no ob- 
jection to him smoking all of a certain 
brand of tobacco that he wished. 

Prosecutor Jonathan H.. Kelsey of 
Burlington County learned, however, 
that she was not his legally wedded 
wife. Mr. Kelsey said she had lived 
with him at Mt. Holly from 1916 until 
two years ago,. when she married Joseph 
Matthews, now 21 years old and a farm- 
hand on his father’s farm at Cooks- 
town. The girl left Mt. Holly, where 
Shinn had a jitney bus route, and went 
to Cookstown to live with Matthews. 
After the marriage Matthews enlisted in 
the army and was stationed at Camp 
Dix. Then he was sentenced to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment in Fort Leaven- 
worth on the charge of desertion.

ARE HERE TO STAY 


Pablic Service Commissioner 
Blakeslee Favors Permitfor 
a Norwich-Syracuse Line.

ALBANY, Oct. 7.—That the motor bus 
is becoming an important factor in cut- 
ting into the revenue of the steam and 
trolley roads of the State is pointed ‘out 
jn an opinion which Commissioner 
Charles G. Blakeslee of the Phblic Sef- 
vice Commission, has just handed down, 
4m which he decides that under the 
Transportation Corporations law the 
provision for ‘ public convenience and 
mecessity ’’ cannot be split. 

Mr. Blakeslee favors granting a per- 
mit for a bus line between Norwich and 
Syracuse. 
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Walter M. Aldrich, is to compete with 
half a dozen railroads and bus opera- 


tors, 

“The situation now existing in this 
State in the matter of motor bus com- 

etition with steam railroads,’ says 

ommissioner Blakeslee, ‘‘ is well illus- 
trated in this case. The inception and 
growth of motor transportation is a nat- 
Ural development. The motor vehicle 
@s a common carrier is here to stay. 
Extensions of the improved highway sys- 
tem and betterments of good roads al- 
ready built will continue for years to 
|. geome. Consequently, the competition be- 
| *tween motor buses and railroads in the 
transportation of freight and passengers 
will continue; and this will be true not 
only as. to short-haul traffic, but with 
an increasing tendency to lengthen the 
distance of haul. 

““This is a period of transition, and 
to require those living at a distance 
from fixed railroad stations to journey 
to the stations and there await the ar- 
rival of trains, rather than to be al- 
lowed to take advantage of buses stop- 
ping at their front doors, merely because 
this would result in financial loss to the 
established carrier (the railroad), is not 
in keaping with ideas of .progress.’’ 

Mr. Blakeslee cites at length the ob- 
fJections of the railroads to motor bus 
competition and the conditions which 
the roads declare are unfair. All these, 
he says, have been presented many times 
to the commission, and he adds: 

* But our authority is limited to de- 
eiding whether the propésed bus route 
fs demanded by public convenience and 
smecessity, and all these. other matters 
are, therefore, immaterial in arriving at 
‘that decision.’’

Set’ by Judge Smith in 
Mineola Court. 


JOINS 26 DOOMED MEN 


Lawyer Accompanies Him to Prison 
and Serves Notice of 
Appeal. 


Sentenced in Mineola yesterday to die 
fn the electric chair the week of Nov. 6 
for the murder of Edith Lavoy, William 
M. Creasy was taken at once to Sing 
Sing Prison, accompanied by his lawyer, 
Henry A. Uterhart, who served upon 
prison officials notice of appeal which 
acts as a stay of execution of sentence. 
Such a notice is not usually served quite 


‘go promptly. 


Créasy was assigned to a cell in tHe 
Geath house after his pedigree had been 
recorded, bringing the number of con- 
demned men confined there to twenty 
seyen. He will be an inmate for many 
months, in the normal course of things, 
until the Court of Appeals has reviewed 
the evidence and passed on his case. 

Convicted on Tuesday last in the Nas- 
sau County Court of the murder of Miss 
Lavoy in a Freeport roomipg house on 
June 23, .Creasy was brought before 
Judge Lewis J. Smith yesterday morning 
fer sentence. 

Mr. Uterhart moved for an arrest of 
judgment on two grounds—tirst, that the 
facts stated in the indictment did not 
constitute a crime, and, second, that the 
deféndant’s guilt was not established 
beyond a reasonable doubt. The motion 
was denied, and Uterhart filed notice of 
appeal. 

Creasy was brought into the court- 
room handcuffed to Warden John Dun- 
bar.. None of his relatives was present, 
and neither was any wf Miss Lavoy’s. 
The prisoner was calm when Judge 
Smith asked him if he had anything to 
say before sentence was pronounced, he 
made no reply. 

His eyes filled with tears, however, 
as he was being led through the subter- 
ranean passage from the Court House to 
the jail, although he said nothing. 

Shortly after sentence was pronounced 
Creasy left for Sing Sing in an automo- 
bile with Sheriff Charles W. Smith. He 
was handcuffed to Motorcycle Policeman 
Birdsall Matthews. Other officers ac- 
companied the party. _ 


FRENCH TRAINS TO HAVE 
LOWER CLASS SLEEPERS 


‘Couchettes’ in Second and Third 
Grade Compartments Are 
Hailed as a Boon.

PARIS, Oct. 7.—Sleeping cars are now 
a reality for French people of the less 
well-to-do classes. Comimencing on Mon- 
day night the train from Paris to Brest 
will carry second and third class. ‘‘ cou- 
chette ’”’ cars, it was announced by the 
State Railways, and the service will be 
added to other lines shortly. 

The news is a pleasant surprise to 
French travelers, as the last heard of 
the project was In May, when the Min- 
ister of Public Works asked the @tate 
lines. to prepare plans for moder- 
ate priced steeping accommodations on 
trains. 

Until now only the well-to-do classes 
were able to take *“wagonlits,’”’ as it 
was not only necessary to buy a first 
class ticket, but the price of the berth 
was almost that of the railway fare ad- 
ditional. 

Even a “‘ couchette ’’—which is a bunk 
made of a seat, with neither covers nor 
pillow furnished—required a first class 
fare plus an amount equivalent to an 
American Pullman fare. 

With the new cars, however, one can 
travel in a second class ‘‘ couchette ”’ for 
less than the straight first class fare, 
and in a third class ‘‘couchette ’’ for less 
than a straight second class fare. The 
price for 250 kilometers (156 miles) in 
the second class is 16 francs and 65 
centimes, and irmthe third class 11 francs 
and: 60 centimes, both in addition to the 
railroad fare. 

Couchette compartments are construct- 
ed with six potential bunks. These com- 
prise seats—the back of the seats raised 
in a horizontal position—and a new type 
of hat rack, broad and’ strong enough to 
hold a sleeper comfortably. The inno- 
vation is a great boon to the poorer 
classes, as a great amount of long dis- 
tance traveling is done by these people 
at night. 
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MUNITIONS MAKERS 


Dollar-a-Year Civilian District 
Chiefs Confer With Army ‘ 
on Mobilization. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Eight “‘ big 
business ’’’ men, all in- the Government 
service at a dollar-a-year, have been in 
conference with army ordnance officials 
here this week, working out details of 
post-war plans to mobilize ordnance 
manufacturing plants in any future war. 
The group is composed of: the civillan 
chiefs of eight ordnance districts into 
which the country has been divided. 

Those attending the conference have 
been B. A. Franklin, Bridgeport, Conn., 
district; J. C. Jones, Philadelphia. dis- 
trict; Fred J. Robinson, Detroit dis- 
trict; M. E. Singleton, St. Louis dis- 
trict; C. L. Harrison, Cincinnati dis- 
trict; John Ross Delafield, New York 
district; E. A. Russell, Chicago district, 
and C. H. Tenney, Boston district. 

The theory of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment in creating these civilian chiéfs is 
that all available plants in each district 
will be under jurisdiction of a chief who 
will keep constantly in touch with plant 
owners and arrange in agreement with 
them for the prompt utilization of the 
plants for munition making in the event 
of war. Each chief is himself a large 
manufacturer with experience in the 
making of munitions and to each has 
been assigned an army ordnance officer 
as secretary to aid in carrying out the 
program. Ordnance officials hope to 
set up through this means a permanent 
and inexpensive system that would avoid 
all confusion in getting the flow of 
munitions started in any emergency. 

The conference here has been to plan 
with these volunteer district chiefs re- 
organization of the districts on the lines 
proposed. Assistant Secretary Wain- 
wright and Major Gen. Harbord, 


Deputy Chief of Staff, addressed the 
session, emphasizing the War Lm rk 
ment view that plans for ‘mobilization 
of munition resources of the nation were 
of equal importance with the question 
of arr g ‘for an adequate supply of 
man power. Brig. Gen. W. S. Pierce, 
Acting Chief of Ordnance, presided.

PARIS, Oct. 7.—In the laboratory of 
the College de France, Professor Serge 
Voronoff this afternon delivered an 
eagerly awaited lecture on his work con- 
nected with grafting the interstitial 
glands of higher apes onto man. Ex- 
cepting several eminent professors at- 
tached to the College de France and 
Drs: Retterer and Manoeuvrier of the 
Sorbonne, Parisian surgeons and 
physicians, were conspicuous by their 
absence. . 

Publicity given to the whole affair, 
however, had attracted a large audi- 
ence, including many women, who, de- 
sipte a flood of aLtin words and scien- 
tific terms, listened with intent. interest 
to Voronoff's account of his  exepri- 
ments on animals and men since he took 
up the study of the subject. The lec- 
ture was illustrated by films and at 
its close the professor produced the pa- 
tient in whom he takes the greatest 
pride—A. L. Liardet, whose experiences 
were told in dispatches yesterday. 

A summary of the lecture already has 
been cabled, but it may be added that 
Voronoff laid great stress on the im- 
portance of surgeons putting his theory 
to the test. He argued that his demon- 
strations had been sufficiently conclu- 
sive to warrant this being done imme- 
diately in order to lose no time in let- 
ting humanity benefit. The’ work of 
those who had the honor to belong to 
the College de France, he said, was ex- 
perimental. When they had brought ex- 
periments to a successful end, it was 
the turn of practicing surgeons to ap- 
ply them, Voronoff said,

ure imported, whereas agricultural and 
aorticultural products requiring fertile 
soil and knowledge of these industries 
are exported. These include butter, 
cheese, pedigree cattle, fresh meat, 
flowers and flower bulbs, fine vegeta- 
bles, fruit, &c. 

The present crisis is similar to the 
agricultural depression of 1880 to 1895 
when the competition of American 
cereals reduced prices to an unprofitable 
level, causing agriculture to trend in 
the direction of horticulture. 

The crisis is likely to extend and lead 
to a general lowering of wages, which 
is regarded as the first condition for 
improvement. The economic and finan- 
cial situation is such that the Govern- 
ment is unable to grant a subsidy and 
the Dutch at present see no remedy. 
In the case of fruit and certain vegeta- 
bles, however, they are looking hope- 
fully to the American market.

tomatoes and other vegetables are now 
being forwarded. The Holland-America 
Line has promised co-operation if the 
experiment is successful, but must first 
install sufficient refrigerators for the 
purpose. Morover, the Dutch fear fur- 
ther American protective tariffs may 
form, obstacles. 

Until about twenty years ago the ex- 
ports of Dutch produce of the soil went 
mainly to Great Britain. Then Ger- 
many*came into the market and the ex- 
ports of butter, for instance, to Ger- 
many between 1902 to 1912 increased 
from 5,000 tons to 18,000 tons. The 
collapse of the mark in the last few 
months. has so. seriously affected Dutch 
exports, however, that agriculturists are 
in despair.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 7.—The military 
situation in Mexico is qtilet, President 
Obregon said this afternoon, One or 
two small spots on the map were shown 
where there is slight trouble but noth- 
ing serious.

Showing a telegram from General 
Marinez, Commander of the military 
zone in the Northern Part of the Mex- 
ican Republic, the President stated he 


opinion that Murguia had no intention 
of fighting. He had made a trip of 500 
miles through tough country, passing 
towns which were. unmolested. He 
thought that Murguia’s plans were to 
enter the southern part of Chihuahua, 
expecting that the revolt would be more 
serious. 

President Obregon added that there 
were two ways to attract followers to 
revolutions. The first was to have in- 
tentions to right national wrongs. The 
second was to have prominent leaders 
and the desire to return them to power. 
Personally he considered Murguia was 
not well enough known, and without a 
real reason for a revolution. He con- 
sidered Murguia’s attempt an absolute 
failure and the Government ‘was not 
worried. 

Referring to recognition, President 
Obregon, with his usual humor, said he 
was not in a position to recognize any 
One and was not worrying about being 
recognized himself. To date Mexico has 


received only informal notice of the 
Pan-American Congress in Chile and he 
declined to say if Mexico expected an 
invitation. 

Referring ito the proposed- regulation 
of Article XXVII of the Mexican Con- 
stittuion, the President stated the Gov+ 
ernment had no new project to -offer 
Congress,: but that several Government 
departments were  studyifig projects 
which might. be used to guide Congress- 
men when the article came-up for dis- 
cussion.

Then, according to the story, the man 
turned his car in Landing Lane, which 
leads to Landing Bridge over the Rari- 
tan River about 1,000 feet from the 
place where the’ bodies of the rector 
and Mrs, Mills were discovered two 
days. later.

Attendance Figures Show Slight 
Falling Off, Probably Be- 
cause of the Rain. 


36,242, PAID ADMISSIONS 


Receipts for Day Total $118,384— 
Fans Stick to the End Despite 
Disagreeable Weather. 


Speed-ball pitching fed fat on yester- 
day’s dark and murky weather, but oth- 
erwise there was nothing to boast about 
in connection with it. Yet it had no 
great effect upon the attendance figures. 
The fans were slower in arriving at thé 
Polp Grounds than usual, but there were 
only a few unclaimed seats in the lower 
grand stand at game time. The bleachers 
and the unreserved upper stand were 
filled by 1:30. Under the dampening 
influence of the weather it was a more 
subdued’ crowd than on earller days. 
But it was nothing if not persistent. 
In all the, disagreeable drizzle that 
drenched the atmosphere from start to 
finish, the fans, even in the uncovered 
sections, braved colds and influenza to 
see the game through. Not until Ward's 
out to Emil Meusel ended the game was 
there even a sign of an exodus. 

There were 36,242 of the faithful on 
hand when Carl Mays pitched the first 
ball. It was the smallest attendance 
of the series to date, but the explana- 
tion , undoubtedly lay wholly in the 
weather. With a fair day and a half 
holiday combined, there probably would 
have been another record-breaking 
crowd, but enough fans were frightened 
away by the thought that there might 
be no game to keep the figures down. 
Even at that, the attendance compared 
favorably with that of the earlier days. 
On the opening day the crowd num- 
bered 36,514, at Thursday's game 37,020, 
and on Friday the record figures of 37,62¢ 
were reached. All of which is maintain- 
ing a very fair average, with the total 
for the four days mounting to the hand- 
some figures of 147,396. These figures 
are for paid attendance. The actual 
attendance yesterday was at least 37,000. 
Receipts for the day totaled $118,384.

Tiger Is Stronger in Kicking Than 
In Rushing the Ball—Drop Kick 
and Safety Decide Issue.

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 7.—Prince- 
ton's football eleven was barely able to 
gain a 5 to 0 victory over Virginia -in 
Palmer Stadium this afternoon before a 
crowd of several thousand, who were 
brave enough to face the driving rain.

Handling the ball securely was almost 
impossible, and the slippery field proved 
treacherous the backs, who weré 
many times downed in their tracks.

The only sensational run of the game 
came early in the third quarter, when 
Newby got away on an end run and 
covered 35 yards to the visitors’ 8-yard 
line where he was dpwned by Cameron. 
Here the Virginia défense stiffened and 
held the Orange and Black to practical- 
ly no gains. On the fourth down Smith 
attempted a drop kick from the 18-yard 
line, but failed, as the ball was in a 
corner of the field.

HOLY GROSS ELEVEN 
BEATEN BY HARVARD 


Crowd of 20,000 Sees Crimson 
Team Make Strong Finish 
and Win by 20-0. 


FIRST HALF IS SCORELESS 


Buell’s Team Uncovers Strong At- 
tack and Makes Three Touch- 
downs In Last Two Periods. 


Special to The New York Times, 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 1.—Not- 
withstanding a drizzle and the coldest 
afternoon of the season more than 20,000 
football fans journeyed to Harvard's 
Stadium this afternoon to see the Crim- 
son make a sensational finish against 
Holy Cross, which for two seasons past 
had proved a very stubborn opponent. 
Last Fall and the year before Harvard 
was able to beat the Worcester players 
only by a single field goal. These were 
kicked by Charley Buell, who is leading 
the Crimson football forces this year 
and who today drove his eleven through 
and around the Purple’s line for three 


touchdowns. Buell kicked two drop 
kicks after touchdowns so that Harvard 
won 20 to 0. 

The first pertod was one which brought 
no advantage to either team. Harvard 
| passed the middle of the field twice be- 
fore the intermission. but its only 
| chance for a score was lost when Buell 
jtossed a forward pass only to have it 
intercepted by the Purple’s quarterback, 
|Simendinger. Holy Cross showed little 
strength on the attack in the first half 
juntil very late, then getting going for 
'Harvard’s goal line and approaching 
within thirty-five yards mainly because 
'of a fine fifteen-yard drive by Mahaney. 
{This was the last gain, however, and, 
after being stopped twice, Holy Cross 
held Harvard’s line while Brussard 
jmade an attempt to score by a drop 
‘kick. The Harvard posts were forty- 
}four yards away and Brussard’s kick 
did not carry quite to the goal line. The 
teams left the field with the score 0 to 
0 for the first half, and then came thrill 
after thrill in the remaining twenty 
minutes of play.

MISS DUNCAN DANCES; 
3,000 CHEER SPEEC. 


Dancer Would Make Symphonies 


‘More Real Than Broadway’ as 
She Gives the ‘Pathetique.’ 


Russia. has been kind to Isadora 
Duncan, according to the view of 3,000 
admirers who filled Carnegie Hall yes- 
terday for the artist’s return after five 
years for an American tour. So slender 
she looked that it seemed the Isadora 
of former days who leaped and bounded 
through the five-step dance and military 
march .of Tchaikovsky’s ‘‘ Pathetic ”’ 
symphony. Later, in his “Slavic 
March,”’ she walked with lowbent form 
and bound hands, till the old Prince 
Luff's thrilling Russian anthem rang out 
in the music; and the dancer rose with 
free arms in one of those moments of 
power, such as when she last danced at 
the Metropclitan to wartime ‘ Marselil- 
laise.’”’ 


Miss Duncan’s great audience, after 
nearly three hours in stifling heat, still 
waited. to call her back for a speech, 
which she began by referring to her lat- 
est invitation to Russia. She also pointed 
out the young poet, Serge Yussenin, 
now her husband, who was quickly rec- 
ognized on the box tier or outside during 

romenades, dressed in topboots, long 

louse and some yards of flowing scarf 


at the neck. 

‘““Why must I go to Moscow,’’ the 
dancer exclaimed,’’ after illusions that 
don’t exist, when we in America also 
need the dance for our children. I know 
the American nervous child, for I was 
one myself. Soon I hope to show you 
here fifty Russian chilaren dancing to 
Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony. I can 
bring that to life in. New York—make it 
more real than Broadway. Why does 
not America give me a school? That, 
you understand, is why I accepted the 
invitation to Moscow.”’ 

There was lively applause as_ she 
quoted Whitman's ‘‘I give you invita- 
tions,””’ and continued. ‘‘ The great sym- 
bol of America is Walt Whitman. Amer- 
ica has all that Russia has not, Russia 
has things that America has not; why 
will America not reach out a hand to 
Russia as { haye given my hand?’’ An- 
swers came from the crowd in the form 
of cheers, apparently for Russia more 
than for the poet Yussenin. 

Nahan Franko led an orchestra of sev- 
enty’ in the symphony, as well as in 
earlier pieces that Tchaikovsky in 1891 
conducted here’ at the dedication of 
Carnegie Hall. Mr. Franko shared with 
Miss Duncan the first ovation of the 
matinee, and earned a laugh as well 
when he once was drawn within the clos- 
ing curtains. Miss Duncan dances 
thrice this week before touring the West.

ASK REFUND OF TAXES 


Assert That $108,657 Paid From 
Life Insurance Was Unlaw- 


fully Collected.

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 7.—Executors of 
the estate of H. C. Frick—Mrs. Adelaide 
H. C. Frick, Helen C. Frick, Childs 
Frick, H. C. McEldowney and William 
W. Smith—filed today a. statement of 
claim in the United States District Court 
here in which they seek to recover 
$108,657.38, with interest.from May 31, 
1921, which, it is alleged, was erron- 
evusly and unlawfully collected by C. G. 
Lewellyn, at that time Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for this district. 

It is asserted in the statement that the 
contested amount was collected from 
$434,629.52 insurance on the Hfe of Mr. 
Frick which was payable to beneficiaries 
other than the executors of the estate. 

The plaintiffs claim that the insurance 
policies were taken out by Mr. Frick on 
his own life and made payable to the 
respective individual beneficiaries, and 
were not part of the estate or property 
which Mr. Frick left at the time of his 
death, and were not Hable to the pay- 
ment of his, debts or distributable as 
part of his estate. It is set forth that 
the beneficiaries have received the pro- 


ceeds of the policies because of their 
ownership thereof and not by virtue of 
any succession, inheritance or transfer 
laws of Pennsylvania. 

It is claimed that under the revenue 
act of 1918 the collection of such a tax 
is taking a plaintiff's property without 
due process of law, in violation of the 
Fifth Amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States,

Market Operator Becomes Asso- 
ciated With Affairs of the- 
Mammoth Oil Co. 


Jesse‘L. Livermore has become asso- 
ciated with the affairs of the Mammoth 
Oil Compahy and will make a public 
offering of the stock to the public to- 
morrow. The original lease for the 
development of the Teapot Dome Oil 
property in Wyoming was turned over 
on April 7, 1922, by the Government to 
the Mammoth Oil Company for develop- 
ment on a percentage basis, This marks 
the first time that Mr. Livermore has 
been associated with a new stock of- 
fering. 

The lease which the Government made 
provided that the- Southern ‘portion of 
the Government’s Naval Oil Reserve in 
the Teapot Dome territory of Wyoming 
—consisting of 9,321 acres—shall be de- 
veloped and operated by the Mammoth 
Oil Company.. Drilling work has bee 
started on the property. and nine wells 
have been struck, according to-announce- 
ments by the company.

The Operating Dial. 


When the new apparatus is in service | 


Pennsylvania subscribers will use a tele- 
rong instrument which has a three- 
inch movable dial mounted on the base. 
Around the edge of the dial are ten 
finger holes, in which are numbers from 


one to nine, and letters of the alphabet, | 


and in the tenth hole zero and the word 
‘* operator.”’ 


To make a local call the first three 
letters of the exchange wanted are dialed 
and then the four figures of the num- 
ber. When the recelver is removed 
from the hook a tow humming sound, 
equivalent of the operator’s ‘‘ number, 
please,’’ will be heard. Then the user 
will place a finger in the hole where 
the first letter shows, and turn the dial 
until a stop prevents further rotation. 
Then the other two letters and each fig- 
ure of the number will be manipulated 
in the same way. 

If the call line is busy the operator 
will send back a busy signal. 
it will ring the number wanted, and the 
ringing signal will be heard. When the 
receiver is placed upon the hook the ap- 
paratus automatically disconnects and is 
ready to receive a new call. For long 
distance calls information or some other 
special call. code numbers have been 
arranged. For toll calls the dial users 
will indicate ‘‘ opgrator.’’ For, although 
the instrument almost human in its 
working, 
check time. 


Engineers Busy Two Years. 


Engineers have been two years build- 
ing the intricate machines in the Penn- 
sylvania Terminal, testing them, solving 
new problems that came up every day, 
and making apparatus as nearly fool- 


proof as possible. There are 109 cen- 
tral offices, with 4,500,000 daily tele- 
phone calls, and the task is a huge one. 
For not only has the Pennsylvania of- 
| fice to be constructed, but in every 
other office in the city special apparatus 
has been built to receive the dial c 
and switch them to the manual boards. 
The task of wiring the Pennsylvania 
central office was in itself staggering, 
for more than 7,000,000 soldered connec- 
tions had to be made-by hand, 

The Pennsylvania automatic switch- 
board rooms are places of fascination 
and mystery to the novice, where lights 
shift and flash in red and green, where 
delicate bits of mechanism move, pick- 
jing out connections with such precision 
and flexibility that it seems as if they 
could almgst_ think. The apparatus 
necessary to establish a connection be- 
tween two machine switching telephones 
jmay be divided into six classifications. 


| Steps in the Connection. 


| The first is the Hine switch, which 
connects the subscriber's telephone with 
the central office apparatus; the second 
is the sender, which does the work of 
the manual operator; the third is the 


district selector, which helps to find a 
trunk line to the desired central office; 
the fourth is the office selector, which 
picks out an idle trunk line to that 
office; the fifth is the incoming selector 
in the distant officé where the lines in 
that office are divided into groups of 
500, and the sixth plece of apparatus is 
the final selector, where the lines are 
subdivided into ——_ of 100, where the 
last connection is made with ease and 
| dispatch. 

Each Pennsylvania subscriber’s line is 
permanently connected to a line switch 
which, when the receiver is removed 
from the hook, resolves untill it finds an 
idle line tothe first piece of mechanism, 
| known as the “ district selector frame.”’ 
This little rotator jumps on an idle wire 
the moment it reaches it, and as it has 
twenty wires to choose from there is 
{almost no need for a subscriber to ever 
wait more than a few seconds. 

The calling line is permanently gcon- 
nected to what is known as a sender 
selector, which in turn picks out an idle 
sender. In calling ‘* Pennsylvania 
1750’ the letters ‘‘P EH N”’ are dialed, 
followed by the numerals 1750. When 
the dialing is conipleted the sender, gov- 
erned by the impulses recorded when 
“P EN” was dialed, trips a switch 
which carried the connection to that par- 
ticular section on the “ district selector 
frame ’’ on which the ‘’°P EN” trunks 
are located, where an idie trunk line to 
the incoming selector frame in the Penn- 
sylvania office is picked out. 

The impulses resulting from dialing 
the Mligits 1-7 cause another piece of ap- 
paratus on the incoming selector frame 
to locate that particular bank of termi- 
nals in’ which are the ‘1700’ lines. 
Then the. electrical fmputses resulting 
ftom dial 5-0 carry the connéction to the 
final selector frame where another plece 
of apparatus effects the last step and 
completes the connection. The bell be- 
gins ringing automatically or the busy 
signal is returned. e 

When a subscriber dials a call to a 
telephone served by a central office 
other than Pennsylvania, a signal lamp 
lights in front of an operator at the 
switchboard in that other office. By 
depressing a key. the number which has 
been dialed is displayed before the oper- 
ator in the manner of a-carriage call 
indicator. he then completes the con- 
nection- by. plugin in a cord on the 
subscriber’s line just as though the num- 
ber had come to her verbally,

Dry Spell Near Record. 


| There has been only 
|longed dry spell than the present, ac- 


| cording to the New York City records. | 
| That occurred in the year 1884, when | 


{there were fifty-one consecutive days 
|in September and October during which | 
the total rainfall was less than one-| 
|hundredth part of an inch. Another | 


| record year was 1872, when for twenty- 
ifour consecutive days in February and 
| March there was no precipitation. 

Considerable rain in August and early 
{in° September this year has so far pre-| 
serious damage from_ the 
drought. Some of the worst suffering 
has occurred in mountain towns in 
Pennsylvania, where the reservoirs sup- 
plying drinking water have gone nearly 
dry. At Johnstown, for example, the 
Mayor urged the dyer 8 to take to} 
beer. In many other parts of Pennsyl- 
vania and in some up-State sections of 
New York, it is asserted, real beer has! 
almost entirely supplanted drinking} 
water. j 

While evidences that the dry spell was | 
breaking up and that a good deal of | 
rain was in sight have been reported 
from Washington, the late vegetable 
crops in New Jersey and other sections 
have “been severely threatened, while 
the drought has caused numerous forest 
fires. Thousands of square miles.of tim- 
ber land have been burned over in the 
United States and Canada. 

The greatest’ revolution in weather ex- 
perience so far this month occurred at 
Middletown, N. Y., where on Oct, 1 the 
thermometer reached 92 degrees in the| 
shade. Pastures were reported drying 
up, with consequent reduction in the 
milk supply. Such heat has never been 
known in this region at this time of year. 

Recent rainfall has relieved conditions 
in some parts of Northern New York 
and New England. In general, the 
drought came so late and after such 
comparatively plentiful rains that the 
damage to crops has been slight. 


Weather Here Capricious. 


Heat late in the Fall is nothing ex- 
traordinary in New York. A warm spell 
is likely to appear unexpectedly even | 
in the dead ’of Winter. Few parts of 
the world have a more capricious cli- 
mate. All records were shattered last | 


Nov. 17 when the temperature suddenly 
ran up to 73. Nature was fooled. | 
Leaves sprouted and streaks of green 
appeared in the tanned grass. 

The temperature has soared into the} 
seventies on three other November days. 
Thees sudden freaks of temperature are 
attributed to the fact that the city ‘les 
on the weather path between the ot 
Southern States and the St. Lawvence 
River Valley, which is one of the great 
weather factories of the world. 

Conditions on the St. Lawrence are al- 
ways either drawing hot air northward 
over New York City_and through the 
flue created by the Hudson River Val- 
ley or hustling cold air down from the 
North across New York City, owing to 
opposite conditions in the South. 

Reports of oldest inhabitants, trappers 
and nature fakers on the kind of Winter 
we are going to have have not yet been 
received. November {is their day. 

All signs went wrong last Winter. Be- 
cause of the thick fur found on skunks, 
trappers of the Middletown section 
warned the world of the approach of 
terrific cold. Adirondack and Canadian 
guides alleged that squirrels and other 
small quadrupeds were storing up huger 
hoards than ever before. Migratory birds 
were said to be flying South at a swift- 
er pace than in former years. Fish- 
ermen reported the sagacious deep sea 
fish seeking lower oceanic levels to 
escape a Winter of unparalleled fierce- 
ness. In spite of these veteran fore- 
casters the Winter was generally mild.

vote. Under the terms of the election 
law a ‘“‘ new voter’? is a person who 
either through naturalization or by at- 
taining his majority has become eligible 
to vote in this State, ‘if so entitled.” 


Text of the Law. 


Here follows the full text of Section 
166 of the election law-which contains 
the provisions governing the literacy test 
and its application: , 

‘“‘1. There shall be.in the place of 
registration, where registration is re-. 
quired to be personal, one hundred ex- 
tracts from the Constitution of this 
State, of approximately fifty words each, 
which extracts sball be selected by the 
Secretary of State. Such extracts shall 
be printed in English on uniform paste- 
board slips in double small pica\type, 
and the slips shall be kept by. the in- 
spectors in a box so constructed as to 
conceal the slips from view. The new 
voter, if required to prove his ability to 
read and write English, shall draw out 
at random one of such slips and read 
aloud intelligibly all of the matter 
printed thereon and shall then write 
legibly in English ten words of the mat- 
ter on such slip, to be selected by the 
inspector. Each slip shall be returned 
to the box immediately after cach test, 
and the contents of the box shall be 
shaken up by an inspector before an- 
other drawing. “7

HOLDS. LITERACY TESTS. 


Director of Evening Schools Expe- 
dites Work. 


Morris E. Siegel, diréctor of evening 


schools, during the last week ha& been 


conducting ilteracy tests for first vot- 
ers. Although handicapped by the 
failure of the State to provide funds 
with which to pay notaries and work- 
ers needed to carry out the provisions 
of the law as to certificates, the tésts 
Were conducted efficiently and the re- 
aults in the opinion of Mr. Siegel were 
most gratifying. He praised the per- 
gonnel of the schools under his charge 
for the assistance they gave him. 

The procedure as witnessed at one of 
the public schools was as follows: The 
principal first read questions and an- 
swers instructing ‘the candidate just 
what he was to do with the examination 
Papers. Then he quizzed the men and 
Women on the points to make sure they 
understood. 

The examination papers handed th 
first voters contained ten elementa 
questions on civics and history, the an- 
awers of which could be found in three 
aimply worded paragraphs at the head 
of the papers. In order to pass the test 
the candidates had to give correct an- 
swers to at least seven of the questions. 
The Education Department, in conjunc- 
tion with the Attorney General's Office, 
has prepared six sets of examination pa- 
pers. This was adopted to prevent those 
who had taken a test from divulging the 
information to others who are to appear 
later. 

Mr. Siegel said that at one.school 800 
appeared the first night. Other schools 
throughout the city reported a 
widespread interest among voters in the 
tests. 


FINGERPRINT PLAN 
FINDS WIDE SUPPORT 


State Chamber of Commerce Idea 
May Be Presented in Bill 


to Congress. 


The plan of the New York State 
Ghamber of Commerce to fingerprint the 
Whole nation will have the active sup- 
port of the New York Police Depart- 


\ ment, and may be presented in a Dill at 


the coming session of Congress. Senator 
Calder now has in hand the bill for the | 
creation of a National Police Bureau, 
but it is doubtful whether an effort will 
be made to link the national fingerprint- 
img project with the naticnal police 
scheme, the census, or some other Fed- 
eral organization. 

Large classes of the population, out- 
aide of those _narged with crime, have 


; ‘already been fingerprinted, and the tra- 


dition that it is a disgrace to submit to 
fingerpriting for any reagon has gener- 
ally disappeared. “The most illustrious 
voluntary subject of the fingerprinters 
ig President Harding, who welcomed 
the police visitors from Europe at the 
International Police Conference here and 
went through the ceremony of recording 


the ‘‘filigreed arabesques*’ of his fin- 
gertips, as Bertillon described them. 

Post Office employes are now finger- 

nted in New York. Most bank em- 
loyes are fingerprinted. Some banks

@te depositors, as a substitute for the 
eignatures which they are not able to 
make. Babies are now béing finger- 
printed in the Lying-in Hospital because 

old colored-ribbon system of iden- 
ba new-born babies and marking 
them to prevent their being returned to 
the wrong mothers has been found to 
be highly inefficient. The babies are 
being ‘‘footprinted ’ at the New York 
rsery and Child's Hospital, where it 
s been found simpler to ink the foot 
of a new-born baby and impress it in 
_@ card than to disentangle a baby’s 
fist and print the fingers separately. 
The United States Navy has been 
fingerprinting for years all who belong 
to it and has one of the most compre- 
hensive libraries of the kind in exist- 
ence. The American Express Company 
and other big firms have introduced the 
aystem. 

An expert, in a letter to THE NEw YorE 
Times, estimated that the fingerprints 
of more than 5,000,000 persons are now 
on file with various agencies in this 
eountry. ‘The use of prints for police 
Gaek ip conatantly growing, the latest 
device being the development of a sys- 
characteristics which will make it 
e to wire descriptions of fifiger- 
prints by a simple letter-and-number 


code from one city to another. In this 


‘ Way the New York police, for instance, 


eould discover in a few hours whether 
@ suspect, with no record on file here, 
had ever been convicted in another city. 

While the idea of fingerprinting 110,- 
000,000 people and keeping the records at 
g#2ome central office seems simple at first, 
the difficulties would be great. The fin- 
gerprint systems are easy when the 
prints are few. The filing and other 
mechanical difficulties increase in geo- 
metrical proportion, however, as_ the 
mumber of prints go into the hundreds 
of thousands. It would take a big build- 
ing to howse the nation’s fingerprints 
and a huge staff to take care of them. 
The labor involved in comparing a new 
print with those on file and thus dis- 
covering the identity of the man in- 
creases with each additional set of 

ts ina -rcocage Other troubles might 
velop. There a mathematical pos- 
sibility that two men would have iden- 
tical sets of fingerprints. The prose- 
eutor now tells the jury that this is a 
hilosophical and theoretical possibility, 
But not a practical one.

orth as follows in a letter to THe New 
Yorx Times from a student of the sub- 
ject of fingerprints:

With 
everybody's fingerprints on file, it would 
be the easiest thing in the world for 
zome crooked Federal agent either to 
forge a millionaire’s prints to a check or 
to ‘hang something’ on somebody by 
Ebe simple process of photographing and 

eproducing his fingerprints. 

* Bignatures are not easily forged, for 
two reasons: First, because the natural 
easy flow of the ink cannot be dupli- 
cated by any impression and is not 
easily duplicated even by the expert 
forger; second, because no genuine sig- 
tmature is an exact copy of another gen- 
uine signature by the same hand. It 

\ bears a ‘family resemblance’ so simi- 
lar and natural as to prove genuine, 
but when the bank teller finds two sig- 
natures of the same person exactly 
alike he knows one is forged.

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BANKERS NOW READY 
10 GUIDE THE PUBLIC 


Convention Here Believed to 
Have Crystalized Their Views 
on National Questions.

ALLIED DEBTS AN 


Views of Reginald McKenna and 
T. W. Lamont Thought to Have 
Cleared Away Much Confusion. 


Leaving New York to the world’s se- 
ries fans, the thousands of bankers who 
attended the forty-eighth annual con- 
vention of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation at the Hotel Commodore last 
week were on their way back yesterday 
to their homes in all parts of the: coun- 
try. With them they carried the ques- 
tion that had been of principal impor- 
tance at the sessions of the convention— 
that of the allied debts and reparations, 
and what foreign policy the United 
States should pursue in the present state 
of the world—back home for continued 
discussion in their own communities, 

The greatest accomplishment of the 
convention, in the minds of bankers in- 
terested in world affairs, was to crys- 
tallize banking opinion throughout the 
country. “A feeling of vague confusion, 
due to lack of information, had been 
common among many bankers not in 
close touch with foreign affairs. The 
result was a great division of opinion 
among bankers, and an inability to an- 
swer the questions of their clients who 
were worried about the effect of Amer- 
ica’s isolation. policy upon trade. 

Now that the subject has been thor- 
oughly discussed on the floor of the con- 


vention by such men as Reginald Mc- 
Kenna, former Chancellor of the British 
Exchequer, and Thomas W. Lamont of 
the international banking house of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the bankers are able to 
take back home a fund of information 
they had not had hefore. They heard 
Mr. McKenna answer the. questions of 
what the debtor nations could pay and 
what would be the effect upon world 
trade and American prosperity if pay- 
ment in full*from all of them were en- 
forced. The bankers who. heard Mr. 
McKenna’s speech applauded him long 
and vigorously, and it was easy to see 
that they were deeply impressed by his 
opinions. 
McKenna’s Views. 


Mr. McKenna, who is now Chairman 
of the London Joint City and Midland 
Bank, Ltd., of London, told the dele- 
gates that England was the only one of 
the debtor nations that could pay her 
debt to the United States, but that she 
would ‘‘honor her bond in _  full.”’ 
France, which was best off financially | 


of the allied nations after England, | 
would not be able to meet her obliga- | 
tions in full, because of the worthless- 
ness of her investments in Russia and 
other war-wracked countries. It -was 
hopeless to expect much from the other 
allies. He was sure that,Germany could 
not make any very large payments in 
reparations, as her foreign. investments 
were not large enough to meet the 
claims upon her. 

Any attempt to enforce payment of 
the debts beyond the ability of the 
debtor nations to pay, Mr. McKenna 
pointed out, would be fraught with most 
serious consequences to the United 
States, as well as to the rest of the 
world. In such an event, he predicted 
damage to the pot he trade of the whole 
world, reduced profits, lower wages, un- 
employment, lower standards of living. 
The United States and England, as the 
creditor countries of the rest of the 
world, he said, would enjoy greater ad- 
vantages from the trade that would 
follow a co-operative attitude toward 
their debtors than from trying to col- 
lect the debts in full. 

To meet the demand for constructive 
recommendations Mr. McKenna advo- 
eates a ‘‘ full and frank conference ’’ be- 
tween debtor and creditor nations in 
order to discover the exact amount that 
could be paid by the nations unable to 
meet their debt in full. He also urged 
the American bankers to use their in- 
fluence in favor of a definite postpone- 
ment of payment, which he said would 
be to the interest of all parties. Mr. 
McKenna also suggested that the pres- 
sure of the reparations payménts be 
lifted from Germany so that the mark 
could be stabliized. With that done, he 
thought, the foreign assets held by Ger- 
Tan nationals could be. converted into 
a sum of perhaps a Dillion dollars as 
a reparation payment. He suggested a 
moratorium of three years to follow 
this. After such a period, he believed, 
it would be possible to collect further 
reparations up to the amount of Ger- 
many'’s annual exportable surplus. 


Isolation Criticised. 


In an interview with newspaper men 
Mr. McKenna said that America would 
soon discover, as England had' fin the 
past, that-a policy of ‘‘ splendid isola- 
tion’ would not work. He said that 
America should ‘‘ take an oar in the 
boat,”’ and would have to do so event- 
ually in order to protect her own inter- 


ests in foreign trade. 

Regarding the conference to meet in 
this country this month to discuss the 
funding of the allied debt, Mr, Mc- 
Kenna, said that prospects for :lefinite 
action would be better if the American 
Commissioners had more power than 
had been granted to Congress. He 
pointed out that the English Commis- 
sioners had plenary powers. Once the 
funding of the debt is settled, Mr. Mc- 
Kenna said, England will pay the inter- 
est and sinking fund on her debt in gold. 

Mr. McKenna said that he considered 
an American loan to Germany neces- 
sary, but that this would have to wait 
until conditions were right. First must 
come a moratorium longs enough to per- 
mit the stabilization of the mark and 
the turning over of Germany's foreign 
assets to the Reparation Commission. 

Mr. Lamont, in his address to the 
convention, said he was convinved that 
the debt problem must be solved before 
Europe could be_stabilized; that the 
question of what Germany could p as 
reparations had become of secondary 
importance to that of what the Allies 
could pay to the United States. He 
urged the bankers to think deeply and 
soundly on whether America really was 
entitled to all of the $11,000,000,000 
owed to her by the Allies, and inti- 
mated his belief that we should forgive 
that half of the debt which was incurred 
betwe the time we entered the war 
and the time our soldiers reached the 
trenches in force. He urged the bank- 
ers to reach some definite conclusion on 
whet ought to be done, and to do their 
part in forming an intelligent public 
opinion on the foreign question. 


Expected Rational Solution. 


Myron TT. Herrick. Ambassador to 
France, stopping in New York on his 
way to Paris, told the convention that 
he was confident America would.come 
to a rational solution of the problem, 
and would put forward a program with- 
in a year that would lead to the ‘re- 
habilitation of Europe. 

Thomas B. McAdams, retiring Presi- 
dent of the A. B. A. and Vice President 
of the “Merchants National Bank of 
Richmond, Va., raised his voice against 
the isolation policy, but. said we must 
lay down the conditions on which we 
agree to help Europe.

foreign question was expressed by the 
adoption of a report of te Resolutions 
Committee. The convention -held that 
the time had come for the Government 
of the United States “to formulate the 
principles on which it wfll be able to co- 
operate -with other nations to bring 
about the needed rehabilitation of Euro-

tion. I was gratified beyond expression | 
at your declaration that you would seek | 
to inject the human spirit of friendship | 
and soften the lot of the thousands that 
come to our shores. 


‘“*T cannot in terms too strong or in| 
language too emphatic direct your at- | 
tenton to the inhumanity of deporting | 
poor girls who, because of the lack of! 
educational \factlities abroad, due to re- 
ligious persecution and oppression, are 
unable to meet with the literacy re- 
quirements at Ellis Island. Each ship- 
load arriving at our gateway brings | 
these victims. The literacy law pro-! 
vided that those who were sub-! 
jects of religious persecution, which | 
operated against their education, would | 
be admitted. There are innumerable | 
such immigrants whose appeals appar- | 
ently in this direction are being abso- 
lutely ignored or disregarded. j 

“It is needless to dwell upon the! 
indescribable sufferings of immigrants. | 
You were an immigrant boy yourself. | 
You passed through Castle Garden. You! 
are, {ndeed, mindful of the distressing | 
conditions. In the name of God, can’t} 
we do something to lessen the hardships 
wrought by vigorous laws upon these 
poor and friendless souls clamoring for 
a home in the United States?

$250,000 GIVEN CHINA — 
FOR MEDICAL SCHOOLS.

Rockefeller Foundation Aids Two| 
Colleges—Finds Science Is 
Making Strides. 


The Chinese are themselves beginning 
to assume responsible leadership in the | 
teaching of modern science and its ap- 
plication to medical education and prob- | 
lems of public health, according to a 
statement of the Rockefeller Foundation | 
made public yesterday. . 

The most recent Rockefeller gifts in| 
China have been $125,000 each to the | 
Southeastern University at Nanking and | 
the Nankai College at Tientsin for | 
science buildings and equipments. These | 
gifts are intended for use in giving pre- | 
liminary scientific educations to Chinese 
students. The appropriations of the 
Rockefeller Foundation have hitherto 


been atrictly for the medical education 
of those who had already recelved pre- 
medical instruction. While the Chinese 
are beginning to attack for themselves 
the problem of bed ss ie students in 
medicine, modern methods and knowl- 
edge in curing the sick and sanitation 
only exist today in a few centres, ac- 
cording to the report, which continues: 
‘“‘In practically all countries it is 
recognized that even those _ hospitals 
which are not connected with medical 
schools have important educational 
functions to perform. This is particu- 
lArly true of the hospitals in China. 
Besides training interns and nurses they 
provide opportunities for the continued 
employment of young doctors who need 
the facilities of the hospital and the 
friendly guidance of more experienced 
men if they are to continue their pro- 
fessional growth, Local medical asso- 
eciations in “China have been little de- 
veloped; there are no medical libraries 
except in the schools; and outside of a 
few large cities there is no systematic 
rovision for stimulating professional 
ntercourse between weg physi- 
cians. Association with a good hospital 
can do much to compensate for these 
disadvantages, and thus conserve for 
future usefulness the men turned out by 


the schools.”’

managers, an official of the exchange 
said yesterday. 

The exchange in August placed several 
men in sales positions at average 
salaries of $231 a week. which lifted the 
average salary for such a job to $120, 
Plus a week, or more than $6,340 a year. 

Salesmen have been offered an average 
of $100 a week wee the last Summer. 
| An examination of figures supplied by 
| the exchange shows that, outside the 
| selling field, job hunting is best in the 
line of expert accountancy. A good for- 
eign exchange clerk can earn $55 a 
week, but expert accountants receive as 
much as $80 a week. For credit man- 
agers there is a constant demand at 
salaries pp, sg $50 a week. 

In stenography and typing, young wo- 
men seem to command higher averages 
than do men. But salaries in that pro- 
fession vary so much, as do duties, that

a stenographer’s salary depends largely 
on work to be performed and educa- 


tional and other qualifications, 

A comparison .of. average. saleries of 
persons placed by the exchange during 
five months ended. Oct..31, 1921, with 
those of rsons placed on pay rolls in 
August. does not indicate any. radical 
change in the emolument scale of of- 
fice help. For example, office boy posi- 
tions paying $18 a week were found ‘in 
August, bringing the month’s average 
cost: for the wr of an office boy 
up to $12 a week. or the five months 
cited the average was $11.75 a week. On 
the other Wand, the average weekly pay 
of cost clerks dropped from $28.50 for 
the five months to $23 in August. 

That new occasions teach new duties 
is nowhere better illustrated than in the 
list of positions filled recently. Strange 
indeed would their titles sound to the 
proprietor of an “‘ office help supplied ’’ 
establishment of the late Victorian era. 
He would wonder what the following 
nomenclature was all about: Addresso- 
graph operator, bookkeeping machine 
operator, dictaphone operator, Elliott- 
Fisher operator, multigraph -operator, 
switchboard operator, comptometer op- 
erator, ediphone operator, graphotype 
operator, block clerk, calculating ma- 
chine operator, rack clerk, inserter, key 
punch, operator and Moon-Hopkins op- 
erator, 

‘What is being done for women and 
girls? Here, as’ with the men, the 
positions demanding special mathemati- 
cal ability cre most desirable from an 





income-producing point of view, while 
w@k requiring only physical endurance 
stands low on the pay roll. 

Figures that lead to the belief that 
A. B.’s and Ph. D.'s are not in demand 
for subordinate positions except ‘to 
learn the business’’ are given by the 
exchange. In competition with a high 
school or commercial college graduate, 
the person with honors from an insti- 
tution of higher learning, except a tech- 
nical school, has little show for a salary 
**to start.”’ 

Education, however, is worth while, 
say the officials of the exchange, . be- 
cause the college man taking a clerical 
position with small pay, with due allow- 
ance for mentality, is bound to outstrip 
in any .line—salesmanship, for instance 
—the man who has n€@ver crossed a 
campus as a student. 





TO TEACH HISTORY 
- BY AID OF MUSEUMS 


Lectuges on Arts and Cultures to 
be Given in the Various 
Galleries. 


A departure from the usual classroom 
method of teaching history will be 


adopted by the Extramural Division of | 


New York University in the series of 
lectures on American arts and cultures 
to be given in the city museums by 
Louis Weinberg. Brief classroom talks 
will precede the sessions in the gal- 
leries and in some instances the cura- 
tors of the museums have arranged 
special exhibits which bear on the topic 
of the session. 

“Few persons realize,’’ said Mr. 
Weinberg, ‘‘ how plainly the story of 
American art and history is written in 
the museums. Most of.them take trips 
to museums like a dose of medicine or 
as a necessary pilgrimage which should 
be made once or twice a year. They 
look at the many collections and think 
}of them as interesting but only as be- 
ing far removed from them. Whereas 
even the most obscure thing has a 
bearing on our present-day life and cus- 
toms. ; 

‘Household implements, furniture, 
textiles, war weapons, coins and paint- 
ings, marbies, bronzes, old processes and 
new inventions all have a story which 
comes much closer to us than the his- 
tory of States as revealed in statute 
books. View{ng the past from these 
records correlates the present to a bet- 
ter advantage and fixes it more firmly 
in our minds.’ 

The course will consist of fifteen two- 
hour periods, to be conducted on Satur- 
day mornings from 10 to 12%, beginning 
Oct. 24 at the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. Other museums which have of- 
fered their co-operation are the Museum 
lof Natural History, Geographical Mu- 
|geum, Museum of the Hispanic Society, 
Museum of Numismatic Society and the 
Museum of the New York Historical 
Society.

the New Jersey Department of Agricul- 
ture for a similar guarantee on day-old 
chicks.

Owners of custom-hatching plants say 
that if their business is to continue to 
flourish, the public must be protected 
against fakers who advertise and sell 
as pure-bred stock chicks of mongrel 
parentage. They have suggested that 
the State Department issue, for the safe- 
guarding of buyers, a certified list of 
custom hatching plants. It would be

KINDERGARTENS GAIN 
37,811 IN TWO YEARS 


California Leads in the Increase, 
With New Jersey 
Second. 


Nina C. Vandewalker of the United 
Btates Bureau of Education, says in the 
Journal of Education that kindergartens 
have made rapid strides in this country 
during the past few years. Thirty-two 
Btates have reported an aggregate gain 
ef 87,811 children from four to six 


rears of age from 1918 to 1920. This 
es raised the percentage of kinder- 
arten attendance for the country_at 
arge from 10% to 11 per cent. The 
States that have made the greatest nu- 
merical gain, she says, are California, 

ew Jersey, Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa, 

sachusetts and Illinois, in the order 
named. In California the increase is 
more than 7,000; in New Jersey more 
than 4,000, in Michigan, Minnesota and 
Iowa more than 3,500, and in Massa- 
ehusetts and Illinois more than 2,500, 
she writes. 

*““Some of the States in which the 
movement is relatively new have made 
excellent proportional gains. In Mon- 
tana the gain is 62 per cent., and in 
Arizona 70 per cent. One of the sig- 
nificant aspects of the increase is the 
number of kindergartens in the com- 
munities classed as rural, those having 
a population of less than 2,600. The 
number of such communities that have 
opened kindergartens for the first time 
has increased from 492 to 681 in the 
years in question. This points to the 
erganization of kindergartens in the 
consolidated rural schools as the next 
forward step. 

‘“This accelerated progress is due to 
geveral causes. The fact that all but 
four States have now enacted laws per- 
mitting the establishment of kindergar- 
tens is one of these. Such laws have 
been necessary because the school age 


_ had been fixed in most States before the 


kindergarten became known and but few 
allowed the use of school funds for the 
education of children in the pre-school 

. The laws passed are of two 
types, permissive and mandatory. The 
support of the kindergartens established 
may come from a local tax levy or from 
the general school funds, according to 
the law’s provisions in either case, 

"If a law is permissive only and the 
support must come from a local tax, the 
increase in the number of kindergartens 
established is likely to be slow. If the 
aupport comes from the general school 
fund, the increase will be more rapid. 
The fact that the laws of New York, 
New Jersey, Michigan, Iowa and some 
of the others are of this type is doubt- 

‘ less one reason why the kindergarten 
‘+ has made such marked progress in these 
States. 

‘The mandatory-on-petition law is a 
new type of kindergarten law that has 
been evolved in recent years. It gives 
the parents of young children a voice 
in the matter of kindergarten establish- 
ment. Such a law was enacted in Cal- 
ifornia in 1914, and because the parents 
were sllowed a voice 119 kindergartens 
were opened in the State during the 
year following its enactment, in spite 
of the fact that it required a local tax 
levy. 'The number of kindergartens has 
eontinued to increase under the opera- 
tion of the law, and as a result Cali- 
fornia now has the largest percentage 
ef children enrolled in kindergartens of 
any State in the country. 

“"The successful operation of this law 
has led to the passage of a similar law 
fin several other States—Arizona, Maine, 
Texas, Kansas and Wisconsin. New laws 
that have some of the features of the 
California law have been passed in sev- 
eral other States also. The number of 
kindergartens has been increased in all 
of those, but no exact data can be 

ven, because of the shortness of time 
n which the law hase been in operation. 
The promising results thus far attained 
have stimulated the friends of the 
endergarten in other States to work 
for better laws in their own States 
so."°

TO KEEP OPEN HOUSE 


Pablic Invited to See Methods 
Used in Teaching Victims 
to Earn Livelihood. 


Open house in the public schools this 
week will likewise be observed at the 
Crippled East Side Children’s Free 
School at 157 Henry Street, which re- 
ceives its instructors from the Board of 
Education. An invitation issued yes- 
terday by the Federation of Jewish 
Philanthropies. which maintains the 
school, calls attention to the fact that 


but few people take advantage of the 
opportunities to see the good that is 
done with the money they contribute to 
charity. 

‘* We want to show our critics that the 
Board of Education and a sectarian in- 
stitution, co-operating together, can 
operate a school smoothly,’’ said Miss 
Sarah Landman, who {s in charge of the 
school. ‘‘ Then, too, I thing every one 
should become acquainted with the 
newer aspects of charity which are pre- 
ventive. It was not many /years ago 
that we let all cripples go through 
childhood as best they could, confident 
that when they reached maturity they 
could find a living begging on the 
streets, with a box of pencils in front 
of them to ease their conscience and 
save them from arrest. I think the 
recent discovering of the incomes of 
some of these people is enough to con- 
demn the system. We were content to 
let it drift along creating parasites until 
we found that they were getting their 
money from ersons whe probably 
needed it more than the beggars. Then 
the begging crowd as a whole was 
hounded, with the result that many 
persons who did not make more than 
a bare living were put in a position 
where starvation seemed imminent. 

si t we are doing is to prevent a 
recurrence of such a situation by equip- 
ping each cripple who comes under our 
care with the means of earning a living 
in the industrial world. We take them 
when they are young and give them in- 
struction in the utilization of the natural 
resources they have left after illness has 
devastated them. By the time they are 
matured they are able to stand alone 
without charitable help from any one. 

‘““I wish every one in the city would 
come down to Henry Street to look over 
the workroom where the women are 
sewing on garments. Here are women 
who would be absolute burdens on their 
families or on the public had it not been 
for the establishment of this school. It 
is @ wonderful work and one which 
every person should know about.”’

New Postage Issue Will Include 
Portraits of Hayes and 
Cleveland. 


SERIES HAS 21 VALUES

Range From Penny Varlety to $5— 
Complete Set Is Worth 
$10.32. 


With the announcement a week ago 
that the United States had prepared a 
new set of postage stamps, of which two 
values will be placed on sale this month, 
interest'in the cheap new Europe issues, 
which have been appearing almost at 
weekly intervals for the past three 
years, has fallen off. Every collector, 


from the youngest school boy to those 
Senators of the United States who rank 
high in philatelic circles, will be eager 
to get copies from the earliest sheets 
put on sale for, as frequently happens, 
minor changes in color, design or per~- 
forations might be made in the near 
future and, in that case, the first im- 
peneons would immediately be en- 
anced in value. 

The collecting of United States stamps, 
beginning with the first Government 
issue in 1847, has been ursued 80 
keenly here and abroad that the bring- 
ing out of a new set is an event of more 
than ordinary interest. Thousands of 
the new stamps will be. quickly pur- 
chased, never to be used, and conserva- 
tive estimates by dealers last week in- 
dicated that the Post Office Depart- 
ment will profit financially by several 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in the 
sale of stamps which will never be re- 
deemed or ever used for postage. 

The new set will be the largest in 
number ever issued in this country for 
letter postage. The series will contain 
21 stamps, ranging in value from 1 
cent to $5, and the face value of the 
complete set will be $10.32. Of the 
ten Presidents whose portraits will ap- 
pear on different denominations, three 
will be seen on United States stamps 
for the first time, Roosevelt on the 5 
cent stamp, Hayes on the 11 cent va- 
riety and Cleveland on the 12 cent 
value, 


On Sale on Roosevelt’s Anniversary. 


The 5 and 11 cent stamps are announced 
for sale this month, Oct. 27 being the 
first day when the Roosevelt stamps 
may be purchased, that being the anni- 
versary of his berth. The portrait stamps 
will end with the 12 cent Cleveland 
stamps. The nine higher values, begin- 
ning with 14 cents, will contain various

Martha Washington's Portrait. 


Martha Washington is the only note- 
worthy woman of our national history 


whose portrait has ever appeared on a 
stamp. Her face graced the very 
artistic 1902 issue on the 8-cent value, 
but she disappeared from sight so far as 
letter postage is concerned in 1908 when 
the two portrait designs of Franklin 
and Washington were adopted. No other 
portraits have been used on any of our 
al- 
though the designs are neat, their same- 


j} ness has made the United States series 


somewhat monotonous. Portraits of 
Lincoln and Seward were placed on the 
commemorative issues of 1909, but they 
were only in use for a comparatively 
short time, the former being on the 2- 
cent stamp issued in the centennial year 
of his birth and Seward on the 2-cent 
stamp commemorative of the Alaska- 
Yukon Exhibition. 

Uniform rates of postage were first 
provided for the United States Govern- 


| ment in 1945, but it was two years later 


before the first official stamp issue was 
made. In the intervening years about a 
dozen Postmasters in as many cities and 
towns issued stamps on their own ac- 
count, and most of these are now ex- 
tremely rare. 
manufacturer of Utica, paid, at the Fer- 
rari sale early in the year, abou: $12,000 
for the only known copy of the Bos- 
cawen (N. H.) Postmaster stamp. 

The first Government issue contained 
only two_values; 5 cents, with the por- 
tralt of Franklin, and 10 cents, with the 
head of Washington. While not rare 
they have been advancing rapidly in 
value, the 5 cent being worth from $5 
to $10 and the 10 cent from $25 to $40. 
In 1851 the next issue appeared, being 
extended through 1856 to eight values, 
from 1 to 90 cents. Jefferson's portrait 
was placed on the 5B-cent value, while 
the others were divided between Frank- 
lin and Washington.

UPHELD, SAYS CRITIC 


Correspondent of Vice Society 
Suggests Magistrate May 
Have Been Misled. 


RECALLS OLD ENGLISH BOOK| 


Oberwager in Reply Stands By His| 
y Decision Holding Petronius 


a Classic. 


Magistrate Charles A. Oberwager was 


his decision in favor of the print- 
** Satyricon ’’ of Petronius 
Arbiter, according to a communication 


to the Society for the Suppression of 





Vice, which is still seeking to bring 
f2bout the suppression of the ‘ Satyri- 
con’’ and the punishment of the pub- 
lishers. 

In affirming that the ‘‘ Satyricon ’’ had 
had a considerable influence on English 
‘literature, Magistrate Oberwager was 
really describing the ‘‘ Satyricon,’’ a 
Latin work by John Barclay, an Eng- 
lishman, which was published’ in 1604 
and which satirized the Court of Eliza- 
beth and contemporary European capi- 
tals, according to Morney Williams, the 
lawyer. 

Magistrate Oberwager asserted yester- 
day that he had not been confused tin 
this matter, but that he replied on a 
weight of authorities which seemed to 
show that the work of Petronius had 
etrongly colored the early English novel 
end exercised an influence still on the 
modern stage. The opinions of English 
and classical scholars will probably be 
sought on the, point. 

Upheld as Classical. 

Admitting the obscenity of ‘ Saty- 
ricon,’’ the Magistrate upheld the pub- 
lication of it on the ground that it was 
classical and incidentally because of its 
supposed effect on English authors. 

‘“*It must be admitted,’’ he wrote in 
bis decision, ‘‘ that the ‘ Satyricon’ is a 
part of the body of classical literature. 
Its value has been recognized both from 
the historical and literary viewpoint. It 
has been assigned the place of prototype 
of picaresque literature, and critics have 
avowed its influence upon such great 
writers as Sterne, Fielding, Smollett and 
Rabelais.”’ 

It was Barclay’s book, however, it is 
e@lleged, that affected Sterne, Fielding 
and Smoliett, at least. Whether Rabe- 


lais drew inspiration from Petronius is a 
problem of literary history. Only a few 


“fragments of Petronius were known by 


&cholars before 1650, and the translation 
now in controversy is only a fraction of 
his work. Mr. Williams, who is a mem- 
ber of the Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, loaned the Society a small copy 
of the Barclay book, belonging to an 
edition which was printed in Amsterdam 
in 1627. In a note to John S. Sumner, 
Secretary of the Society, he said: 

‘“There is evidently a good deal of 
misunderstanding as to the book which 
Boni & Liveright have published under 
the title of ‘Satyricon.’ As far as I 
have been able to find, the fragments 
which are left, attributed to Petronius, 
are never known as the ‘ Satyricon,’ but 
@re universally referred to as_ the 
“*Satyrs of Petronius Arbiter.’ The 
standard work on the subject is by two 
German scholars, who sustain all your 
charges, saying that the fragments are 
* steeped in obscenity.’ 


Sees Attempt to Confuse Issue. 


“On the other hand, I think the pub- 
lishers have been trying to confuse the 
issue by confounding the title ‘ Satyri- 
con’ with the ‘ Satyricon’ of John Bar- 
clay, who published a work of that title 
ebout 1604. This work, which is not at 
“ail in the same character as that of 
“Petronius, is a satire, bringing in a 
mumber of personages of that day, as 
Queen Elizabeth, Henry of Navarre, the 
Duke of Alva and Maurice of Nassau. 

“It is one of the earliest of modern 
novels. Cowper was fond of the book. 
~Cardinal Richelieu used it. Probably 
the effort has been made to confound 
the mind of the Court between these two 
“books, which have no relation to one an- 
other.’ 

Mr. Williams added that there was 
no doubt about the obscenity of -the 
work of Petronius, and that the society 
could only take one attitude toward it. 
The Magistrate was influenced, accord- 
ing to his opinion, by the claim of the 
publishers that the edition was limited 
and care taken to keep it in the hands 
of mature and sophisticated people. This 
contention is denied by Mr. Sumner, 
who, in seeking a further prosecution 
of the book, has produced a circular of 
the publishers offering a 40 per cent. 
discount to dealers who will buy the 
“Satyricon ’’ in lots of fifty. 


Magistrate Replies. 


When the theory that the two books 
got mixed up was placed before Magis- 
trate Oberwager he said: 

‘“‘Over against that is a large body 
of authorities who credit Petronius 
with a great effect on literature. Doubt 
attaches to all fragments of works that 
survive from antiquity, but it is gen- 
erally held today that Petronius wrote 
this book. 

“As to the theory that the English 
writers were influencéd by another 
*‘ Satyricon’ written by an Englishman, 
that is news to me. That contradicts 
one of the authorities I relied on, a lit- 
erary editor of many years standing, 
at present connected with Boni & Live- 
right. He and others hold that it was 
the work of Petronius which tnfluenced 
the early English novel writers. 

‘The chief passage in the work is 
the conversation of three tramps, you 
might call them. They tell their ex- 
perience, and this manner of handling 
a narrative has been imitated by many 
modern authors. You can trace the 
seme situation from some of our modern 
comic operas back to Petronius. John 
Barclay very likely drew from Pe- 
tronius, so that, if he did affect Eng- 
lish literature, he did so by himself, 
following in the footsteps of Petronius.’’ 


ITALIAN GIRL LOCATES OIL. 


She Is Also Credited With Ability to 
Find Water and Pyrites. 


ROME, Sept. 16.—Augusta Del Pio 
Luogo, a beautiful young girl of Ven- 
ice, is looking forward to a period_of 
profitable and pleasant employment. 
Italy is particularly interested just now 
in two things, the location of petroleum, 
for all the world wants oil, and the 


finding of water, for the drought of 
the last two Sunimers is said to be but 
fhe beginning of a long dry spell. To 
Augusta Del Pio Luogo is ascribed the 
ability to locate the deposit, within the 
earth, of both oil and water, and her 
Buccesses have been so remarkable that 
her services are being sought by com- 
panies interested in oil production and 
irrigation. 

Augusta first noticed her ability when 
e child. When walking in the country 
she would notice little shocks passing 
from her feet to her head, causing her 
distinct pain. In 1909 she met a famous 
water diviner, Chiabrera, and found 
that his divining rod acted as well for 
leer as it did for him. A year later she 
‘went to. Argentina and, making use of 
her powers, indicated a number of 
places where water would be found, 
gometimes at a depth of 600 feet. In 
each case water was found, but in some 
instances it turned out to be salt. 

Back in Italy after the war, Augusta, 
in the presence of two engineers, has 
located not only water but petroleum 
and deposits of pyrites. She no longer 
uses the divining rod, but a chronom- 
eter. It is said that thus equipped 
ghe can teli with remarkable accuracy 
the depth at which the water will be

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PLAY JURY SEEKS 
PANEL OF CRITICS 


Bat Current Shows Are So Clean 


That Theatre Censors Have 
Nothing to Do. 


More than 300 invitations are being 
sent out by Eric Schuler of the play-jury 
organization asking prominent men and 
women of New York City to become 
members of the panel from which juries 


will be selected to try the moral angen Ki 
j acter of new theatrical productions in| 


this city. 

The names of twelve of those who ac- 
cept the invitation will be drawn by lot 
to serve on the first jury before which 
a Play will appear as defendant. Ac- 
ceptances are expected during the week. 
The machinery of voluntary consorship 
will then be ready to operate. 

No show which has opened in New 


| York this Summer or Fall has yet been 
j the subject of formal complaint to the 


Society for the Suppression of Vice or 
any of the agencies which have started 
prosecutions in the past. At this time 
last year ‘‘ The Demi-Virgin '"’ and three 
other Plays had been attacked in com- 
plaints to the police or Chief Magistrate 
McAdoo. Those active in the play-jury 
movement lay the apparent high moral 
character of the theatre this year partly 
to the efforts of Augustus Thomas to 


induce producers to eliminate question- 
able scenes and partly to the threat of 
trial by a jury, whose verdict has re- 
ceived the promise of acquiescence from 
producers, playwrights and actors. 
Censorship a Deterrent. 

‘The very fact that a voluntary cen- 
sorship has been adopted seems to have 
had its effect as a deterrent,’’ said Owen 
Davis, playwright and originator of the 
jury plan. ‘‘ From all that I hear the 
plays this season have not included any 
of the types that caused wide complaint 
last year. This is a good thing for the 
theatrical business. 

‘The production of a few questionable 
plays has a bad effect on the whole 
theatre and directly affects the pocket- 
books of playwrights and producers who 
deal in clean drama. Thousands of 
Playgoers have been shocked by some | 
of the plays of the last few years. Even 
hardened first-nighters have been taken 
aback by some of the things they saw 
on the stage. 

“A great many women who were re- 
peatedly embarrassed at the theatre de- 
cided to stay away altogether. When I, 
a playwright, found members of my own 
family going to the movies instead of to 
the theatre because of the risque lines 
and situations in many plays, I decided | 
that the time had come for something 
to be done. For theatrical men to act 
voluntarily is much better than to have | 
an arbitrary law clamped on the stage. 





Cleanest Season in Years. 


‘* While the season 
the cleanest in years, some complaints | 
and trials this Fall are possible. The | 
very existence of the play jury will be | 
an invitation for some people to com- | 


plain, whether justified or not. } 

‘* We have selected for the jury, I be- 
lieve, an exceptionally broad-gauge and 
representative body of men and women. } 
I believe they can be trusted to act with | 
wisdom. Trivial or unnecessary com- 
plaints are not likely to win verdicts 
from juries. The developments of the 
next few months will probably tell us| 
whether the play-jury plan is feasible. | 
If it does not work well, if it attempts | 
to enforce stricter standards than the 
public has supported in the past, it may! 
fail. We are all highly confident of its 
success and believe that the mere dis- | 
cussion of the plan has been of great] 
benefit to the theatre.’”’ 

The men and women selected for the} 
panel were chosen from nominees pro-| 
posed by Commissioner of Licenses Gil- 
christ and by the Joint Committee 
posed to Political Censorship of 
‘Theatre,

F 
re powers of the police and City 
Magistrates cannot be abdicated in

first resort. Any complainant whose | 
accusation is not sustained by the play | 
jury will probably have no further ave- 
nue of attack left, unless he is able to | 
get his charge before a Grand Jury. The 
Grand Jury refused to ‘take action | 
against ‘' The Demi-Virgin,’’ and has 
usually been slow to indict in cases 
where the elements of taste or personal | 
opinion seemed to be involved.

CHICAGO, Oct. 7 (Associated Press).— 
Field, ‘‘the children’s poet,"’ | 
best known for the poignant lines of 
his ‘‘ Little Boy Blue” and his series 
of lullabies, will take his place Monday 
in Chicago’s marble Hall of Fame with 
the unveiling in Lincoln Park of a monu- 
ment dedicated to him.

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THE “FAIR INTENDMENT.” 


The legal exactitude of the ruling of 
the Attorney General as to the service 
and; transportation of intoxicating liquors 
on American vessels will be generally ac- 
cepted. Its logic is unescapable. Prohibi- 
tion “ flows,” or is carried, by virtue of 
the Eighteenth Amendment everywhere 
within the confines of the sovereignty 
of the United States. It is not re- 
stricted to “lands.” “ Territory ” is am- 
phibious and may put to sea. A ship upon 
the high seas, flying an American flag, is 
constructively “territory ’”’ of the United 
States, and “sybject to the jurisdiction 
thereof.” The sale or transportation of 
intoxicating liquor on such a ship, even 
in the “open ocean,” is as illegal as the 
sale or transportation of slaves on our 
vessels at sea, under an earlier amend- 
ment. There is no reference to the high 
seas in the constitutional definition of 
treason, but the fitting up of a vessel 
to commit hostilities on the high seas 
has been held to constitute treason. Even 
the Shipping Board has frequently 
sought to punish offenses committed 
against its property on the high seas, 
and has thereby inconsistently invoked 
the protection of laws of the same gen- 
eral jurisdiction as those whose prohi- 
bition its counsel held to be inapplicable. 

As to the second part of the ruling, 
that which ‘relates to foreign vessels 
within our ports, whether it was the 
“ fair intendment ” of those who framed 
and adopted the amendment, it seems a 
fair construction of its language. The 
amendment forbids the transportation 
into, within or out of the United States. 
A foreign vessel carrying intoxicating 
liquor within our ports is deemed to be 
in the same category as the individual 
who visits the interior of the country for 
purposes of pleasure or business. 


agreement or understanding. 

So, following the unmistakable intent 
first ruling—an intent to “stop the 
whole business as far as possible,” and 
not to treat prohibition in any “ meticu- 
lous way ’—and following the strict let- 
ter of the law in the second ruling, the 
Attorney General has made a determina- 
tion which seems a “fair intendment ” 
touching prohibition. It goes the whole 
distance of the assumed intent and the 
real cost, and is certain to bring forth 
interpretation by the highest courts of 
the full importance and effect of the pro- 
hibition laws, as well as of the extent, if 
any, to which Congress has legislated for 
foreign nations in passing them. 


BUELOW TALKS BACK. 


One autobiography deserves another. 
The early chapters of the ex-Kaiser’s 
memoirs were obviously intended as a 
reply, however unsuccessful, to Bis- 
MARCK’S third volume, and before long 
replies to WILLIAM may be expected. 
News comes from Berlin that Prince 
BUELOW, the former Chancellor, has 
been irritated by the ex-Kaiser’s criti- 
cisms of his conduct into releasing a 
volume of memoirs which he had written, 
but had intended to withhold from the 
world until after his death. This book 
ought to be valuable, for BUELOW knew 
a good deal more about what was going 
on, and why it was going on, than did 
his master. His former book, “ Imperial 
Germany,” naturally treated current or 
recent politics with considerable reserve; 
but the reasons for this are no longer 
binding. Bue.ow is as dead politically 
as his old enemies. 

According to the ex-Kaiser, his great

Daily Telegraph interview was finally 
patched up, but how or on what terms 
he does not tell us.

At any rate, BUELOW’s version of this 
and other episodes ought to be enlighten- 
ing. No one need expect his memoirs 
to be impartial, any more than those of 
any. other statesman set on justifying 
himself. Of more value than a nebulous

BISMARCK in his third volume to set down 
all the incidents pertaining to his quarrel 
with the Kaiser, even though a. good 
many of them must have seemed to 
everybody but BisMARCK to furnish some 
excuse for the Kaiser’s action. WILLIAM’s 
book is certainly not distinguished for 
this news sense, but it is serving its his- 
toric purpose in evoking replies of which 
BUELOW’S book will certainly not be the 
last. 





BANKERS ON ISOLATION. 


Most of the resolutions passed by the 
American Bankers’ Association at the 
end of its meeting in New York last 


| week had to do with matters immediately 


affecting their business. Some of these 
were purely technical, relating to such 
things as Clearing House examinations. 
Others were of wider scope, touching 
upon labor, transportation, agriculture, 
and measures of general legislation. 
But one resolution was of an unusual 
and even extraordinary character. It 
had to do with the foreign financial and 
political situation, as it bears upon 
American interests; and was, in effect, 
a condemnation of the course of the 
Washington Administration, while at 
the same time an appeal to it to make 
needed changes in its policy. 

Probably a great majority of the large 
number of bankers in attendance upon 
the meeting in this city were Republi- 
cans. They surely had no partisan mo- 
tive against the President. Yet they 
felt compelled to point out the intimate 
connection between conditions in Europe 
and the United States, and as guardians 
of the chief financial resources of this 
country to show how measures adopted 
by the Government, or rejected by it, 
are preventing American prosperity 
from rising to its full flood. They see 
and say clearly that “there is no possi- 
“bility of a healthy and normal situa- 
“tion in this country until the nations 
“with whom we trade are able to pay 
“us for what they import.” This, of 
course, leads straight to the new tariff, 
and the bankers do not hesitate to re- 
quest the President to use at an early 
day the power entrusted to him to mod- 
ify the schedules in the interest of “a 
“restoration of our international com- 
“merce.” 

This is surprising and significant 
enough, but what follows has still deeper 
meaning. The President is urged to 
make our representative on the Repara- 
tion Commission an outright official 
member of that body. The position is 
also taken that the act of Congress di- 
recting our Debt Funding Commission 
how to negotiate with our debtor nations 
in Europe should be revised so as to 
make a reasonable settlement of the in- 
tergovernmental debts feasible. 

30th these implied criticisms of the 
WaShington Administration merge into 
a larger plea by the bankers. Their res- 
olution reads: “ We believe that the time 
“has come for the Government of our 


| “country to formulate the principles on 
of the makers of the amendment in the 


“ which it will be able to co-operate with 
“the other nations to bring about the 
“needed rehabilitation of European 
“countries and peace in the world.” 

This is no utterance of dreamers, no 
demand of idealists. It is the deliberate 
judgment of hard-headed financiers. 
They perceive that if this nation under- 
takes to live for itself it will die by it- 
self. The policy of aloofness is a huge 
financial blunder. America could not iso- 
late herfelf if she tried to do it. We are 
now bound up with the bundle of civi- 
lization, and could not tear ourselves 
apart from it if we would. That such a 
conclusion should have been reached by 
men whose main study is the economic 
stability and progress of the United 
States is certainly something which even 
purblind politicians, still prating of the 
danger of foreign “ entanglements,” can- 
not ignore. 


POPULATION AND FOOD. 


Professor EUGENE DAVENPORT, a pio- 
neer in scientific agriculture in Illinois 
and a recognized authority on farm eco- 
nomics, before retiring to a farm in 
Michigan after his thirty-four years of 
active service as a teacher uttered a 
valedictory word of warning. It is pub- 
lished in Farm and Fireside, but it ought 
to be heard in the cities as well as out 
on the farms. It deals with the duty 
which everybody owes, not to the land 
we live in, but to the land we live 
from—to the soil from which we draw 
our sustenance. The prime question is 
whether it is possible “ so to operate the 
“Jand that it shall yield profitable crops 
“and at the same time increase instead 
“of decrease its fertility.” Are we to 
become extinct, as creatures of earlier 
geologic periods, or may we hope for 
“perpetual productivity ” ? 

Professor DAVENPORT is unable to sug- 
gest the solution of the problem, which, 


by,” portends inevitable national decline. 
And this is not a careless, unstudied 
generalization, It rests upon an invoice 


of the food-producing possibilities of the 
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wonderfully rich-soiled State of Illinois. 
It appears that, while on the better lands 
in the hands of capable farmers per- 
manent agriculture is not. inconsistent 
with profitable farming, the farmer be- 
low the average and worse conditioned 
must take the difference either out of his 
living or out of his children or out of 
the Soil, or out of all three. And he is 
most likely to take it out of the soil. 

.' As a matter of fact, not only the 


average farmer but a “ good many above. 


the average” are mining the land—ex- 
hausting it.as we work out coal mines 
or destroy our great forests. It “ gives 
one gooseflesh,” says Mr. DAVENPORT, to 
consider what a large proportion of the 
national domain of arable land is being 
“mined out” for present profits. All 
this in the face of bumper crops, which 
are, however, “subtractions from our 
native store of wealth.” It is not 
enough, Says this prophet, that a few 
know how to farm scientifically and 
treat the soil. It is necessary. that every- 
body should realize that the soil has the 
first and not the last lien upon what is 
produced. We who are passing across 
the earth at this moment of time must 
realize that we have it in trust. 

If any one takes the trouble to read 
and ponder over the statistics of the 
world’s production of principal food- 
stuffs, as presented in the current num- 
ber of The Geographical Review, he is 
bound to feel with its author, Dr. Ray- 
MOND PEARL of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, misgivings as to the world’s ability 
to go on indefinitely increasing both its 
population and its average standard of 
consumption or of living. He will also 
reach the author’s conclusion, which is 
in accord with that of the sage old 
teacher who has just gone back to his 
farm in Michigan, that this is a real 
problem, “ perhaps the most significant 
one facing mankind today,” and will 
wonder whether, as Dr. PEARL seems to 
intimate in his article in today’s TIMES, 
the human population will multiply as 
the flies until it reaches a saturation 
point at a lower standard of living. 
One characteristic of our agriculture is 
that the American farmer is in too much 
of a hurry. But may that not be be- 
cause those who look to him for sus- 
tenance are living at too fast a pace and 
asking him to give when his field should 
lie fallow? Last week’s Science reported 
the growing of a crop from seed to seed 
without the light of the sun, wholly by 
artificial light, thus making it possible 
to keep the soil working by night as well 
as by day and through all seasons. This 
is ominous for those who are to come 
along in the years after us and who 
will have to depend upon this same soil, 
which is theirs as well as ours. 





“OH, SHADE OF EURIPIDES!” 


In an editorial article with this re- 
proachful title The Morning Post of Lon- 
don reproves Professor GILBERT MURRAY, 
translator in verse of EURIPIDES, sur- 
passer of Way and E. P. CoLeripce in the 
difficult task of Englishing the works 
of the great Greek and “modern” 
maker of “ romantic drama,” for cham- 
pioning Esperanto before the Assembly 
of the League of Nations. Dizzy himself 


couldn’t have been more fluent in assail- | 


ing the proposed artificial tongue of in- 
ternational intercourse: 

Even an endless chain of interpreters !s 

better than this pallid tongue which has 
no past, no memories, no rich, terrible 
and beautiful associations, which has been 
taught by no mothers and Hsped by no 
babes, which has never been loved and 
made immortal by the poets, for whose 
song and meaning and music men hav? 
never died and have gone gladly to battle. 

This is more romantic than EURIPIDES 
ever was, but what has it to do with the 
case? Esperanto may or may not be the 
tongue out of a hundred made-up inter- 
national tongues proposed since the time 
of Bishop WILKINS and LEIBNITZ, but, 
whatever its faults or merits, it is not 
suggested as the vehicle of poets and 
orators in great literary movements and 
monuments. When the Greeks bought 
dyes in Tyre or tin in the Cassiterides 
they probably didn’t employ the grand 
tragedy manner and language of AEs- 
CHYLUS and SOPHOCLES or the “ roman- 
tic” manner of Euripmes. They had 
some sort of “ pidgin-English,” Hobson- 
Jobson, Chinook, or “ Bostonese,” as the 
language of commercial barter used to 
be called in the Northwest, just as the 
English colonists at the time of the 
Revolution were known to the French 
of Illinois and Indiana and to the Al- 
gonquin tribes as “ Bostonians.” 

The American interest in this matter 
is considerable. With every effort, the 
majority of Americans, particularly 
those with “special advantages,” will 
never learn to speak French. In most 
of our schools and colleges it is taught, 
and probably always will be taught, 
really as a dead language—something 
you read, if you’re lucky, but don’t 
speak and pronounce save in the manner 
of “a Spanish cow.” The contest be- 
tween French and English as to which 
shall be the international language, that 
ceased to exist when spoken Latin died 
in the seventeenth century, isn’t likely 
to be decided in favor of either. The 
Russians are not innumerous. The 
Mohammedans, speakers of many lan- 
guages, are becoming a more and more 
important part of this little world. In 
spite of famines and inundations the 
Chinese may be conceived as yet popu- 
lating the world. A common denomina- 
tor of language may or may not be possi- 
ble, but that it must be artificial is evi- 
dent; that it. can have nothing ‘to do 
with the literary expression of various 
nations that may or may not condescend 
to speak it is even more evident. 

A Connecticut man in this city learned 
to converse slowly but intelligibly in 
Esperanto in seven hours. Doubtless he 
had a gift and genius for learning a 
language quickly, just as some people 
have for catching the pronunciation of 
French; but }f any considerable number 


of people can learn Esperanto in any- 
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thing like a reasonable time, it ought to 
be the international language. The only 
doubt is if any great number of people 
will take the trouble to learn any arti- 
ficial language. Whatever such lan- 
guage comes to have international cur- 
rency will be a matter of convenience; 
and the shades of Evurirrmes, SHAKE- 
SPEARE, MOLIERE, DANTE and EpGar LEE 
MASTERS won’t have to turn a bit shadier 
in consequence. 


A “CHIEL ” AMONG US. 


Lord SHAW of Dunfermline, who 
came to this country to attend the 
meeting of the American Bar Associa- 
tion at San Francisco, took notes while 
he was here and has begun to “ prent” 
them. Himself a Judge and also a cau- 
tious Scot, he does not let. himself go in 
hasty generalizations. In fact, what 
most struck him in the United States 
was the difficulty of arriving at any 
positive and sweeping conclusions about 
the people. He was deeply impressed by 
their diversity, at the same time that in 
some matters they display a remarkable 
homogeneity.

Mr. LOWELL’S “ message,” as we say 
now, is in “ The Biglow Papers ” and the 
“Commemoration Ode”; and something 
of the more essential and vital part of 
him in his reminiscences of old Cam- 
bridge in “ Fireside Travels.” In the 
October Atlantic Monthly Mr. DE WoLFE 
HOWE, using the title “ Elmwood and 
Charles Street,’’ introduces certain let- 
ters of Mr. LOWELL and extracts from 
the diaries of Mrs. Fie.ps, for a long 
time the head of such a “ salon” as Bos- 
ton has beasted. Mr. LOWELL, a profes- 
sor, got to be at last a man of the world, 
to an extent, in London, which became 
his secondary—or was it his primary?— 
home. HENRY ADAMS has some charac- 
teristic base, cynical things to say about 
the passion of the patrician Bostonians 
of that generation for the English.

editor of The Atlantic Monthly. In its

HARVARD AND ABELARD. 


Harvard is but repeating at a distance 
of 800 years the experience of ABELARD. 
In his day, when there was neither pub- 
licity nor advertising, and renown grew 
by conversation, ABELARD, the “ professor 
par excellence” of his time, attracted 
such a vast number of students that 
“the inns were not sufficient to contain 
them.” While great philosophers of an- 
tiquity had only a very small number of 
pupils, ABELARD had, according to Com- 
PAYRE, five thousand in his school in 
Paris. And when he retired at one time 
with but one pupil to a “desert place,” 
students finding his retreat followed 
him. “ Cities and castles were deserted 
“for this Thebaid of science. Tents were 
“set up; mud walls, covered with moss, 
“rose to shelter the numerous disciples 
“who slept on the grass and nourished 
“themselves with rustic dishes and 
“ coarse bread.” 

If all the new students of Harvard 
who found themselves temporarily bed- 
less and homeless this year in Cam- 
bridge have entered with the eagerness 
for truth shown by the pupils of ABELARD, 
or by Colonel Greorce Lyon, 73 years of 
age, who has returned as a graduate 
student to Harvard, intending “ to study 
as long as he lives,” there will not be too 
many men going to college or university;

Show com- 
passion every man to his brother; oppress 
not the stranger, the fatherless and the 
widow, and let none of you devise evil in 
his heart -against his neighbor.

OLD CATHERINE HOSPITAL. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the City of Moscow, some two miles from 
the Kremlin, is a hospital which promises to 
be the scene of one of the most important 
and beneficent chapters in the history of 
American relief in Russia, This is the his- 
toric old Catherine Hospital, which had its 
beginnings in the reign of Catherine II. It 
was my happy fortune, this last Summer, 
to visit this institution as a member of a 
committee of the American Medical Aid for 
Russia. The hospital had some 400 beds, 
with accommodations for 450 workers. In 
happier days it provided for a total popu- 
lation—patients, physicians, nurses, orderlies, 
servants, &c.—of than 2,000 persons. 
The grounds are now rough and unkempt and 
the buildings in disrepair, several of them 
mere ruins, 


During the last year the American Medical 
Aid for Russia, organized under the direc- 
tion of a group ~of American physicians, 
raised a fund sufficient to purchase a hos- 
pital equipment adequate for a first-class 
institution, which is being shipped to Russia 
as rapidly as possible. The society has sent 
in equipment and donations in kind approxi- 
mately $60,000. 

Under an agreement formulated between 
the Moscow health authorities and the 
society, the old Catherine Hospital is now 
being put in first-class repair by the Soviet 
authorities and placed in charge of. the 
American Medical Aid for a period of' one 
year, Having already equipped the hospital, 
the society agrees to provision both patients 
and staff and maintain the institution as 
a modern hospital of the highest standard. 

For this great work the sum of $200,000 is 
promptly needed. My colleagues and I are 
agreed that such an undertaking, initiated 
in the name at once of American science and 
beneficence, will make an irresistible appeal 
to our fellow-citizens and enlist their gener- 
ous support. 

Local groups of the American Medical Aid 
for Russia. are being organized in the great 
cities of the country for the raising of funds. 
The officers of the organization are Mrs. 
Henry Villard, Chairman; Arthur S. Leeds, 
Treasurer; Frances Witherspoon, Executive 
Secretary.

THE VIRGIN BIRTH. 


Scriptural Foundation Upon Which the 
Doctrine Rests. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The controversy between Dr. Straton and 
Dr. Fosdick upon the subject of the virgin 
birth, which Protestants often confound with 
the immaculate conception (the latter as @ 
dogma dating only from the year 1854), is 
merely the revival of a theological conflict 
which raged fiercely in the early Christian 
Church, and probably would not have great- 


ly astonished John Knox, though Dr. Straton > 


thinks that worthy would have died all over 
again of an apoplectic fit could he have 
heard Dr. Fosdick’s recent sermon. 


Though the doctrine of the virgin birth is 


stated or implied in all three of the great 
Christian creeds—the Apostles’, the Nicene 
and the Athanasian (the last of which was 
discarded by American Episcopalians in 
Washington’s time)—the Scriptural founda- 
tion upon which it rests is of the slightest, 
the account being found in only one gospel 
of known authorship, namely, that of Luke. 
Most Christians would doubtless consider St. 
Peter, St. John and St. Paul, two of them 
intimately associated with Christ in His min- 
istry, as the three greatest of the Apostles, 
yet none of these has a word to say upon 
the subject. Luke was a disciple and 
much of what he records was imparted by 
others. 

The original Gospel of Matthew, written in 
Aramaic, the spoken language of Palestine, 
and containing the “ logia,’”’ or sayings, of 
Christ, is lost. The existing canonical! 
Gospel, says the great Schaff-Herzog Relig- 
fous Encyclopedia, “‘ in its present form can- 


not be the work of an Apostle like Matthew, - 


who was an eye and ear witness of Jesus, 
since legend, misunderstanding and irrele- 
vancy are too prominent.”” Examples ef 
these are cited. 

In 1892 a sensation was aroused among the 
various Christian denominations owing to the 
discovery by an Englishwoman, Mrs. Agnes 
Smith Lewis, in St. Katharine’s convent on 
Mount Sinai of an early copy of the Gospels 
written in Syriac or Aramaic, the language 
spoken by Christ (Mark, v., 41; vii. 34), 


which distinctly states three times in the first - 


chapter of Matthew that Jesus was the actual 
son of Joseph and Mary. The work was a 


palimpsest, being overlaid with the lives of : 


some female saints. Later, when Mrs. Lewis 
and her sister, Mrs. Gibson, both of whom 
were believers in the virgin birth, came to 
New York, it was clear that none of the 
Christian churches wanted them, for their 
lecture was delivered in the Jewish Theologi- 


cal Seminary, West 123d Street, om Oct. 15, 


1903. 


A translation of these Gospels has been- 


published by Macmillan, and the manuscript 
is further notable for omitting the last twelve 
verses of the Gospel of Mark, as in the case 
of the two oldest Greek codices, the Sinaitic 
and the Vatican. It is not generally known 
except by students of fhe original Greek 
that, in order to emphasize the doctrine of 
the virgin birth, the compilers of the Author- 


ized or King James version of the Bible de-- 


liberately changed the words ‘‘ His father 
and His mother ’’ (Luke, if., 33) so as to read 
**Joseph and His mother.’’ This error has 
been corrected in the Revised Version.

They reached London on 
the day the Franklin-Bouillon Treaty 
was made public and met with a cold 
reception. At London they induced Lord 
Curzon to remonstrate with ‘Paris on 
the ground that the treaty infringed 
British rights. At Rome nothing impor- 
tant developed. 


So a year after the first Near East} 


Conference at London, a second was 
called at Paris. There the Greek dele- 
gates agreed to an armistice and the 


Angora delegates took the matter under} 


consideration. They were still consider- 
ing when their troops rushed the Greek 
outposts on Aug. 26, annihilated the 
Greek Army and captured and burned 
Smyrna. 

Constantine had been fatally handi- 
capped in his efforts to obtain peace by 
the French and Italian treatfes with the 
enemy and by the neutrality of Great 
Britain. He attempted a desperate 
gesture to have the Allies throw their 
ecards on the table. He proclaimed

Elections Soon in Saxony. 


Elections for a new Diet in Saxony 
are expected in the first week of No-

plant in the country. Transformed into 
a peace institution through the invest- 
ment of 450,000,000 crowns by the State, 
this huge establishment, aenleion some 
3,300 workers, manufactures machinery,

handicaps, has turned in a net profit of | 
55,000,000 crowns. Although at present | 
75,000 Austrian crowns may be bought | 
for $1, they were not so cheap when the 
capital investments and profits enumer- | 
ated in Dr. Ellenbogen’s article were 
made.

The United Shoe and Leather Fac-

ricultural Produce Distributing Centre, 
with a capital of 3,000,000 crowns, turns 
} out more than 1,000 pairs of shoes daily 
at prices, in some cases, 
| lower than those of private manufactur- 
| ers. Its last balance sheet showed a 
profit of 6,700,000 crowns. In connection 
with the Austrian Works and the Al- 
pine Co-operative Society the concern is 
running a saddlery and dealing in hides. 
It atso has its own tannery. 

Founded by the State, the Co-opera- 
tive Wholesale Society and the Agricul- 
tural Produce Distributing Centre, with 
a capital of 15,000,000 crowns, the Cloth- 
ing and Furnishings Company has be- 
come the leading concern in the Austrian 
textile industry. It has acquired its own 
cotton mills and is supplying the State

SAYS VENIZELOS WON’T SIGN 


Will -Leave to Revolutionary Gov- 
ernment at Athens Surrender of 
Thrace, Writer Asserts.

It would be idle to construe the agree- | 


ments now in progress of negotiation at 
Mudania in the ght of anything like a 
permanent settlement of the South Eu- 
ropean problem which has always been 
known as ‘‘ the Eastern Question,’ and 
which aa such has constituted a positive 
hightmare to Old World statesmen and 
Governments for more than 2a hundred 


years. No me«tter what the result of 
the meeting of the British, French, Ital- 
jan and Turkish Generals, which is still 
in doubt, it will at the best be only a 
mere armistice and a makeshift. 


There is no ground whatsoever for the | 


optimism that has developed within the 
last few days. And the only subject for 
congratulation is the fact that the week 
has come to an end without any actual 
fighting. ; 
Perhaps the best proof of this condi- 
tion of affairs is to be found in the fact 
that Great Britain continues to send out 


troops, guns and supplies, in vast quan- | 


tities and at great expense, to the army 
which she has firmly entrenched at 


Chanak; and Lloyd George in his ad-| 


dress to a number of English and for- 
eign newspaper representatives on Sat- 


urday, Sept. 23, made it thoroughly | 


clear that, no matter what happened, 


Great Britain would hold Chanak, on/ 


the Asiatic side of the Dardanelles, and 
Gallipoli on the western side of the 
Straits, and keep the latter open to the 
world until she could turn over the pos- 
session and absolute control of the 


Straits to some international body like | 


the League of Nattons—not, however, 
until she had assured herself that the 
League would possess the power to ex- 
ercise the proper degree of mastery of 
this gateway between the Mediterranean 
and the Black Sea—Straits which the 
First Napoleon was wont to describe as 
“the key of Europe.’’ 


Great Britain’s Resolution. 


Whatever happens at the armistice 
negotiations at Mudania, or at the peace 
sonference which will have to ratify 
and amend the terms of the military 
agreement, Great Britain, which now 


Possesses absolute control of both shores 
of the Dardanelles, will not surrender 


the commanding position which she} 


occupies there unless the League of 


Nations furnishes ample proof that it/] 


has the power and the resolve to defend 


the Straits against enemies from Asia, | 


from Russia, even from certain Euro- 
pean interests. 


Great Britain will not be satisfied | 
with any mere Turkish promises of the} 
full freedom of the Straits. She has} 
been taught by sorry experience not to| 
content herself with any Ottoman) 
pledges. She had the promise until 1914 | 
that, no matter what happened, the| 
Btraits should remain free to the entire | 
world—a solemn treaty promise. Yet, in} 
spite of those promises and treaties, | 
German intrigue got the better of the} 


sympathies and the sense of the grati- 


tude owed by the Turks to Great; 


Britain, and the Straits were closed by 


the Sublime Porte to England andj; 


France at the outset of the great war, 


with the result that Russia’s co-opera- | 
tion with the Entente collapsed, that} 
Rumania was defeated and the: great/ 
war unduly prolonged, at the cost of! ] 

. | George, would have made the fires and 


enormous loss of life and treasure. 
Treaties are made only to be broken. 


Ielam teaches its adherents that no} 
ere made to an unbeliever is bind- | 
ng on the faithful. Hardly any of the} 
pledges given by Turkey in the last half | 
century or more, especially in the mat- | 


ter of good treatment of the Christian 
races subject to her misrule, have been 


observed, and Great Britain, according | 


to the statement of Lloyd George, has 


no intention of according the slightest | 
credence to Ottoman assurances, and is} 
determined to retain absolute control of | 


both sides of the Straits, namely 
Chanak and Gallipoli, until she can turn 


over their guardianship to the League of | 


Nations, with the assurance that the 


League will have the power and the de- | 


termination to fulfill the trust. 
America’s Interest. 


This complete freedom of the Straits is 


of almost as much concern to the United | 
States as to Great Britain. For Amer- |! 
ica has now acquired enormous interests 


on the shores of the Black Sea. Her oil 
holdings in Rumania and at Batum are 
extremely important, and there are 
abundant reasons of an economic char- 
acter why she should at'all times have 
free access to Odessa, Sebastopol, and 


other ports of Southern Russia. With | 


the Sublime Porte in charge of the en- 
trance and egress of the Straits, Ru- 
mania, Austria and Hungary would, 
without regard to.their sea-borne foreign 
trade, be completely at her mercy, and 
at that of any great power that had 
been clever enough to secure preponder- 
ant influence at Constantinople. 

The Allies in general, and Great 
Britain in particular, had originally 
contemplated abandoning the possession 
of Thrace to Greece, a country where 
the ‘Hellenic population is superior to 
that of any other power. England 


wanted to keep the Turks out of Eu-} 


rope. That was the keynote of her war 
and post-bellum policy, a policy which 
was approved by most of the nations 


represented at the Congress of Ver-} 


sailles, and assuredly by the American 
people. 


It was Venizelos, then Premier, who | 


was principally instrumental in  re- 
moving the objections of, the various 
Allies to the award of Thrave to Greece, 
The only foothold that the Turks were 


to retain in Europe was the City of | 
Constantinople, subject to internatignal | 


control. But when those carp £ 
politicians at Athens, who have mn 
time immemorial been the blight ani 


the curse of Greece, rose against Veni- | 


zelos, brought back Constantine, who 
had been dethroned and exiled by the 


Allies, for the support which he had | 


given to his brother-in-law the Kaiser 
against them during, the great war, 
and Venizelos was relegated to private 


life and to the position of an expatriate, | 
sJéstern sympathy ‘for Greece wancd | 
and doubts arose as to whether, at any | 


rate under Constantine, she was worthy 


of being entrusted with the sovereignty | 


of so troublesome a region as Thrace. 


Great Britain would have adhered to | 
her original determination of excluding | 


the Turks from European territory, save 
in the City of Constantinople. But 
France and Italy had deliberately com- 
mitted themselves to a restoration of 
Thrace to the Turks, in consideration of 


advantages of an economic character 
detrimental to British trade which they 
have been promised alike by the Angora 
Government and the Sublime Porte; and 
inasmuch as their co-operation in de- 
priving the Turks_of the control of the 
Straits was conditional upon the resto- 
ration of the sovereignty of Thrace to 
the Ottoman Empire, Great Britain has 
reluctantly yielded. But it is 34 no 
means certain that the Greeks will leave 
Thrace quietly. With an army of 50,000 
still at their disposal, they may resolve 
to stay. And England would certainly 
not lend a hand to expel them, in order 
to turn over their homes to the Turks, 

| As stated by Lloyd George the other 
| day, in Thrace there {s so much inflam- 
mable material, with the rivalries of 
' Turk and Greek, of Bulgarian and Ser- 
; bian, that there is no knowing what may 
happen. <A conflagration started there 
would spread with fury, and could not 
be easily extinguished or arrested. It is 
a portion of Europe full of the most 
dangerous elements, occupied by antago- 
nistic races, always ready for savage 
conflict, born of hatred of centuries, 

|} recalled by the British Premier, the 
reat War of 1914 originated in the Bal- 
| kans, 

So far as we can gather, Great Britain 
has accomplished her chief aim, in pre- 
venting the control of the Straits of the 
| Dardanelles from coming under the con- 
; trol of either the Turks or of their al- 
lies, the Muscovite Bolsheviki. She has 
; achieved that by her troops and her 
| naval forces. In the interests of avoid- 
| ing a break of the Entente, she may al- 
|low the Turks to resume a limited form 

of sovereignty over Thrace, with proper 
allied safeguards for the Christian pop- 
ulation. ut that is only conditional 
}upon Kemal keeping clear of the 
}neutral zones on both sides of the 
| Straits; As long as the Turks remain in 
| Thrace, there will be constant danger, 
| however, of conflict between the rival 
races, and with the nefghboring na- 
tions, that is to say, with Serbia, Ru- 
mania and Greece. 





Thrace a Tinder-box. 


Thrace is in every sense of the word | 
; a tinder-box, where at any moment a. | 
; conflagration may break out, calculated | 
| to envelop all of Europe once more in| 
| war. No one is more alive to this dan- 


|} ger than Premier Lloyd George. But | 
1 all the nations of the world are war | 
weary, and since there is just one 
chance in a thousand that any outbreak 
in Thrace and in the Balkans may be 
averted, at any rate for the time being, 
by diplomatic negotiations, Lloyd 
George considers it incumbent upon 
Great Britain to take that one chance, 
unsatisfying, and so nearly hopeless, 
j though it be. 
| That Venizelos, who was Prime Min- 
| ister of Greece, and instrumental in 1910 
| in securing the award of Thrace for his | 
jcountry by the Congress of Versailles, | 
will consent to sign the treaty of its 
|} Surrender to the Turks, is unlikely to 
| the last degree. True, he has advised 
j the Revolutionary Government at Athens 
| that there is no alternative at the pres- 
}ent except to yield in the matter, since 
| the Powers of the Entente have insisted 
| Upon the return of the province to the 
| Turks. 
But while he will endeavor to do the 
}best he can for his country, as a sort 
| of ambassador ‘‘ ad latere’’ abroad, and 
will place all his influence with the 
|} Allied Governments at the service of his 
| country, yet he will leave to the Revo- 
jlutionary Government at ‘Athens the} 
odium of signing the surrender of Thrace | 
{to its former masters and tyrants, and | 
{will only join any government that may | 
|be formed at Athens after the surrender | 
of the province has been carried into | 
effect. That is also why his colleague 
and intimate friend, M. Politis, Minister 
|}of Foreign Affairs in his former admin- 
istration, has withdrawn his acceptance 
of a seat in the Revolutionary Cabinet. 
| being determined to hold aloof until 
Thrace has been given up, and the 
decks at Athens cleared of the wreck- 
age left there by ex-King Constantine. 
One thing at any rate Great Britain— 
and Great Britain alone—has managed 
to achieve. That is, to prevent the vic- |

RECORD IN CAR LOADINGS. 


Southern Pacific Shows a Large 
Gain In September. 


The loading of freight cars during 
September on the Pacific System of the 
Southern Pacific Company increased 15 
per cent, over September, 1921, and Sep- 
tember, 1920, according to a statement 
by J. H. Dyer, general manager of the 
company at San Francisco. This con- 
stitutes a new record for the company.

The 
United States patent system has proved 
itself to be the greatest stimulator of 
inventions in.the world, and it is well 
to leave it alone. Such changes as it 
may require are by way of simplifica- 
tion, rather than by taking away from 
he inventor the free right to use his 
patent in any way he thinks fit.’’

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PLAN TO OFFSET 
SALES BY CANVASS 


Both Manufacturers and Retail- 
ers Are Interested in the 
Movement. 


So marked has the growth of house-to- 
house selling of hosiery become that 
both retailers and manufacturers are 
taking vigorous steps to offset the prac- 
tice. An indication of the remarkable 
gain in this method of distribution dur- 
ing recent years is afforded by the 
estimate recently made that more than 
half a million pairs of women’s stock- 
ings are purchased daily from canvass- 
ers. One of the largest mills employing 
this sales method caimls a daily pro- 
duction of 60,000 pairs of hose. Its 
mail in. conjunction with this business 
is so heavy that a branch. post office 
has been set up in its plant, 

With such a Jarge volume of hosiery 
being disposed of in this way, the sales 
of retailers throughout the country are 


suffering, and these merchants are pro- 
testing against what they regard as 


tition. So serious is the situation re- 
sorced that the National Association of 

osiery and Underwear Manufacturers 
is about to take definite action in the 


matter. 

In the canvassing process, it is alj- 
leged, false and misleading statements 
are frequently made. “ Fake’’ tests to 
show the durability and strength of the 
goods are also made by many of the 
salesmen in order to effect purchases. 
It is contended, further, that very 
often the canvasser represents hose to 
be full fashioned and made of silk from 
garter top to toe when such is not the 
case, 

One of the common tricks used to dem- 
onstrate the wearing qualities of the 
hosiery is to draw a blunt nail file 
quickly over the stretched fabric, thus 
giving the impression of exceptional re- 
sistance to hard usage. This practice 
has become so widespread and the 
‘‘test"’ is so misleading that some of 
the mills distributing hosiery through 
the house-to-house_method have issued 
instructions to canvassers prohibiting its 
use. One of these concerns, in a cir- 
cular letter just issued to its canvass- 
ers, says: 

‘*Some months ago we called the at- 
tention of all our agents to this method 
of egg oer ny A hosiery which was 
being practiced by some of our com- 
petitors. At that time we issued in- 
structions that none of the representa- 
tives of the —— Company were to use 
this method in their sales talks, and 
this ‘ nail file’ test was not to be shown 
by anv of our people unless the cus- 
tomer absolutely demanded it, and then 
only to show that our hosiery would 
stand the same amount of alleged abuse 
that any other hose would stand. 

‘* Notwithstanding thegt previous in- | 
structions, in order to be quite sure that | 
there is no misunderstanding on the 
part of any individual who is engaged

RETURN EVIL IS GROWING. 


Enough Garments Now Come Back 
to Clothe Women of State. 


The~ quantity of coats, suits and 
dresses returned every season by re- 
tailers is sufficient to keep the women 
and girls of New York State clothed 
for a year, according to David N. 
Mosessohn, executive director of the 


Associated Dress Industries of America. 
A trip through the streets which con- 
stitute the garment centre of the city 
is sufficient proof of this statement, he 
asserted, particularly on Monday morn- 
ings or after a holiday, when returned 
shipments of two days are delivered to 
the manufacturers. ‘ 

‘Retailers are not alone to blame for 
this expensive abuse,’’ Mr. Mosessohn 
continued. ‘' Manufacturers who resort 
to the memorandum’ system of selling 
merchandise are as’ much at fault as 
they are. They send one or two gar- 
ments, sometimes more, to a long list 
of retailers in the hope that luck will 
be with them and that the goods will 
be retained. Some of them are, but the 
percentage of retailers who returii these 
shipments is so great that the expense 
of the operation, added to the already 
too heavy overhead, makes it necessary 
to keep prices higher than they other- 
wise would be. It would be difficult to 
determine just what the practice ulti- 
mately costs the women of the country, 
for they pay for it in the long run, but 
it is safe to say that the annual expense 
of returned goods, in express and other 
incidental charges, runs well into seven 
figures. 

** Manufacturers who accept returns 
from retailers who resort to this method 
of protecting themselves when they have 
overbought, or. who return because of 
the thousand afd one other unjustified 
reasons they give for their action, are 
also responsible to a large degree for 
the increasing number of returns noted 
throughout the market. Not until, these 
manufacturers realize that they are 
working against their own interests and 
the interests of the entire industry by 
condoning this much overworked abuse 
of returns, and put a stop it, will there 
,be any marked improvement in the 
situation. They are responsible for 
creating and developing in the mind of 
the buyer that he can come to the mar- 
ket and order what he thinks he wants 
with the privilege of returning it. 

“Yet these manufacturers do not ac- 
cept the returns willingly. ‘They do it 
because they are afraid of losing what 
appears to be a possible customer for 
future business. They will find in the 
long run, however, that the oe hed who 
knows he can return merchandise to a 
certain manufacturer, with little or no 
protest, will soon cut him off his call- 
ing list. The manufacturer who ‘has 
certain definitely established principles 
and policies, and who refuses to accept 
returns unless they are justified, will 
hold the buyer season after season. It 
is the natural result. Every merchant, 
whether manufacturer or retailer, wants 
to do business with a house which 
operates on sound business principles, 
because the house which operates that 
way is always dependable, whether busi- 
ness is good or dull. 

‘“* Last Tuesday on Thirty-third Street, 
between Fifth and Sixth Avenues, boxes 
of garments returned by retailers were

on this matter: ‘ No person engaged in 
selling or distributing any hosiery put 
out by the ——— Company will be per- 
mitted to demonstrate what is known 
as the nail file test on our hose for the 
purpose of making a sale or to prove 
that our hosiery will wear longer or 
better or will not develop runs by reason 
of this test. Any agent or representa- 
tive who disregards these positive in- 
structions will be promptly disciplined.’ 

‘“‘In the first place this alleged ‘ test’ 
is no test whatsoever. We have never 
seen it done, but we know that the 
Same operation can be performed on a 


much cheaper grade of hosiery than ours | 


without any perceptible injury to the 
stocking, so that it proves nothing at 
all so far as quality is concerned. 

‘*In the next place any statement on 
the part of a sales representative that 
this nail file test goes to show the 
superiority of that particular hose over 
others is a statement which will not 
be borne out by the facts in the case, 
not to call it by a harsher and uglier 
term. 

‘We not only desire, we absolutely 
demand that our agents do not lay 
themselves liable to the criminal charge 
of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses or of using the 


any misstatements or false 
about goods. The only way they can 
avoid getting into serious trouble sooner 


or later is by telling the truth under all | 
mer- |} 


circumstances with regard to our 
chandise. Our goods must be sold on 
their merits and price. This is the only 


possible way to secure agents the repeat | bility of a large Brazilian coffee crop | 


business which they, and we, are work 
ing for.’’ 

In another ‘‘test,"’ it is said, the 
canvasser asks the prospective customer 
to be seated and to take hold of a| 
stocking by the leg directly above the | 
heel. This part of the stocking is clev- 
erly selected for the procedure which 
the salesman has in mind. The sales- 
man grips the other end and. says: 
‘* Now, adam, brace yourself, for I 
am going to pull you off your chair with 
this stocking.”’ Xf course, if the pros- 
pect does not release her hold on the 
hose she will be pulled from the chair 
in short order. That would probably 
be the result of such a test- with any 
make of stocking. 

If the’prospect is not yet convinced 
of the strength of the hosiery, the can- 
vasser proceeds to try another ‘“‘ trick ’’ 
that is spectacular, yet of no merit. 
He throws the stocking over the top of 
a door, the ledge of a transom-or some 
convenient hook and suspends himself 
from it. The stocking does not tear 
under his weight, and from this demon- 
stration he draws fanciful conclusions 
as to the strength and wearing quali- 
ties of his goods. 

Other criticisms of canvassing meth- 
ods are also made, including the charge 
that the hose are often represented to 
be made entirely of silk, when they 
really have cotton heels and _ toes. 
Stockings so made are capable of giy- 
ing good wear, wut the point is made 
that they sell more cheaply than the 
all-silk dnd, which the customer is to be 
led to believe she is purchasing. 


Should Select Safer Truckmen. 

Less attention than necessary is being 
given by the silk makers to the selection 
of their truckmen, with the result, ac- 
cording to the Silk Assoclation of Amer- 
ica, that valuable goods are often stolen. 
In the course of many investigations 
the Missing Property Bureau of the as- 
sociation has found that few firms are 
eareful in picking truckmen to haul their 
goods. Many robberies nave been di- 
rectly traced to the hiring of trucking 
concerns which do not take the neces- 
sary precautions in handling valuable 
loads of silk. The bureau urges that 
the trucking company chosen should be 
carefully investigated as to whether the 
drivers and helpers are bonded, if a 
limited burglary fmsurance policy is car- 
ried or whether the truckman has had 
any previous losses. 


Fine for Discharging Fuel Oli. 

A fine of not exceeding £100 is pro- | 
vided by an act passed by the | 
British Parliament, effective on Jan. 
1, as a penalty for discharging fuel 
ofl into English navigable waters. Ac- 


cording to Consul General Robert P. 
Skinner, at London, the act also pro- 
hibits the transfer of oil byénight and 
sets up administrative rules intended to 
be helpful in preventing further serious 
pollution of waterways in the vicinity 
of great English ports. This pollution 
has reached such a point as to interfere 
considerably with activities of many of 
the English seaside resorts as well.

MANY GERMAN TOY 
ORDERS UNFILLED 


Failure to Get Goods Forces 
American Retailers to Seek 
Them Here. 


During the last few weeks there has 
been a marked improvement*in the buy- 
ing of domestic toys by the- retailers. 
Since the latter part of August manu- 
facturers have been receiving orders that 
are now close to taxing the capacity of 
their plants. In describing the current 
situation in the industry yesterday a 
sales executive of a prominent toy con- 
cern sald that unless many buyers, and 
these include some of the biggest, send 
in their orders soon they will be left 
without a good part of the merchandise 
they expect to sell. 

‘““There has been a complete reversal 
of buying policy in the toy industry this 
year,’ this executive continued. ‘' Ordl- 
narily buyers are willing to place orders 
with manufacturers for their holiday 


merchandise during the early part of the | 


year—by March or April at the latest. 
This procedure, manufacturers say, is 
necessary in order that their production 
may be determined in accordance with 
the demand-they receive from the re- 
| tailers. It had been found to work to 
the entire satisfaction of both, and no 
one looked for a change. 

‘“‘ During the early part of this year, 
however, the report was circulated far 
and wide that Germany could supply all 
of the toys American buyers needed at 
prices that were fabulously low. Im- 


mediately the orders that were begin- 
ning to come in to American manufac- 
| turers German toys was on. Buyers 
They represented not only the little 
houses but the largest retailers in the 
country. 

“These buyers immediately began to 
place orders right and left for the cheap 
tovs. It is true that prices, at first, 
were low, but the Germans soon found 
that they could be raised without much 
complaint. The increase was small in 
proportion to the low price of the mark, 
so the buying did not stop and 
orders were placed. After placing their 
| settled, the buyers returned home to 
wait for their deliveries, 

** Most of the buyers got back around 
the latter part of July and August. They 
waited a while for shipments to start 
| coming, but found them to be small and 
not in proportion to the orders they had 
| placed. Later they discovered that the 
makers of the toys in Germany had 
found that some one else Was willing 
to pay higher prices than those first 
agreed upon and had either canceled 
} the orders or were asking for advances. 
Rumors began to be heard also that the 
| Germans lacked raw materials with 
| which to manufacture dolls and other 
| toys. All at once it dawned upon Amer- 
jican buyers that Germany was not the 
| toy Mecca that she appeared to be early 
in the year. 

‘Then a remarkable thing happened. 
The American toy industry, which for 
|} six months had been at a standstill, sud- 
|denly began to get active. It was then 
Fclearly evident that Germany would not 
be able to deliver the tremendous quan- 
tity that had been contracted for, and 
cancellations by both bifvers and manu- 
facturers were made. The buyers found 
| themselves well into the closing days of 
| August with a comparatively small per- 
centage of their holiday toy »purchases 
covered. A buyer, for example, who 
went over to purchase $50,000 worth of 
German toys at the low prices found 
that he had received only $20,000 worth. 
The difference was used for purchases of 
domestic toys. 

“Orders continued to grow daily dur- 
ing September. Some of the largest 
| buyers were in the market for American 
| toys, indicating that the inability to se- 
cure German merchandise was not only 
on the part of the smaller concerns but

Cottons Sold Ahead in Italy. 

Ftalian cotton mills have orders for 
several months ahead.

Production is below pre-war for 
several reasons: Hours of labor have 
been reduced from 10 and 11 to 8: do-

They 
are able to do so without risk to them- 
selves, owing to their knowledge of just 
about what they will require. If this is 
done it will be a great stabilizer of the 
manufacturers’ production, with result- 

| ant benefit to all concerned.”’ 


DRAWS UP DRESS BUDGET. 


Boston Store Shows How Women’s 
Clothing Needs Can Be Met. 


| In order to help its women customers 
|plan the spending of their clothing 
|funds more wisely, individual budgets 
for a period of three years have been 
drawn up by Filene’s of Boston. A 
booklet has been prepared in which de- 
tailed tables are used to show how the 
woman in business or at home shoutd 


apportion her allowance for various 
| necessary garments for that period. The 
| tables te with an allowance as low 
as $150 a year and include outlines for 
$200, $250, $365, $3875 and $600. 

In presenting these budgets the Cloth- 
ing Information Bureau of the store

|come into proper proportions for the 
|entire wardrobe. “In this way,” the 
|}bureau says, ‘‘there will be enough 
for everything and the woman will not 
| find herself caught, as is often the case 
| when buying is done in a hit-or-miss 
fashion, with a gorgeous and expensive 
| gown, for tnstance, and no money for 
a Spring suit.”

Smyrna Fruit Crops Damaged. 

The fig dealers in Smyrna report that 
two or three shipments of raisins were 
made prior to the recent collapse of 
that city, according to a cable received 
from Acting Commercial Attaché Ray 
O. Hall at Athens, Greece. No figs or 


currants have been shipped. Fire has 
destroyed all the fruit packing estab- 
lishments, and all draft animals have 
been commandeered by the army, thus 
preventing the movement of the usual 
fruit supply to Smyrna. The. destruc- 
tion of the bridges, tunnels and cars and 
the flight of all the workmen who han- 
dled export freight will result in a loss 
of approximately 70 per cent. of the fig 
crop, and in injury to the remainder. 
The tobacco crop will suffer even more 
than the raisin crop, and the price of 
tobacco will be much higher than for- 
merly.

LED IN LEATHER EXPORTS. | BRITISH TRADE GAINING. 


American Shipments in First Six! Early 1922 Exports to Brazii Top 


Months Topped the List. 


In exports of leather for the half year 
ended June 30 last, the United States 


led all of the principal leather-produc- 
ing countries.. Its exports fluctuated 
from month to month, while those from 
Germany, although that country fs still 
the nearest competitor, showed a down- 
ward trend. During the period in ques- 
tion the United States exported leather 
valued at $22,955,815. A progressive 
gain was registered in May and June, 
with exports for June amounting to 
$4,539,711, or the largest for any single 
month of the half-year period. 

Germany was second with exports 
valued at $10,880,863, or less than half 
of the exports of this ——. Her prin- 
cipal exports were in anu amd 
March. The total for June was $1,666,- 
365, in comparison with $2,083,290 for 
the first month of — In the 
case of France, values for only five 
months are available as the valuation 
basis for June waa changed. ~- Other- 
wise, France would have been rated sec- 
ond in the tables prepared. Bxports 
from France for the five-month period 
were valued at $10,370,060. 

BExports of leather from Great. Britain 
were a little more than a third of those 
from this country for the first half of 
this year, reaching only $7,878,089.

HE Turkish embrogiio serves

months, with intemperate 
ijrascibility, the French press has 
abandoned itself to a systematic 
abuse of Engiand and her policies 
Today the Near East situation in- 
dicates the strain imposed upon the 
entente cordiale, which, extending 
over a period of important political 
and economic events in Europe, has 
suffered serious impairment at least. 
The two divergent and conflicting 
courses which these countries are 
following have thrown them wide 
apart in the solution of every prob- 
lem arising from the war. For a 
long time the entente cordiale has 
been staggering from these blows.

Mr. Ginsberg’s trouble seems to be 
that he has not yet been able to 
extricate himself from the subtle 
entanglements into which he has 
been led by that group of thinkers in 
London among whom Professor L. T. 
Hobhouse and Professor Graham 
Wallas are the shining lights. With- 
out their influence he might per- 
haps not have pinned_himself down 
to the notion that sociai relations 
can be understood only in terms of 
mind. 

Of these three books, that by Pro- 
fessor Williams of Hobart College, 
Geneva, N. Y., is the biggest in bulk 
and the fullest in information. It 
represents most painstaking industry 
in the collection of facts, and for this 
reason is bound to be very service- 
able. But it is not social psychol- 
ogy, nor does it in any essential way 
help to advance the sciencé, because 
it, too, tries to explain society 
in psychological terms. Professor 
Williams takes the view that the 
social relations of any group are de- 
termined, in the last analysis, by the 
motives of its individual members. 
That is an error to begin with. Then 
he goes still further astray when he 
declares that the first main problem 
is that of conflict, and not conflict 
as Professor Dewey explains it, but 
conflict merely between selfish dis- 
positions. It is, of course, impossi- 
ble to minimize the importance of 
economic and social conflict in the 
modern world, and in his descrip- 
tions of how life is thereby affected 
Professor Williams is highly in- 
structive and not a little illuminat- 
ing. Yet to choose egoism as one of 
the chief bases of social psychology 
is both wrong in itself and part of 
the general misconception regarding 
instinct in social life. The height of 
absurdity is reached in such a state- 
ment as that trusts ‘‘ were created 
Primarity to satisfy the egoistic dis- 
positions of the monopolists.’” The 
book, despite its carefully arranged 
information and often acute observa- 
tions, is spoiled by what we can 
only describe as the grotesque the- 
ory of the mind as an autonomous 
power. Altogether, Professor Wil- 
liams’s work is an example of the 
terrible confusion which still reigns 
among those who occupy the posi- 
tion of our intellectual guides. 

That we should have a clear un- 
derstanding of both the mind and of 
society is a paramount need of the 
time. But this is impossible until the

‘**Human Nature and Conduct” is 
not merely the first work yet written 
which places the foundations of so- 
cial psychology upon the sure and 
solid bedrock of science It is also 
finely constructive in its result, 
building up with rare skill its ex- 
planation of how ‘‘ mind can be un- 
derstood in the concrete only as a 
system of beliefs, desires and pur- 
poses which are formed in the inter- 
action of biclogical aptitudes with a 
socia] environment.” The key to this 
understanding is contained in just 
one word--habit It is from habit 
and the different types of habit that 
social psychology must start, be- 
cause, while the operations of im- 
pulse and intelligence explain in- 
dividualized mental activity, they are 
only secondary to the habits we ac- 
quire. 

By habit Professor Dewey means 
that kind of human activity which 
is influenced by prior activity, and 
in that sense acquired; which con- 
tains within itself a certain order- 
ing or systematization of minor 
elements of action; which is pro- 
jective, dynamic in quality, ready 
for overt manifestation; and which 
is operative in some subdued sub- 
ordinate form even when not dom- 
inating activity, 

Habit is not mere repetition, since 
repetition is not characteristic of all 
habits.

The smaller studies, painted out of 
doors face to face with the scene, 
are brilliant notes of brilliant mio- 
ments in the day’s range of adven- 
ture, but not too brilliant for the 
salt-grayed atmosphere.

While 
he may use the French and Italians 
at the present moment, it is because 
they suit his purposes. Still, the 
Turk has cherished pothing but 
georn for those intriguing behind 
their associates’ backs. England has 
been the Turkish hope, for Great 
‘Britain has never stooped to such 
tactics. For many years before the 
war, British and Turkish policies 
were as harmonious as can be ex- 
pected from two pecples of such 
widely divergent characteristics and 
different civilizations. Today the} 
Turk still feels that they should team i 
together. Looking at the British 
side, much can be said in favor of} 
such a compromise. Of course there 
is much against the Turk, such as} 
his administrative corruption and | 
his barbarism. But the Turk would 
look with favor on an alignment with 
the British, which would serve to 
keep the Greeks in check for always. 

The legitimate interests of Britain 
in Palestine and Mesopotamia and 
consideration for the Mosiem sub- 
jects in the British Empire demand 
an early understanding with Con- 
stantinople and the Kemalists. The 
Sublime Porte is only a disguise for 
the power of Mustapha Kemal. 
Britain must recognize this, accord- 
ing to M. Paillares, discard her vac- 
iation and prepare to pay the price 
that her lack of policy has brought 
en. 

Great Britain today is forced by 
her previous actions to come to terms 
with the Nationalists. In the diplo- 
matic relations with the Sultan, Eng- 
land must moderate her former 
views. The matter of control of the 
Straits should not present much dif- 
ficulty, for although Turkey would 
prefer Anglo-Turkish administration, 
most likely she will consent to an 
interallied commission, on which, of 
course, she would be represented. 
The problem of Thrace and Smyrna 
is much more muddled. Normally, 
thé population of those districts 
were mainly Turkish, but no plebis- 
cite could have been equitably heli 
since the need for determining arose. 
The attitude hitherto seemed to have 
been that, with the military occupa- 
tion of these districts by Greece, a 
consideration was impracticable. 
Turkey holds the attitude, not illeg- 
ically, that the Allies have converted 
a Turkish into a Greek minority.

menia and also agcainst Smyrna, with 
the object of ciearing the way for a 
junction of the Turkish and Bol- 
shevist armies—an essential prelimi- 
nary to combined operations east-/ 
ward and southward on a large 
scale. This is the threat that M. 
Paillares has been warning against 
and has been trying to point out to 
the Allies. 

Bolshevism and Mohammedanism 
are diametrically opposed. Moslem 
rule is based on the all-embracing 
power of religion, while Bolshevism 
has for its fundamental principle the 
abolition of all religious ideas. The 
Russians and Turks are not likely 
to remain together long, uniess forced 
to by some very urgent pressure. 
There exists, then, a natural safe- 
guard against Bolshevism. Both 
sides of the Caucasus are peopled by 
a population the greater part of 
which is Moslem, making the safe- 
guard doubly certain. 

Apart from the allied interest in 
protecting the minorities in the 
Turkish sphere, England is warned 
that it must protect its policy in 
India, the Bagdad railway and the 
oil concessions in the Caucasus. All 
these matters lie at present in the 
hands of Kemal. M. Paillares con- 
cludes: ‘‘ The whole Oriental prob- 
lem depends on a loyal Angto-French 
understanding. * * * Let us be 
with the English on the Bosporus 
and they will be with us on the 
Rhine.”

THE LONDON LANCET OF AUGUST 19, 1922. 


There are people who are horrified when one 
talks about the human machine. 


There are others who strongly resent being called 
animals. r 


Nevertheless, so far as our bodies are concerned, 
we are certainly members of the animal kingdom, 
and our bodies are constructed and are largely 
operated on mechanical principles. Also the 
government of our bodies and of our lives is to a 
considerable extent on an automatic basis. 


We are not going to get very far in improving 
human health and human living conditions if we 
persist in rating ourselves too high in the scale of 
nature. We are constantly reminded by world 
misery, by disease, by suffering and death of our 
comparative helplessness, of our subordination to 
our environment. 


On the other hand we are gradually learning 
that by dealing with these questions of human 
misery in a practical way, by condescending to 
examine our bodies on mechanical principles, 
along engineering lines, by comparing our bodily 
conditions with those of first class animals and 
noting our defects, very wonderful things can be 
accomplished, indeed things that would have been 
considered impossible a few decades ago. In- 
stead of apathetically accepting the physical disa- 
bilities, disease and physical failure, that afflict 
so many people through the greater part of their 
lives, as the common fate of mankind, we are learn- 
ing that we have power to meet these conditions 
and overcome them. We are learning that even 
in our emotional and psychic lives there is a cer 
tain. degree of mechanism that can become dis- 
ordered in a definite way just as truly as the 
mechanism of a textile mill. 


Every human being is faced by the problems of 
disease, old age and death. The problem of death 
is not the greatest problem, but rather the prob- 
lem of living comfortably and successfully for a 
reasonable period of time. The human machine 
is like other machines in that the essential parts 
must be protected and kept in good running order 
if the life of the mechanism is to be prolonged and 
do its work. 


In the human animal body the important parts 
of the machine are the organs: the heart with its 





numerous blood vessels, the arteries and veins 
ramifying throughout the body; the kidneys which 
carry off poisons, and the liver which destroys 
poisons and assists in storing energy; the nutri- 
tional organs—the stomach and bowels; and pre- 
siding over all of these organs we have the brain, 
the nervous system and the glandular system. The 
muscles and bones form even more emphatically 
a mechanical system of levers and pulleys, a very 
definite engineering plan for doing mechanical 
work. 


We do not have to deny that we have an immortal 
soul in order fairly to face these practical realities 
with regard to the house that we live in. Isn’t it 
a matter of simple common sense to take care of 
this house, or rather this household, and keep it in 
good trim, a fit place to live in, a place well gov- 
erned and worthy of that thinking intelligence 
which is the chief distinction between man and 
the brute? 


After all, we have brave bodies. 


It is remarkable how long they will carry on in 
spite of our stupid neglect, our criminal ignorance, 
our wilful abuse. We should be conterned most 
seriously with the conditions of these organs, 
especially the heart, the blood vessels and the 
kidneys. Up to the time of the influenza epidemic 
disease of these organs was steadily on the increase 
in this country. The mortality figures were so 
confused by the enormous death rate from ‘In- 
fluenza and Pneumonia in 1918 that it is too soon 
to say whether the drop in the death rate from 
these organic diseases is due to the intensified 
campaign against them which the Life Extension 
Institute and others started some years ago, or 
merely to the weeding out that occurred among the 
weaker lives coincident with the epidemic. 


Nevertheless all health authorities are agreed 
that this is the most serious problem that confronts 
preventive medicine—the control of these organic 
diseases; and all are agreed that the best method of 
control, the fundamental method, ts pertodic physical 
overhauling of the body. 


It is of the first importance to detect the early 
signs of disease of these organs, to discern the con- 
ditions that may lead to apoplexy, to Bright’s 
disease, to those apparently sudden deaths that we 
so often have to deplore when they carry off our 
most useful citizens in the prime of.-life. No less 
than 100,000 deaths from these causes occur 
annually in this country between the ages of thirty 
and sixty. 


These are diseases due to faulty living habits, 
chronic infection, chronic poisons. In the majority 
of instances their causes can be traced by careful 
examination along the lines advocated by the Life 
Extension Institute. And always when these 
causes are found there is something to do, there is 
at least some gain to be made by proper medical 
supervision or hygienic regulation.

the cause can be absolutely eradicated and the 
organs saved from injury. 


We are not dealing here with some magic elixir, 
some marvellous transforming process, but with 
direct common-sense realities.

** Secrets ’’ is the work of 
Rudolph Besier and May Edington, and 
thus described in the Daily Tele- 
In ‘* Secrets '’ we have a play which 
can more unreservedly be acclaimed a 
very perfect piece of work. * bd 
At the age of 77 Sir John Cartion 
lies apparently dying in the bed cham- 
ber adjoining his dressing room, where 
the family is assemrbled, awaiting the 
doctor’s verdict. Will the new treat- 
ment succeed or not? That is the 
vital question. Sir John’s devoted 
wife, but a feW years younger than 
himself, has been persuaded to join 
her childrens and rest for awhile. 

There at the doctor’s request she is 
left to herself, on the condition that 
she will be called should her hus- 
band, regaining consciousness, ask for 
her. Then the curtain falls, but not 
before we have learned something of 
her own character as a devoted wife, 
and of that of the man she has loved 
and trusted, despite his transparent 
faults. 

From 1922 we are transported to 
1865. Mary Marlowe has just finished 
dressing for her first .ball, to which 
she is to be accompanied by her 
mother. Suddenly her pompous, over- 
bearing father enters with the as- 
tounding news that they have been 
deceived in believing their child to be 
@ guileless, innocent girl, for has she 
not been carrying on a disgraceful in- 
trigue with John Carlton, a penniless 
zierk in his office? The horror and 
indignation of her commonplace, nar- 
row-minded poe may be imagined. 
Protests and entreaties on her part 
are unavailing; she shall be sent sup- 
perless to bed and in the morning 
dispatched to Peebles, there to remain 
under the charge of her uncle, a 
clergyman as harsh and unbending as 
they themselves, until she recovers 
her reason.

What They Are Doing in Germany. 


RNST LUBITSCH, the maker of | 
K ‘*Passion,”’ ‘‘ Deception’’ and “The | 
Loves of Pharaoh,” has turned to} 
modern stories—but Emil Jannings is 
still a king—says Jerome Lachenbruch | 
in: the course of an interesting letter | 
about films and film folk in Germany. 
Mr. Lachenbruch, whose articles about 
pictures and picture-making in America 
have appeared in these columns and} 
elsewhere, recently went to Berlin to} 
observe the screen there and what lies 
before and behind it. His letter follows: 
“In general, I believe the German 
picture audiences set more store on the 
psychological handling of a story and | 
|less upon the dramatic tension than 
ours do. If a picture happens to have 
strong suspense, along with a keen and | 
logical analysis of character, it imme- 
diately becomes a ‘hit.’ There have 
been a few of this type recently. 

“What is more evident to the casual 
‘American visitor is the richness of scenic 
detail that every director strives for. 
Some of the pictorial qualities of very 
poor productions are so arresting in their 
beauty of composition that one can al- 
most forgive the producer for turning 
out what amounts to junk as motion 
picture. The picture is there, but the 
motion is lacking. 

‘* Besides, the American idea of cen- 
tring interest on a few central charac- 
fers is difficult for the German producers 
to grasp. All the minor details are so 
interesting to them that, by comparison, 
the main theme suffers.

No missionaries have traveled 
more extensively or have shown a more 
whole-hearted devotion to their {deal 
than these zealous apostles of the most 
delightful form of instrumental music. 

“For if ‘music be the thing in the 
world that we love most,’ the string 
quartet is surely its most perfect ex- 
pression. The confraternity 
three descendants of the viol tribe— 
one day the legend will be related how 
the second violin was included at the 
suggestion of the viola and the ’cello to 
show how little they resented the pri- 
macy of the fiddle— has every quality of 
perfection. It will only become eloquent 
when it has ideas to express in accord 
with its own essentially polyphonic na- 
ture. 

“The orchestra may lend itself to 
abrupt transitions and crude emphasis. 
But there are no headlines in quartet 
music. Composers are mortal, and are 
inclined to strain against the severity 
of the quartet form. It is worth not- 
ing that SchUnberg during his time of 
self-imposed discipline turned to the 
quartet as the best means of soaking 
himself in the traditions which his revo- 
lutionary exuberance wished to destroy. 

“The posthumous Beethoven seems to 
be striving to transcend the legitimate 
bounds of the form’s technique. One 
gets this feeling, too, in Debussy ® well- 
known work, and also in the Hugéne 
Coossens ‘ Phantasy Quartet ’—of which 
the Flonzaley Quartet, by the way, gave 
a perfect rendering at the Wigmore 
Hall. One does. not get it in Brahms or 
in Schubert, or in Franck’s masterpiece, 
or in the middle Beethoven. The post~ 
humous quartets, splendid as they are, 
vield before the wonderful Op.

Costumes Alwys Popular.

There are costume 
| balls in New York each year, but few 
| that are exclusive. Most of them are 
public dances where only a few of the 
| socially elect appear. But there is an 
inborn desire in almost every one to don 
| the finery of another day or some bizarre 
costume of théir own imagining, so it 
jis doubtful if entertaining of this nature 
will ever be out of fashion for long. 

One of the brilliant affairs as far back 
as 1875 was a subscription dance at Del- 
|monico’s, then at Fifth Avente and 
Fourteenth Street, with the Astors, 
Whitneys, Oclriches, Rutherfords and 
other prominent families all in costume. 


Now that the hotels have ballrooms in 
which several thousand persons may 
dance or dine, the big entertainment is 
not a matter of difficulty, but in the 
days when Ward McAllister was leading 
New York society, he and his friends 
were hard put to it to find a place 
for their New Years subscription ball 
for 1,200 guests at the opening of 1890. 
They rented the Metropolitan Opera 
House, then fresh and new, the pride 
of the city. The seats in the orchestra 
were removed and the halls and foyers 
elaborately decorated. This was the 
biggest event ever held in New York 
society up to that time and, of course, 
included many who were socially insig- 
nificant.

The interallied veteran movement re- 
ceived impetus from the efforts of the 
late FF. W. Galbraith, férmer National 
Commander of the American Legion. 
Galbraith arranged a Legion pilgrimage 
to France, and, although death pre- 
vented him from leading it, the plans 
were carried out under John G. Emery, 
his successor. The visit of the Legion 
men to their comrades in Belgium, 
France and England did much to ce- 
ment ties of friendship. 

The approaching convention will deal 
with propaganda that is hostile to in- 
Aernational friendship. In England, for 
instance, certain influences work to dis- 
credit the United States. The interal- 
lied veterans will devise a plan to offset 
this influence. They also will use their 
world-wide strength to combat interna- 
tional radicalism.” They have set their 
faces against violent changes. 

The American delegation will explain 
our view of unrestricted immigration. 
Relief of disabled and unemployment 
also will be discussed. The principal 
aim will be to promote international 
good-will. The 15,000,000 men who bore 
the brunt of the last great war have de- 
termined that no political machinations 
shall bring about another.

AVOIDING LIGHTNING. 


OW dangerous is lightning? What 

1H are the chances of being hit by a 

bolt? Where is the safest place 

| during an electrical storm? Where is 
the most dangerous spot? 

Most people have asked those ques- 
ij tions, more or less anxiously, at some 
time or another. An authoritative 
janswer has been obtained from Dr. 
| Charles P. Steinmetz, who produced last 
| Winter what was termed an “ indoor 
| thunderstorm ’’ by means of his light- 
|ning generator. This is what he says 
| about lightning and the danger of it: 
‘“We marvel at lightning, and most of 
lus fear it unreasonably. Of all the 
| lightning flashes generated by a vivid 
|Summer storm less 
| strike the earth. 
|to the sky. 

“Your chances of being hit by a fall- 
ing brick or bitten by a mad dog are 
probably greater than the chance that 
you will be struck dead by Hghtning. I 
understand that about 500 persons are 
killed: by lightning in the United States 
each year. If these figures are correct, 
the chances are around 240,000 to one 
that you will escape that fate. 

‘““There are certain sensible precau- 
tions for any one to heed in a thunder- 
storm. I can think of just three places 
where you will be absolutely safe. One 
is an underground chamber, another is 
a space entirely surrounded by a metal 
network; the last is a_ steel-framed 
building. These are excellent con- 
ductors. They tend to relieve by ‘ silent 
discharges’ the electric strain always 
existing between earth and sky during a 
thunderstorm.

In seeking an 
outlet to the ground, lightning has a 
tendency to jump between two such me- 
tallic bodies, rather than to take a direct 
course through non-conducting mediums. 

‘* A place of special danger is directly 
beneath a hangir.g lamp or globe sus- 
pended from the ceiling by a chain. 


Lightning may follow the chain to its 
end and then jump off. The place where 


a wire clothes line enters a house may 
also be a danger spot, although I think 
this has been overemphasized,”’

1,009 feet a second. If the same sound 
|is sent through the microphone of a 
radio-phone broadcasting station it 
travels through the ether at the same 
speed as light, 186,000 miles a second. 
The circumference of the earth is 25,000 
|miles, so the radio wave carries the 
sound around the world approximate- 
lly seven and one-half times in the twin- 
| Kle of an eye. 

A radio message spoken in New York 
can be heard in Portland, Ore., in one- 
| sixty-second of a second. If sound un- 
aided by radio was capable to carry the 
megsage it would take four and two- 
fifths hours to reach Portland. In that 
time the radio message would be nearly 
three billions of miles out in space, far 
beyond Neptune. It takes eight minutes 
for light to reach the earth from the 
lsun. It would take the same length of 
time for a radio signal to bridge that 
| distance. While the radio message was 
| speeding on toward Old Sol a sound mes- 
|}sage would reach only about 100 miles 
| if it could travel that far. A radio mes- 
sage flashed to the North Star tonight

spark signals, is well known to commer- 
cial operators on ship or shore. Many 
times a vessel only a few miles off the 
Irish Coast will Be able to establish 
communication at night with a station 
along the American shore. Transmis- 
sion may be perfect throughout the 
hours of darkness and then suddenly 
fade as if something was wrong with 
the transmitting or receiving apparatus. 
The experienced operator knows that 
the sudden silence is merely an indica- 
tion of dawn far off in the east where 
the ship is, although the eastern 
may be as black as the west along the 
Atlantic seaboard. Then when darkness 
falls again ti.c ship’s messages return 
probably with greatcr intensity chan the 
night before because it has been moving 
nearer to the United States. 


Spiderweb Coil Set 
PIDERWEB coils, so named because 
S their shape and windings resemble 
the web spun by a spider, are gain- 
ing in favor with the radio enthusiasts 
who construct thelr own sets, due to the 
simple and inexpensive construction and 
extreme selectivity afforded in tuning. 


Amateurs using spiderweb coils in New 
York and vicinity find it possible to tune 


out near-by high-powered broadcasting | 


gtations and pick up melodies originat- 
ing hundreds of miles away. 

Figure 1 is the wiring diagram of 2 
single tube detector set in which spider- 


web coils are employed for tuning. This | 


set has been tested in connection with 
“an antenna 100 feet in length, located on 
Long Island, twelve miles from 
York. Radiophone concerts were picked 
up with great clearness during the last 
week from Atlanta, Ga.; St.-Louis, Mo.; 
Louisville, Ky.; Indianapolis, Ind.; 
Pittsburgh, Pa.; Davenport, Iowa, and 
all the Eastern stations.

The spiderweb coils 
can be made 
Hither stiff cardboard, thin fibre 
ings. If cardboard is used, do not gét 
expensive material, for it is apt to be 
loaded with substances which are con- 
ductors of electricity, causing shortage 
or leakage. Ordinary cardboard is best 
and an ideal method to make it aamp- 
proof is to paint or dip it in collodion. 
If cotton-covered wire is used, paint the 
coil when finished with collodion, to in- 
sure protection from moisture. 

Do not use paraffin, as it will tend 
to increase the distributed capacity. 
name! wire is recommended for supe- 
rior results, because such wire will have 
no tendency to absorb moisture. In 
winding inductance coils with enamel 
wire care should be taken to separate 
the turns by at least one-thirty-second 
of an inch,'so as to reduce the distrib- 
uted capacity. 

The coils are four inches in diameter. 
Tieven slits, two inches deep, were cut 
in the cardboard, but a smaller number 
can be used with satisfactory results.

A small fixed condenser shunted 
across the phones also acts as a by-pass 
condenser, and in many cases eliminates 
noises which otherwise would be heard 
in the phones. Some single tube regen- 
erative sets render better results when 
a bridging condenser is shunted directly 
across the phones and ‘“ B’’ battery. 
A small fixed condenser of .0005 mfd 
capacity should be used in the grid cir- 
cuit.

HE Boy Scouts of New York will 
play an important part le repre- 
senting, during Safety Wek, the 
cause of children. The Safety 
Institute of America has appoint- 

ed a Public Safety Committee of 100 
citizens, with Elbert H. Gary as Chair- 
mee to carry on this work. In accord- 
ance with the proclamation of Mayor 
Hylan, Safety Week will be observed 
from Oct. 8 to 14 

Tomorrow has been designated Chil- 
dren’s Day in the program. Fifteen 
thousand Scouts will parade and hold 
other public demonstrations to impress 


upon spectators the necéssity to co-oper- 
ate in saving children from injury and 
death by accident. Troop ‘after troop 
will swing into line bearing banners 
that emphasize the need for safety. Each 
boy will wear a button inscribed, 
** Don’t get hurt! I am helping to make 
New York safe. Are you?”’ 

The girls’ scouting organizations will 
demonstrate the 1,054 avoidable acci- 
dents in the last year which resulted in 
the death of children. Major Ralph P. 
Buell, formerly of the Twenty-seventh 
Division, A. E. F., and now attached to 
the Seventh Regiment, has been desig- 
nated by the Gary committee as Marshal 
of the parade, with Captain James H. 
Beard as aid. By order of Superinten- 
dent of Schools Ettinger, all Scouts 
upon presentation of their registration 
cards. will be excused from school for 
the exercises. The Catholic schools also 
will co-operate. 

On the reviewing stand will be Mayor 
Hylan, Judge Gary, Franklin D. Roose- 
Velt, Vice President of the Greater New 
York Committee .of the Boy Scouts; 
James E. West, Chief Scout Executive: 
Barron G. Collier, Chairman of the Boy 


Scout Foundation of Greater New York, | 
and other guests repr cating industrial | 


and civic organizations, 

The parade wilt form at 10: o’clock at 
Forty-third Stréet and Fifth’ Avenue, 
whence it will proceed. to Seventy-sec- 
ond Street, then to Sheeps’ Meadow in 
Central Park.

account of the number of cases of life- | 


saving and heroism, the problem of se- 
lecting those who have qualified has 
been one of the most perplexing that 
have come before the Gary Committee. 


In addressing the representatives of the | 


organizations making these selections, 
Mr. Collier compared one Scout who 
rushed into a burning building and 
saved six lives with one who had 


plunged through ice into a lake and} 
Saved one child but had lost his own| 
life in doing so. ‘‘ How can the heroism | 


of these two acts be measured?’’ he 
asked. The boys sélected.as meriting 


this important recognitién will be her- | 
alded as the bravést in New York. “‘ We! 
must consider not what. was the result} 


of the boys’ action—that is, the number 
of lives saved—but the personal risk to 
the Scout.”’ 

Among outstanding cases that have 
been under consideration are the fol- 
lowing: 

A thirteen-year-old member of Troop 
149, Manhattan, by presence of mind 
and application of Scout training, saved 
an eight-year-old ‘girl from being 
burned to death. He was on his way to 
a baseball game when he saw a girl 
playing around a bonfire. The wind 
took a sudden turn and her dress 
caught fire. The Scout tried to smothe 
the flames, then wrapped the girl in 
his coat, rolled her on the grass, and 
extinguished the fire. 


Saved When Ice Broke. 


At Booth’s Pond, South Elmhurst, L. 
1., last January, a member of a Queens 
Troop saved a girl from drowning. 

The boy was playing near a pond 
when the ice gave way and the girl 


fell in. He crept along the ice to the} 
broken edge, took hold of her hair and | 
dragged her up until he could reach her | 


arm, then pulled her out to the embank- 
ment.

Boy Rescues Boy. 
At Greenwood Lake, N. Y., a boy 


playing on a dock, attempted to lift an} 


oar. The weight made him lose his 


balance and he fell into the water, He/| 


was sinking the second time when a 
tenderfoot of Troop 738, Brooklyn 
gripped him by his bathing suft and 
swam to the shore. Both boys were ex- 
hausted.

An Hagle Scout of Troop 81, Brooklyn,

cue. While on. the bank of a stream 
he heard his name called fron the water.

‘“‘T dashed through the berry bushes 
and dove into the lake, I reached him 
as he was coming tp the third time, and 


happened to be right in front of him. | 
He quickly swung both arms around my | 


neck and gripped me with a strangle 
hold Realizing my danger, I took a deep 
breath, let myself sink, and while sink- 
ing pushed the palm of my hand in -his 
face and brought my knee into his 
atomach. He presently let go. I pushed 


him up and I went down. I came up} 


behind him and caught him under the 
armpits and took him ashore by clasp- 
ing my hands over his ears and swim- 
ming backward. { got him on 
Jand he was very weak, but after about 


fifteen minutes’ rest, he was strong| 


enough to go back to camp. 

** He hadn’t known how to swim very 
long, and he said ihe reason for his 
going down was that he had been swim- 
ming around and wag beginning to get 
tired. Not realizing the depth, he tried 
to touch bottom. When he felt himself 
sink, he got frightened, lost control and 
went down.”’

Coney Island Here. 


A second-class Scout of Troop 75, 
Brooklyn, was in bathing at Coney Is- 
land. Near him was a twelve-year-old 
girl, who had been paddling around on 
water wings. She took off the wings 
and went beyond her depth. The Scout 
heard the girl calling, and thought at 
first it was in fun, but when @ woman 
appealed to him he responded. 

**T grabbed her,”’ said the boy, when 
asked about the rescue, ‘an was 
swimming to shore when a fellow who 
was standing by ponwes in and helped 
me to bring her in.”’ The Scout added: 
‘My life was not in danger.’’ But wit- 
nesses did not. dismiss the rescue as & 
trivial matter. When the girl reached 
shore she was unconscious for five min- 
utes.

I did all his reading for him. Willmoore 
}often disturbed us by crying to be 
| saaped. It occurred to us to give him 
|his father’s typewriter. 
| ‘* Picking away at the keys of the 
| machine, Willmoore gradually learned 
| the entire alphabet, and, almost before 

we knew it, was putting letters together 
into words and:joining words into sen- 
tences. I am sure there was never any 
consciousness of tiresome mental effort 
in his early training. It was all play) 
for the boy, and it kept him so amused 
that his father and f were left free to 
go on with our reading, stopping only 
at first to tell him a new letter and 
later the spelling of words.”’ 

The Associated Press continues the 
story: 

‘* Willmoore’s entry into the public 
schools at the age of four came as a 
result of a chance call of the City School 
Superintendent at Hartshorne, Okla., 
where the Rev. Mr. Kendall was sta- 
tioned. The lad was reading aloud from 
Hawthorne's ‘Tanglewood Tales’ when 
the teacher entered the room. The 
visitor was attracted by his rapid and 
expressive pronunciation. 

“*“What grade will you be in this 
year?’ he asked the child. 

‘Mrs. Kendall explained that her son 
was but four years old and had not 
entered school. Upon the insistence of 
the Superintendent, the boy started his 
school work the following Fall.’’ 

Young Kendall is still fond of reading. 
Dickens, Scott and Stevenson are his 
favorite authors. He also reads much 
current literature and history. Science 
and mathematics he finds extremely 
difficult. He is enthusiastic about 
music, and, although he has never had 
regular instruction, he. plays the flute 
well, taking part in his father’s church

It is a somewhat sinister 
array, with: a half dozen blackjacks 
made of lead and hard rubber, sugges- 
tive of nightly attacks, and ugly wea- 
pons such as pieces of lead pipe, open 
knives, sharpened thin, twisted wire 
made into a substitute blackjack, leather 
straps and longshoremen’s hooks, to say 
nothing of questionable headache pow- 
Gers, probably containing ‘‘ dope.”’ 

But this collection does not mean that 
the majority of the boys ere thugs, for 
it represents only a small percentage of 
those admitted. Most of the boys are 
habitual truants and exceptionally mis- 
chievous, but not really dangerous. But 
any of these are likely to develop, if 
not taken in time, into parasites of so- 
ciety, ready for temptation of all sorts. 
Several formidable street gangs have 
been wiped out by the influence of the 
school and the support of the police.

BETHMANN 
HE fight over the German Naval 
bill grew steadily hotter. I hap- | 
pened at this time to meet at | 
Cuxhaven Dr. von Burchard, | 
President of the Hamburg Sen- 
ate,“ whom I respected greatly, as he| 
was the very model of an aristocratic 
citizen of a Hanseatic city, and whe} 


had often been consulted by me in polite | 
cal matters. I described to him the en- 
course of the affair and the dis-} 
putes in Berlin as to the introduction or 
non-introduction of the bill, and asked | 
him then to tell me, with his usual com- 
plete frankness, what he thought the 
right thing to do in the interest of the | 
national welfare, since I greatly desired 
to hear an objective opinion, uninflu- 
enced by the rival camps of Berlin. 

Dr. Burchard replied in his clear, keen, | 
pointed, convincing manner that it was

Countercharges of Cheating. 


Soon news also came from Ballin that 
the matter was not going well in Eng- 
Jand* that, according to information re- 
ceived, a dispute had arisen about the 
agreement; that there was dissatisfac- 
tion with Haldane, who, it was said, had | 
let himself be cheated by Tirpitz! This: 
was plain evidence of the indignation | 
felt because Virpitz had not watked into 
the trap and simply let the bill drop, 
and that Haldane had been unable to 
serve up the bill to the English Cabinet 
on a platter at teatime. It is useless to] 
fay that there was any “ cheating’ on 
Germany’s part, but the reproach leveled 
at Haldane justifies the suspicion that 
his instructions were that he should seek 
to ‘cheat ’’ the Germans. Since his fel- 
low-countrymen thought that the reverse 








was true, one can but thank Admiral 
von Tirpitz most sincerely for having 
correctly asserted the German stand- 


point to the benefit of our Fatherland. 

Toward the end of March the fight} 
#bout the bill took on such violence that 
finally the Chancellor, on the 22d, asked 
me for his dismissal as I stepped out 
of the vault in the Charlottenburg Park. 
After long consultation and after I had 
told him Dr. Burchard’s view, the Chan- 
cellor withdrew his request. 

When, some time afterward, I paid a 
visit to Herr von Bethmann in his gar- 
den, I found him quite overcome and 
holding in his hand a message from Lon- 
don. It contalned the entire disavowal 
of the verbal note delivered by Cassel, 
the withdrawal of the offer of neutrali- 
ty, as well as of every other offer, and 
at the end the advice that I should not 
dismiss Herr von Bethmann from the 
Imperial Chancellorship since he en- 
joyed to a marked degree the confidence 
of the British Government !* 


"In the manuscript as -received by 
‘Tue Times the words ‘‘ should not ”’ are 
#xnitted, and the passage reads that Eng- 
yand advised Bethmann’s dismissal from 
the Chancellorship. This seems to be 
a clerical error. It appears not only 
from Tirpitz’s book, but from _ the ex- 
Kaiser's own Comparative Historical 
Tables, published last year, that the 
recommendation, in whatever form or 
language, was really that Bethmann be 
retained, as given in the amended text 
above. Haldane, while in Berlin, had got 
the impression that Bethmann was like- 
ly to be dismissed in the dispute over 
the naval bill and replaced by Tirpitz, 
which probably explains the British 
action.

The: Skagerrak (Jutland) battle 
proved what the fleet meant and what 
it was worth. That battle would have 
meant annihilation for England if the 
Reichstag had not refused up to 1900 all 
proposals for strengthening the navy.

Before we take our leave of Haldane 
I wish to touch upon another episode 
in his activities. In 1906 he came, with 
the permission of the German Govern- 
ment, to Berlin, to inform himself con- 
cerning the Prussian defense conditions, 
recruiting, general staff, &c.

Christians, 
and Mohammedans are represented in 
equal numbers, 

The custom of “‘vendetta’’ is an 
ancient one, sanctified by tradition, 
which is, no less true of robbery and 
cattle stealing. Agriculture is still in 
@ backward stage of development, 
farming is in its infancy, the imple- 
ments used therein date from before 
the flood. 

The head man of. the clan dispenses 
justice in the open, under the village 
tree, as it used to be done once upon 
a time among the ancient Germans.

Every man is armed and most are ex- 


cellent shots. Whenever the head man 
of the clan turns up while on a horse- 
back tour through his territory in some | 
hamlet, the inhabitants expect a bless- 
ing from him in the form of jingling 
coins, which sometimes are scattered 
about by him from the saddle.

Requirements of a Ruler. 


During the time that the Prince of 
Wied was making his preparations the 
excellently written pamphlet of an Aus- 
trian General Staff officer, dealing with 
his travels in Albania, appeared. The 
officer described, in a lHvely and clear 
style, the geographical and climatic 
drawbacks, the population and customs, 
the general poverty and backwardness 
of the land. 


He pointed out that a future ruler of 
the land must in no circumstances 
reside on the coast, but must show him- 
self to the inhabitants and travel about 
in the country. Owing to the primitive 
means of transportation, he went on, the 
lord of the land must sit all day on 


| self with a wandering camp, with tents 


of gold. The ruler must be sure, the} 
author continued, t@ bind some of the| 
clans of the region’ closely to himself, | 
so as to have at his beck and call an! 
armed force for asserting his will and | 
overcoming any opponents wishing to | 
rebel, since this was the only way to 
maintain his power, in view of the utter 
lack of “‘troops’’ or an “army” in 
the European sense of the word. 

This meant that the ruler of Albania 
must lead at first a nomadic, horse- 
back life, and, in addition, provide him-

I advised my cousin urgently to study 
this pamphlet and to follow its recom- 
mendations, especially with regard to 
his residence, which should be fixed at 
some point as far as possible from the 
warships of the powers, in order that he 
might not be forced to act, under their 
pressure and arouse suspicion among the 
Albanians that their ruler needed these 
ships for protection against his sub- 
jects. Did the Prince ever read the 
pamphlet? In any event, the course 
adopted by him subsequently was con- 
trary to its advice and the advice given 
him by me. 

The Prince and his wife journeyed to 
Albania, and things turned out as I had 
foreseen. According to reports describ- 
ing the arrival of the sovereign couple,

as the Empress Frederick used to ‘call 
him—which won unanimous approval. 
Only the Building Academy opposed 
®wearisome objections, stating that the 
'** White Drawing Room” ought to be 
preserved ‘‘in its old historical béeauty,’’

CURIOUS race is 
A the site of Fort Washington 
upper Manhattan between local 
higtorians and the builders of apartment 
holises. This historic ground has been 
little changed in a é¢entuty and a half, 
The city which once lay far to the 
south gradually spread northward and 
reached the site of the old fort, but 
passed it by, And occupied the land far- 
ther to thé north. Today, however, this 
region is being cut up into streets, and 
is soon to be occupied by rows of 
apartment houses. The region is rieh in 
historie relics ‘of the Revolution, Which 
will soon bé buried for all time beneath 
rows of bulldings. Meanwhile loeal an- 
tiquarians are diligently digging, work- 
ing against time, so t6 speak, in order 
to preserve what they ean of the past. 


The site of the famous fort is there- 
fore béing turned up at present by two 
classes of workers. One of these, and 
the mofe numerous of the two, is the 
gangs of workmén equipped With steam 
shovels and automobile trucks who are 
excavating for the new streets and the 
sewers and pipes which go with them. 
The second group of workers may be 
seen gathered about deep holes, which 
they dig at frequent intervals through- 
out the aéction. Bvery shovelful of earth 
taken from these holes is sifted as care- 
fully as though it were rich in gold. 
What remains at the bottoms of the 
sieves is inspéoted by the historians with 
eager attention, Many Interesting relies 
of the past are thus unearthed. which 
throw @ new light upon the stirring his- 
tory of the locality. 

On any clear Sunday groups of Inter- 
ested spectators may be seen gathered 
about these excavations, watching the 
progress of the work. The commonest 
felica found are the buttons once worn 
on the unfforma of the soldiers.

Conditions in California. 


California was among the last to feel 
the change during the recent business 
depression, according to Frederick H. 
Colburn, Secretary of the California 
| Bankers’ Association. Due to the fact 
ithat ‘California is distinctly an agri- 
cultural State and that people must eat 
whether times are or bad, busi- 
} ness. was not noticeably affected. Crops 
have been good and prices have been 
satisfactory, except in the case of rice 
and beans. Seasonal loans are well 
paid up and the banks which were re- 
discounting with Federal Reserve banks 
are now pretty clear. 

The great difficulty in California is 
the impossibility of obtaining  suf- 
ficient freight cars to move the crops. 
Owing to their perishable nature im- 
mediate action was necessary. Fruit 
canneries have been working night and 
bottling pears, apricots and 
peaches. Much of the fruit has been 
saved by processing (drying) and dis- 
tribution can then be accomplished at 
leisure. The present outlook would in- 
dicate that by the time the raisin crop 
is ready for the market shipping facfli- 
ties will have increased. The raisin 
crop is enormous and there will be at 
least three pounds of raisins for every 
man, woman and child in the country, 
as there are well over 300,000,000 
pounds.

And to make matters 
worse, Sir Lionel Carden, who had 
shown strong anti-American views, was 
named British Envoy to Mexico City. It 
became Page’s duty to change the Brit- 
ish policy toward Huerta and have Car- 
den transferred. He did both, but not 
without much trouble, in which he took 
Bryan to task for lack of efficient ad- 
ministration in the State Department. 

Page was asked if he would like to 
come home as Secretary of Agriculture, 
and in reply he summed up many rea- 
sons for and against, the expense being 
one of his principal troubles. And he 
also had this to say: 

“Now another matter, with which I 
| shall not bother the President—he has 
enough to bear on that score. It was 


the other day that Mr. Bryan would de- 
liver a lecture here, and probably in 
each of the principal Huropean capitals 
|} on peace.’ Now, God restrain me from 
saying, much moré from doing, any- 
thing rash. But if I’ve got to go home 
at all, I’'4 rather go before he. comes.

In 
Germany he was discouraged and in 
England nobody believed theré was any 


need to hurry. That was in June, 1914. 
The whole world knows what happéned 
|in August. Page's letters on thésé mo- 
mentous days already have been pub- 
lished in World’s Work and are now.in 
book form. On Aug. 9 Page wrote the 
President: 

‘““T shall never forget Sir Edward 
while he wept: * * * nor the King as 
he declaimed at me for half ah hour and 
threw up his hands and said, ‘My God, 
Mr. Page, what elsé could we do?’ ”’ 

In a memorandum written after at- 

itending the service at St. Paul’s in mem- 
ory of Lord Kitchéner, Pagé said: 

:* There were two Kitcheners, as every 
informed person knows—(1) thé popular 
{hero and (2) the Cabinet Minister with 
{whom it was impossible for his asso¢i- 
jates to get along. He made his ad- 
ministrativé career as an autocrat c*al- 
ing with dependent and inferior peoples. 
This experience fixed his habits and 
made it impossible for him to do téam 
work or to delegate work or even to in- 
form his associates of what he had done 
or was doing. While, thérefore, his 
name raised a great army, he was in 
|many ways a hindrance in the Cabinet. 

‘‘Now, just how much truth there is 
in all this, one has to guéss; but un- 
| doubtedly a good deal. Ho did much in 
| raising thé army, but his name did more. 
What an extraordinary situation! The

Remedy of George E. Roberts

IZlH the mark dropping lower |

of many neople today is: What 
is the solution to this problem? That 
it is a highly involved problem everv- 
bodv agrees. That it can be solved the 
banking .mind of the world seems to 
agree. Or at least that is what Is re- 


ported. What is lacking, however, it ts | 


declared, is a common-sense attitude on 
the part of the great world public which 
would make possible the steps toward 
financial disentanglement. 

Adjustment of German indemnities anil 
the floating of an international loan are 
the outstanding features of the plan for 
a solvent Germany. In an 


President of the National City Bank, 
explained the sanity of such a  pro- 
cedure. 


‘There is no point talking about the | 


stability of the German mark,” he be- 
gan, ‘‘ until you create.the confidence 
in-the mind of the German that he can 
make it stable. Just as long 
German feels that he is in debt beyond 


redemption he cannot and will not make | 


the move to free himself of his burden. 


According to the consensus of the best | 


ininds on the subject, the amount of 
indemnities exacted from Germany is 
beyond her power to pay. From the 


point of view of abstract justice it may 


be right and proper to insist that Ger- | 


many should pay the orice demanded 
from her at Versailles, but from the 
point of view of common sense it gets 


nowhere. She can’t do it. That is all 
there is to it. 
“The question today is not what 


should she pay, but what can she pay. 
Ieverybody is satisfied that the 
demanded by France lie beyond 
realm of possibility. The bankers 
New York are agreed upon that: 
bankers of London are agreed upon 
that, and let it be whispered softly, the 
bankers of Paris practically admit it. 
What is most unhappy in this situation, 


in 


however, is the fact that the German 
mind also is confident that it cannot 
pay. 


‘‘T repeat, that is the unhappy aspect 
of the situation. A nation is made up 


of the collective mind of its individuals. | 


An individual can do a great deal 
toward forcing his way through an en- 
tanglement of handicaps if he thinks 


he can. That after all is the religion of 
the day. He can who thinks he can. In 
the’ same manner the opposite holds 


true. He can’t who thinks he can’t. The 
German is not different from other peo- 
ple. So heavy is the task of clearing up 
the débris and so impossible does it 
seem that he can’t get interested in the 
proposition. He has no confidence in 
himself. He knows that the world is 
against him, he knows that at every 
turn there is a hand reached out in de- 
mand of money: he sees nothing but 
failure, so he decides to make the best 
of failure and—he prints paper marks. 
These postwar years have brought a 
strange phenomenon to:the eyes of the 
world. We see three Governments, Rus- 
sia, Austria and Germany, supported 
by- printing presses instead of by tax- 
wtion or other legitimate sources of in- 
come, 
The Question of Exports. 

‘*‘ Germany can pay, it is asserted in 
some quarters, as soon as she gains an 
export balance. By this is meant that 
Germany can pay when her exports and 
shipping exceed in value the amount of 
goods she imports. True. Germany 
can create credits by selling goods. She 
can ship a vast amount of instruments 
and dyes, for instance, to the United 
States or England, and the money, in- 
stead of going to Germany, would by 
the Reparation Commission be trans- 
ferred to her creditors.

At the outbreak of the war} 
the Reichsbank’s gold reserve was about! 
43 per cent. of its outstanding notes andj 
the mark was exchangeable for the dol- 
lar at the rate of about four to one. 
On June 30, 1922, the exchange rate was

basis the Reichsbank’s gold reserve ap- 
proximated 60 per cent. Now the mark 
stands about 1,400 to the dollar, the

{Mr. Roberts. ta The Yale Reveiw of 
this month, R C. Leffingwell, formerly 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
has an article’on the question. The fol- 
lcwing passage succinctly gives his 
opinion on the German indemnity ques- 
tion: 
| ‘““No one will cver know what Ger- 
many could have done toward making 
reparation to-France if promptly after 
the armistice, nearly four years ago, the 
sum to be paid had been fixed within 
Germa ® capacity and she had been 
provided with working capital sufficient 
te start her industries going. ‘The $15,- 
000,000,000 estimate of the American 
peace delegation and the $10,000,000,000 
estimate of Keynes both seem high now. 
By imposing first an unlimited ana 
then an impossible burden upon Ger- 
manv the Allies destroyed the remnant 
of German morale and German credit 
and gravely impaired Germany's abil- 
ity “to make reparation. 

“The process of economic and moral 
deterioration has proceeded so far in 
Germany as to make it doubtful whether 
she can at any early date develop a 
great favorable balance in the interna- 
tional account and thus enable herself 
to make important payments on repara- 
tions. If she could it would be a grave 
question for the Allies to consider 
whether they could afford to press Ger- 
many to develop to such a favorable 
balance and thus put her in an advan- 
tageous position in relation to the 
world’s trade which might become a 
position of dominance when her suc- 
cessful efforts had lifted the reparations 
load altogether.’”’ 

Norman H. Davis, who was a mem- 
ber of the Reparation Commission and 
was special adviser to the Treasury De- 
partment during the war, holds the 
same view as Mr. Roberts and Mr. 
Leffingwell on the question of reduction 
of indemnity,

A strange friendship grows up between 
the Captain and the missionary. Black 
Pawl scoffs at the other's beliefs, but 
evident 
sincerity. He tells Samuel Poor of his 
past life, making no attempt to gloss 
over the evil he has done, and asks: 
‘* What will your God say to that?’’ The 
missionary does not answer the question, 
but merely says: ‘‘I am sorry for you, 
Black Pawl.’’ He explains that he is not 
sorry for what is past, but for that 
which is sure to come. For the man of 
the Church knows that Red Paw! hates 
his father, and that Black Pawl both 
loves aw: hates his son. And therein 
lie the elements of tragedy.

HE problem which Hamilton Fyfe |

Tree’’ is an extremely delicate 
one, and a moment's fumbling

|}some of the younger novelists seem to 
| consider requisite in modern fiction. It | 
is a compliment to Mr Fyfe’s skill and 
artistry to point out that he has avoided 
such pitfalls and completed a_ story 
which deserves the most serious consid- 
| eration. His characterizations are astute, | 
his situations arise naturally enough | 
and his dialogue, through which most} 


| is exceptionally realistic and well done. 
Two women are the protagonists of 
“The Fruit of the Tree,’’ although the 
man whose happiness lies in their hands 
remains the.central point of the action. 
Muriel Oversedge, brought up in a 
household where the mother gives birth 
to children year after year until her 
weakened body refuses to sustain life 
any longer, seeks to avoid the burden 
of children after she marries. Her 
philosophy, crystallized in an unhappily 
overbreeding ménage, convinces her that 
she may live on a purely platonic basis 
with her husband. The husband, a 
normal man, does what most normal 
husbands do in such situations and ac- 
quires a mistress. Margaret, the other 
woman, lives happily enough in the 
country with her natural children until 
she is brought face to face with the 
wife, and revelations ensue. Mr. Iryfe 
presents his theme In such a dispas- 
slonate and objective manner that he 
leaves the problem rather unanswered. 
We may guess that he Jeans in sym- 
pathy toward Margaret, although there 
is much to be said for Muriel’s side of 
the triangle. The eventual adjustment 
of the characters in this novel is uncon- 
ventional at least. 


A novel more melodramatic in its ten- 
dencies and written on a lower literary 
scale, but yet extremely entertaining, 
is ‘‘ Two Shall Be Born,”’ by Marie Con- 
way Oemler. Here is a book which has 
a desolate corner of Courland for the 
scene of its first hundred or more pages, 





and then transfers its action into the 
congested east side of New York. 


Polish, German and Russian conspira- 
tors play an important part in the ac- 
tion, and the reader’s sympathy is en- 
listed.for the freedom of Poland. Marya 
Jadwiga Zuleska, the daughter of Count 
Zuleska, is the heroine, and the hero, 
who, by the way, does not appear until 
a third of the book has been read, is no 
less than a New York traffic cop. Of 
course, he is‘no common type. Besides 
being the son of Alderman Kelly, he-is 
also an extremely handsome man of 
Greek-like proportions. How he comes 
in contact with the little Countess and 
gets involved in the whirling chain of 
conspiracy which ends in the now fa- 
mous tragedy of Serajevo, forms the 
tale, which develops plentiful thrills be- 
fore the end. Mrs. Oemler possesses a 
knack of sustaining the reader's interest 
at a high pitch, and the book should 
prove to be one of the most popular of 
the season's light novels. 

It has been remarked before that 
when Christopher Morley is good, he ts 
very good, but when he is bad, he is 
awful. The unevenness of Mr. Morley’s 
work is undoubtedly due to the fact that 
he writes altogether too much.

He runs into ad- 
ventures galore. The reader will find 
much to hold his interest in this story, 
which is told in a light and sparkling 
style, and not a few surprises. 

Margaret Peterson has selected an 
isolate corner of East Africa for the 
scene of her latest novel, ‘‘ Dust of De- 
sire.’"”

‘‘ Who Is Sylvia?’’ by Marion Ames 
Taggart, is written by a veteran author 
of books for girls. Miss Taggart has no 
less than forty-five volumes to her 
eredit. This new volume is a sequel to 
‘*Cgaptain Sylvia,’ and it presents the 
little heroine of that novel at the !m- 


portant age of 18. It is the _ sort 
of fiction that is generally dubbed 
charming, the situations being simple 


and the book depending on its whimsi- 
calities and gentle humor for its popu- 
larity. Miss Taggart is well aware of 
the type of story that appeals most to 
young girls, and she develops Sylvia 
into a bubbling young personage that 
should quite win their hearts. Possess- 
ing, as she does, a penchant for sequels, 
there is no doubt that the career of 
Sylvia will be carried on in future 
volumes. 

The long-suffering Great Northwest is 
again introduced into a novel, this time 
‘‘The Timber Pirate,’’ by Charles Chris- 
topher Jenkins. Acey Smith, the par- 
ticular pirate of this story, is obsessed 
by a solitary desire—revenge. Crossing 
this desire is the ever-present girl in the 
care. Mr, Jenkins handles his theme in 
a vigorous manner and manages to in- 
ject a deal of thrill into it, although 
it should be pointed out that much bet- 
ter novels of the Great Northwest have 
been written. The author is not a Rex 
Beach by any means; still he has his 
moments, and many readers, particu- 
larly those addicted to the virile school 
of fiction, will find much to please them 
in it. 

H. A. Cody, no relation to Buffalo 
Bill, is to be congratulated upon ‘' The 
King’s Arrow,” an extremely stirring 
tale of life in Nova Scotia among Ameri- 
can Loyalists who fled across the line 
at the close of the Revolution. ‘‘ The 
King’s Arrow’’ is Dane Norwood, a 
courageous son of the wild, who always 
turns up in the nick of time to protect 
Jean from Indians on the warpath, 
stirred up by the rebel Slashers. There 
are exciting fights, long chases, and all 
the frontier hardships of one of the 
most picturesque periods in the history 
of America. The book is particularly 
interesting because it presents in a sym- 
pathetic fashion the Loyalist side of the 
aftermath of the American Revolution. 

Virginia Watson’s ‘‘ With La Salle 
the Explorer,’’ beautifully printed, {il- 
lustrated and boxed, is described by its 
title. It is the story of a boy who ac- 
companies La Salle from France to the 
New World, is captured, together with a 


little girl, by the Indians, has many ex- 
citing adventures before he escapes, 
finds La Salle in the wilderness and 
accompanies him on his arduous jour- 
neys until the death of the great French- 
man. The book, of course, affords op- 
portunity for an abundance of authentic 
history, and any one reading it will im- 
bibe a vivid picture of La Salle and his 
activities in opening up America. This 
bit of fictionized history should be par- 
ticularly pleasing to boys, and the book 
will make an exceilent gift,

We have all heard the saying, “‘ When 
in Rome do as the Romans do!” and the 
wise remark appended, ‘“but be sure 
that they do.’’ Some such precaution 
should be added to the very ancient 
principle, ‘‘ Usage establishes a law.” 
It is nothing uncommon nowadays to 
have lexicographers tell us that by usage 
it has become correct to say, ‘It is 
me”’ and ‘I aint.’’ 

Now in regard to the law of usage in 
language it should be remembered that | 
@ language cannot be used as an in- | 
tegral thing by those who do not knuw 
hbew to use it. They may use a part, 
which does not constitute the whole. | 
So in speaking of, this principle in | 
language it should be quoted thus: New 
words, idioms and idiomatic expres- 
sions are estaviished in a language 
when they are univarsaily accepted 
among those who aye recognized as 
masters of that language.

THE AMERICAN INDIAN SUMMER 
| To the Editor of The New York Times; 

Indian Summer did not suggest to the 
first settlers of our country Fall rains, 
green pastures and the beautifully tint- 
ed foliage, but rather prowling, stealing 
and massacring Indians {in the warm 
spells which sometimes followed the first 
cold weather and snow. No doubt the 
Indians did at times set fire to the dry 
grasses and vegetation and thereby se- 
cured fresh pastures for their ponies 
after the rains in the late Fall for a few 
weeks; but they set fire to the grasses 
and underbrush more often as a means 
of driving the game into the open that 
they might gather their supply of meats 
for the Winter. But this custom did 
not give rise to the term Indian Sum- 
mer. The name is now given to that 
period of hazy, warm weather which 
often succeeds the first cold weather of 
Fall,“ and. people interested in the be- 


ginnings of our history should know its { 


original significance as used by the 
first settlers. 

According to Joseph Doddridge in his 
‘* Notes on the settlement and Indian 
wars of the western parts of Virginia 
and Pennsylvania from 1763 to 1783,’’ 
the following was the origin of the term: 

The first settlers moving into the prim- 
eval forest usually established forts or 
stockades where they lived a group life 


for mutual protection and assistance 
during the Spring, Summer and early 
Fall. From the fort or stockade, the 


men went out into the’ forests, staked 
out their claims, made their clearings, 
built their cabins. and barns and put 
in their crops by day, returning to the 
stockade for the night. During this 
same period of the year, the Indians left 
their villages and went out into the 
forests, along the streams and by the 
lakes fishing and hunting. During peace- 
ful times the settlers had little to fear 
from the Indians except their stealing 
proclivities, but in war times they had 
tc guard themselves with firearms when 
‘at work on their clearings and also keep 
watch at night about their stockades. At 
the onset of Winter, particularly if 
there was a hard freeze and early snow, 
the Indians would leave the trail and 
return to their villages for the Winter. 
The settlers had the reverse habit of 
taking their families, stock, provisions 
and household equipment rom the 
stockades out to their individual homes 
on the clearings for the Winter, while 
the Indians would be kept in their vil- 
lages by the cold weather, 

Doddridge says: 

“To our forefathers the gloomy 
months of Winter were more pleasant 
than the zephyrs and flowers of May. 
It, however, sometimes happened, after 
the apparent onset of Winter, the 
weather became warm; the smoky time 
commenced and lasted for a considérable 
number of days. This was the Indian 
Summer, because it afforded the Indians 
ancther opportunity of visiting the set- 
tlements with their destructive warfare. 
The melting of the snow saddened every 
countenance, and the genial warmth of 
the sun chilled every heart with horror. 
The apprehension of another visit from 
the Indians, and of being driven back to 
ths detested fort, was painful in the 
highest degree, and the distressing ap- 
prehension was frequently realized. 

“Toward the latter. part of February 
we commonly had a fine spell of open 
warm weather, during which the snow 
melted away.

Incidents in the enforcement of our 
present liquor laws have brought to the 
front certain questions of jurisdiction on 
the seas. Unfortunately, there seems to 
be.a dominant tendency to discuss this 
matter as if the liquor phase of it were 
the main thing, and not merely. acci- 
| dental. This, I submit, is not the way 
to arrive at the truth, and to conserve 
important national and international in- 

terests. 

Under present conditions of sea traf- 
fic, as well as of military and naval 
development, the three-mile limit with- 


in which each nation has complete juris- 
diction along its own coast is far too 
small, and the twelve-mile limit suggest- 
ed by certain facts in our customs his- 
tory and legislation would be far more 
reasonable. This would be just as true if 
there were no Eighteenth Amendment in 
existence, and no Volstead act. And op- 
ponents of these measures who would 
oppose -an extension of the three-mile 
complete jurisdiction limit (by voluntary 
international agreement) merely because 
it would make the success of the rum- 
runner more difficult, would lay them- 
selves liable to just criticism. owever 
deeply we may feel against prohibition, 
we must not so far forget ourselves as 
to oppose a needed change merely be- 
cause that change would interfere with 
illicit attempts to thwart that policy. 
But whether the limit to our complete 
jurisdiction be three miles out or any 
other distance, under present conditions 
of ocean traffic there will still be certain 
difficulties arising 1n a zone of neces- 
sarily indefinite width outside that lim- 
it. It is not merely the liquor laws that 
may be violated through collusion run- 
ning across that limit between law viola- 
tors from the shore and boats under a 
foreign flag lurking somewhere outside.

Now that the possibility of such law- 
lessness has been fully demonstrated by 
its actual commission, there should be 
prompt international agreement upon a 
way to meet the danger, not in order 
to help prohibition, but to remove a 
possibility of dangerous international 
friction. For the possibility of friction 
from continued offenses of the kind is 
far more serious than that which would 
arise from an internationally sanctioned 
power to pursue and capture the of- 
fender on the high seas. Our diplomatic 
authorities should realize at once that 
this is not a matter to be approached 
from the standpoint of either the wets 
or the drys, but must be settled on more 
fundamental principles. 

And the same misleading narrowness 
has monopolized the discussion of the 
sale of liquor on our Shipping Board 
vessels while on the high seas. The 
important question is not whether it 
will do any great harm for such Ameri 
can travelers as wish it to secure what 
liquor they want to drink while crossing 
the ocean, or whether a profit from 
liquor would materially ald in building 
up a merchant marine, but whether an 
American on the deck of a vessel flying 
the American flag is Leper seg! on Am- 
erican soil, entitled to the full protec- 
tion of his country’s laws, and-therefore 
under obligation to obey those laws, 
wherever their application is not In the 
nature of the case impossible, or is not

These are all questions of general 
principles; and there is nothing more 
unwise than to let questions of gen 
principle slip out of sight because of 
our personal preferences on purely sub- 
ordinate matters to which the general 
principle may happen at the moment 
to apply.

A supply of these birds is kept regular- 
ly either at the surface of the ground 
or underground at the mines to be ready 
for emergency. The practice of keeping 
either mice or birds underground, while 
heretofore a necessary but dangerous 
practice, for the reason that even with 
extremely small percentages of gas these 
animals or birds will gradually become 
inured to its effects, could not give such 
a sensitive test as with those brough 
from the fresa air on the surface.

'. AMERICAN EXODUS 
Drab Life and Chase of the Dollar Sending 


Many 


By R. LE CLERC PHILLIPS. 
URING the last week no less than 
five young American women, 
‘knowing that I have spent the 
greater part of my Ufe in Bu- 
rope, have told me that they 
were serjously thinking of going to live 
in England, What, they asked, would 
be their chances of obtaining employ~- 
mont when they got there, 

To each one of them I replied: ‘If 
yev have private means, no matter how 
moderatc, to help you oyt, go. If, how- 
ever, you are dependent on your earn- 
ings, Sigy here and abandon ell thought 
ef living in England.” 

These inquiries set me wondering, Why 
was it that these five young women, 
educated and intelligent, showed 80 
burning a desire to leave America and 
seek their fortunes In England? For it 
was reversing the usual and accepted 
order of things. Europeans, of course, 
leave home for America, but why should 
Americans desire to leave home for Eu- 
rope?

I decided to put the question to each | 


of my five acquaintances. I had, of 


course, read numerous articles concern-| 


ing the American occupation of that 
zone of the Rhine allotted to this coun- 
try, and each article had told at length 
the singular reluctance of the American 
soldiers to leav* Coblenz and return 
to “ God's country.” This reluctance has 
been so much im evidence that it ap- 
pears repatriation is a threat used 
by army officers with which to enforce 
law and order. But I was not satisfied 
with newspaper stories concerning this 
apparent preference on the part of so 
many Americans for Buropean life; I 
wanted personal reasons from each of 
my acquaintances or trum any. one else 
who could throw light on the subject. 


‘Why do you wish\to leave Amer-/} 
ica?’ I said to one of my friends, earn- | 
ing a fair salary in a New York pub-| 


lishing house. “I want to know your 
exact reasons.”’ 

““Why do I want.to leave?” she re- 
plied. “‘ I will tell you why. I want to 
leave because I tove beauty and ro- 
mance.

‘*T have my own way to make' in life,”’ 
was her reply. ‘‘I have not the taste, 
training or experience for a commercial 
life, and in my opinion America is not 
a good place for elther the mmn or the 
Woman who has no leaning toward or 
capabilities for the purely commercial 
life. That’s why I should like to try 
England.”’ 

A third inquiry elicited the answer 
that both the atmosphere and the lower 
cost of living in Europe was the mag- 
net. My remaining two acquaintances

to be of a piece with thefr general use- 
lessness, and consequently worthy of 
but scant attention. 

Of course, the cheaper cost of living 
in Europe compared with America has 
much to do with American self-banish- 
ment. And to people who have a hard 
struggle to make both ends meet the 
lure of cheapness has a powerful ap- 
peal, patriotism notwithstanding. It is 
this lure that no doubt accounts for a 
large percentage of the 30,000 resident 
Americans in Paris, just as the lure of 
higher social consideration appeals to 
the artists and writers who find that in 
Europe they are looked upon as a class 
having a distinct and honored place in 
the community -and not as loafers or 
detrimentals. In England the noted 
author or artist has the entrée into ex- 
clusive social circles. 

tnquestionably European life offers

| American life a certain aridity and flat- 
ness. Deep down in the hearts of all 
there is a longing for the colorful, the

denuded of these things, we are likely

| tion, our drama and our movies. Hence, 
perhaps, the singular appetite of Ameri- 
cans for the suger-sweet in their novels, 
plays and films; for the ultra-romantic 
and the highly <olored.

Show and Parade This Week to Demonstrate 
Efficiency of Electric Vehicles 


OTOR car interest during the 
coming week, in so far as show 
features are concernea, will be 


concentrated upon the passenger | 


and commercial electric vehicles, 
Which will form an important part of 
the Electrical Exposition in the Grand 
Central Palace. The show opens tomor- 
row and continues through Saturday 
night. Cars used and built for various 
commercial and industrial purposes will 
predominate in the show and several 
improvements toward economical op- 
eration will be seen. 

As a public object lesson of the utility 
_of the electric vehicle for city use an 
electric truck parade will be held on 
Tuesday, the route being on Fifth Ave- 
nue, starting from Sixty-sixth Street at 
10 o’clock in the morning and ending 
at the Washington Arch on lower Fifth 
Avenue at the entrance to Washington 
Square. This will be a novel feature 
and nearly 150 electric vehicles, all in 
daily use by business firms, will be in 
line. They will represent all types from 
the small 1,000 pound delivery wagon 
to the big five-ton trucks for heavy-duty 
work. 

Practically 5,000 electric trucks are in 
use in New York City, according to 
statistics compiled by the Electric 
Motor Truck Association.

USE OF SPARE TIRES.

Connections may be made with 
Sag Harbor and Shelter Island by going 
north from Bridgehampton to Sag Har- 
bor or from Easthampton to Sag Har- 
bor, where a long causeway is crossed 
to North Haven, and then by ferry to 
Shelter Island. There is also a ferry 
from Shelter Island to Greenport via 
Manhassett. 

The quickest way to get to points 
down the island is by using the Motor 
Parkway, turning in at Hillside Avenue 
Lodge, beyond Jamaica, and by paying 
$1.50 it can be traversed to Lake Ron- 
konkomo, and the route continued 
either north to St. James, on the north 
shore, or south to Sayville, on the south 
shore. 

The road along the North Shore of 
Long Island goes through a more roll- 
ing country and is considered somewhat 
more attractive than the South Shore 
from a scenic viewpoint. From _ the 
Queensboro Bridge, after going through 
the Plaza, turn left into Jackson Ave- 
nue, continuing to Flushing. For Col- 
lege Point and Whitestone turn left into

From North- 
port the route turns south to the Jericho 
Turnpike, then east to Smithtown 
Branch, where a left turn is made at a 
white church and the North Country 
Road followed through St. James and 
East Setauket to Port Jefferson.

A fabric tire of standard quality can 
be bought for about the same price, and 
in some cases for less than these off- 
| color cords, and will give better service. 
While a good cord tire is better than a 
| good fabrig tire, there are plenty. of 
fabric tires on the market that will make 
'any but the very best cord tires step 
| lively to prove their superiority.

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AQUITANIA’S FEARFUL TRIP 


Passenger’s Personal 


Experiences During 


the Hurricane That Raged Two Days 


The steamship Aquitania, arrjving in ) 
New York a week ago, reported one of | 
the most stl! oe) urricanes ever en- 
oountered on the Atlantic. The author 
of this article gives hie personal im- | 
pressions of the forty-cight-nour period | 
during which passengers were kept on | 
the jump by water pouring into the | 
staterooms and in a state of continuous | 
fear as the great vessel poked her nose | 
‘through the giant waves.

HE Aquitania left Cherbourg mr 

urday night on time. Looking at| 

the ship from the tender as we 

approached, I remember that it | 

could not be possible for any) 
storm to affect a vessel of this size. 
My first impression was accentuated | 
when Saturday night was passed so} 
quietly that it was like sleeping. on) 
land—no motion, no vibration. But I} 
Was soon to change my mind. 

About 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon 
white caps and a rough sea appeared. 
Still the ship went on her way at her| 
usual fast speed. About sundown I 
noticed the storm increasing, and walk- | 
ing to the bow on the upper promenade 
deck I noticed on the western hori- 
zon @ peculiar cloud formation. I hadj| 
never been in a West Indian hurricane, | 
but, having read descriptions of the 
appearance of the sky during the com- 
ing of one of these storms, I recognized 
at once what. we were in for. The} 
background was a peculiar steel gray, | 
dotted with fast scurring, jagged, mud- | 
colored clouds. 

I kept my thoughts to myself when I | 
joined my wife below decks. We retired 
about 11 o’clock. I was shortly awak- 
ened by water pouring into a number 
of cabins amidships on the third deck. 
Rushing into the companionway, I found 
s¢ filled with women in all states of 
dress and distress. I did not appreciate 
the seriousness of the storm evén then. | 
A young friend of mine and I were wad- 
ing in our bare feet up and down the 
hallyay, laughing. Our mirth, I fear, 
was too much for thé ladies in distress. | 
whose faces were blanched with terror. 
Every one was ringing for the stewards, 
who, poor souls, were too busy to come | 
at once. A mopping-up process with 
towels, dustpans and evéry available | 
instrument finally got rid this par- | 
ticular deluge. But, alas! that was only 
one. 

Every hour 


of 


or two this scene Was re- 
peated during the night and 
day. The result was that 
cabins were flooded and rendered 
tenable. One Englishman I saw 
spofte to, who had never beén at 
before, was covering up his deluged bunk 
with a mackintosh, hoping, 
sleep. 

Dawn of Monday finall¥ broke, 
Sleepless night for all. 
Surely 100 feet high, 
90 miles an_ hour. The ship had 
eteerage way only, and I judged hef 
propellers were going at least at the rate 
ef ten knots to keep her head into that 
terrible wind. Long ships, like the 
Aquitania, apparently straddle two or 
threé waves, that she was riding 
fairly comfortably, and it was only when 
ashe buried her nose into an exceptionally 
high: sea that there was éxcessive jar.

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LAND VALUE ASSESSMENTS SHOW UPWARD TREND 
IN TIMES SQUARE AND GRAND CENTRAL ZONE 


Real Estate in Five Boroughs Increased by $646,626,807 for 1923 Taxation—Greatest 
Additional Advance in Brooklyn, Manhattan Second and Queens 
Third—Few Theatres Escape Higher Valuation 


Study of the real estate assessment fig- 
ures for 1923 as recently announced (by 
the Board of Taxes and Assessments 
reveals the fact that in Manhattan the 


| chief centres of increase were the Times 


Square area, the Grand Central zone 
and the Park Avenue residential section 
| below Seventy-second Street. ‘This Park 
Avenue locality forms a part of the city 
tax division known as District 8, 
bounded by Fortieth Street on the south, 
Seventy-ninth Street on the north, Fifth 
Avenue and the Hast River. This area, 
according to the brief digest prepared 
by President Henry M.@Goldfogle of the 
Tax Board, showed the greatest propor- 
tionate increase in the Manhattan tax 
sections, being $28,537,450 over the pre- 
| vious year. 

The total assessment for the city, in- 
cluding’ real and personal property, rep- 
résents a considerable advance over the 
preceding year. The actual increase for 
all classes of property is $771,196,257. Of 
{this large sum, real estate accounts for 
| $642,626,807, and personal property 
$128,569,459. ‘These increases are, of 
course, tentative, and are subject to re- 
| vision. Last year the Tax Board ad- 
| vanced all values by $418,597,163, over 

the former year, showing that the in- 
| crease just made for 1923 represents a 
considerable percentage of gain within 
twelve months. 

The highest proportionate real estate 
gain for any borough is in Brooklyn, 
where the property advance over the 
1922 figures Is $198,746,772. This is 
more than $80,000,000 more than the 
Manhattan Borough gain, which is $166,- 
972,350. The Borough of Queens, in real 
estate gain, exceeds the Bronx, the fig- 
ures being $126,134,725 for the former, 
and $120,797,950 for the latter. The gain 
for Staten Island or Richmond HBor- 
ough is $29,975,010. These substantial

In regard to vacant land, the failure 
to make reductions, except in a few dis- 
tricts, is considered by Mr. Eisler as an 
injustice to owners who have held the 
property for years but cannot dispose 
of it except at a great sacrifice.

GOVERNMENT LEASE FORM. 


Minus Objectionable Clause Is Being 
Prepared. 


At & meeting of the officers of the 
National Association of Building Own- 
ers and Managers, held last, August, 
the First Vice President, Lee T. Smith, 
a member of the Executive Committee 
of the Building Managers and Owners 


Association of New York, was directed 
to consult with Colonel C. F. von 
dem_Bussche, Executive Chairman of 
the Federal Real Estate Board at Wasn- 
ington, with the view of determining a 
satisfactory method whereby co-opera- 
tion could be established between the 
Federal Board and the National ‘Asso- 
ciation which might lead to the adoption 
| of a standard lease form for the Gov- 
ernment to use in the renting of prop- 
erty. 

For some time past the present lease 
forn: has been very unsatisfattory and 
has worked to the disadvantage of both 
the owner and the Government, the can- 
cellation clause and the one-year period 
being especially objectionable. 

Since the passage of the Budget and 
| Accounting act in June, 1921, an or- 
ganization has been built up to carry 
on the business of the nation so that 
the several departments can have a 
point of contact and be able to profit 
by the needs and requirements of each 
other. 

This organization has been formed 
along strict business lines. The Presi- 
dent appointed a chief co-ordinator and 
charged him, under the direction of the 
Bureau of the Budget, with the respons!- 
ibility of representing him in the applica- 
jtion of uniform business principles and 
|methods applying to the expenditures 
of public funds. Under the chief co- 
ordinator were established co-ordinating 
}boards relating to certain specific busi- 
ness activities of the Government. 
Among the appointed boards are the In- 
terdepartmental Board of Contracts and 
Adjustments and the Federal Real Es- 
tate Board.

CLEARING HOUSBFOR 
LUMBER INDUSTRY 


Secretary Hoover Says Central 
Committee Is Needed to Ac- 
complish Standardization. 


WOULD HAVE SINGLE HEAD 


Only “ Directing Mind of First Ors 
der” Could Simplify Industry 
in America. 


Secretary of Commerce Hoover told 
the Central Committee on Lumber 
Standards, representing all branches of 
the American lumber manufacturing, 
distributing and. using industries, last 
week, that there should be set up a 
staff with a directive mind of the first 
order behind which the Central Commit- 
tee should stand in the tedious and 
comprehensive task of effecting grads 
simplification, size standardization and 
certification of quality and quantity, or 
inspection of lumber throughout the 
country. 

The Central Committee on Lumber 
Standards was set up at a conference 
of the lumber industry in all its phases, 
held at Chicago last July, following a 
similar conference at Washington in 
May and a series of conferences, nae 
tional, State and local, during the last 
three years. At a meeting in Washing- 
ton before going into conference with 
Mr. Hoover the committee canvassed 
its authority, credentials, program and 
the means of effectuating its conclu. 
sions. All members of the committee 
were present in person except Mr. Hall 
of the architects, who was represented 
by @ proxy, and A. C. Goodman, of Ma<- 
rinette, Wis., a member of the National 
Hardwood Lumber Association. Mr 
Goodman's absence was attributed te 
the fact that the National Hardwood 
Lumber Association has not seen its 
way clear to unite with other bodies in 
realizing a general national system of 
| standardization, simplification and in- 
spection. The Hardwood Manufacturers 
Institute was represented through Mr. 
Kirby, President of the Southern Pine 
Association, who is on the committee 
;as the general representative of the 
lumber. manufacturing interests. 

It was the consensus of opinion that 
the committee’s function was to act asa 
steering organization to draft and sub- 
mit to the various branches of the lum- 
ber industry their best judgment as to 
what should be done to effectuate sim- 
plification and standardization and how 
it should be brought about. It seemed 
to be the general opinion that some 
agency should be set up that would be 
a centre of information, direction and 
stimulation of the program that should 
be independent of any existing trade 
organization, although it was suggested 
that the National Lumber Manufao- 
turers Association, with its headquar- 
ters in Washington. might be able to 
provide the machinery of administration 


through which the proposed bureau or 
committee could work. 

The committee met with Mr. Hoover, 
and Chairman Blodgett explained te 
him how the committee had been chosen 
and that it was there to report progress 
and push the work to a successful con- 
clusion as soon as possible. He thought 
that in a day or two they would be 
able to clarify the situation. Each mem- 
ber of the committee then told Mr. 
Hoover of the progress of the simpli- 
fication idea in his particular depart- 
ment of the industry, and all agreed 
that the idea had taken root, that much 
educational work had been accomplished 
and that it was only a matter of time 
when the goal set by Mr. Hoover would 
be realized. In the course of the ~ 
formal conversation that followed, Mr. 
Hoover said: 

“There are now twelve lumber as- 
sociations that maintain an inspection 
service. I think it would be a great 
step to get these oxisting services open 
to the public. Then we could have some 
sort of a clearing house in that line and 
in time inspection will become more and 
more centralized. In suggesting na- 
tional inspection, nation-wide, not go0v- 
ernmental inspection, but by the ine 
dustry itself, is intended. I noticed one 
association [Mr. Hoover referred to the 
National Hardwood Lumber Associa- 
tion] got clear out of bounds on this 
subject and played on the use of the 
; word ‘ National.’ This must be an en- 
}tirely voluntary enterprise on the part 
}os the industry and if it can be ac- 
} complished will be one of the greatest 
| forward steps ever taken by Ameérican 
j industry as a whole. 

“There should be set up a staff with 
a directing mind of the first order, bee 
j hind which the Central Committee 
| should stand in the tedious and compre. 
| hensive task of effecting grade simpli- 
| fication, size standardization and cer- 
tification of quality and quantity, or ine 
;} spection, of lumber throughout the 
country. This man needs to be chosen

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MIX POWERFUL ODOR 
10 DETECT GAS LEAK 


Yale Scientists Experiment to 
Find Efficient Warning for 
Escape of Fumes. 


SEEK ASPHYXIA ANTIDOTE 


Artificial Atmosphere 95 Per Cent. 
Oxygen Called Best Method . 
Yet Known. . 


Scientists of Yale University who have 
been asked by the American Gas Asso- 
ciation to discover sore means of re- 
ducing accidental deaths by asphyxia- 
tion have developed a now technique for 
rescuing persons overcome by gas and 
are also experimenting with warning 
odors to mix with gas in order to make 
escaping fumes detected far more quick- 
ly than at present. 

The most efficient warning odor so 
far developed is a substance called mer- 
captan. Dr. Yandell Henderson of Yale 
who, witsh Prof. Howad W. Haggard, 
has been in charge of these investiga- 
tions, told a reporter for THz NEw 
York Times that mercaptan had an 
odor closely resembling that of the 
and that objections had been 
made against its use, in spite of its 
admitted high efficiency. One drop of 


the substance, which can be made syn- 
thetically from coal tar, is’ said to be 
sufficient to diffuse a powerful warning 
odor throughout the Grand Central Ter- 
minal. Because of the enormous volume 
of gas used in this city any substance 
suited for the purpose of giving far and 
wide the alarm of leaking gas must be 
capable of communicating a sharp odor 
to an enormous volume of air or 3 
When he was reminded that a slight 
odor of gas often hung about a gas jet 
or stove, Dr. Henderson said: 

“In good modern apparatus, there 
should be no trouble of that kind. If 
any substance is to be mixed with the 
gas to give it an odor, it must be some- 
thing strong enough to be noticed at 
once.”’ 


Call Most Gas Deaths Suicide. 


So far no gas company has carried the 
experiment to the extent of furnishing 
mercaptan mixed with gas to their con- 
sumers. In spite of the admitted excel- 
lence of such a signal as a life-saver, 


the scientists held that the best practi- 
cal ‘method for cutting down accidental 
deaths in cities through the use of gas 


i} was the requirement of a high standard 


of gas apparatus. The report of Drs. 
Haggard and Henderson to the Ameri- 
can Gas Association said: 

‘The observations made by_ the 
authors during the investigation indicate 


that a considerable number of the cases | 


of fatal asphyxia recorded as accidental 
in the Borough of Manhattan, New York 
City, are really suicide. The published 
figures for 1920 
gas out of a total of 360 suicides; they 
report also 189 fatal accidental gassings 
out of a total of 2,215 violent deaths, 
this total including 461 highway fatali- 
ties and 867 aulls from windows, ele- 
vators, &c. In the 313 deaths thus 
assigned to gas, suicides certainly con- 
tributed in reality a much larger pro- 
portion and the accidental gassings were 
correspondingly fewer than these figures 
show. The average citizen of New York 


|runs a much greater risk of losing his 


street accident or by a fall 
from a window or elevator than from 
asphyxia and he may reduce the latter 
risk practically to zero by the exercise 
of a little care.

Blames Defective Apparatus. 


‘‘In fact, a large proportion of acci- 
dental fatalities are due to obviously de- 
fective fixtures, chiefly cheap, badly 
made, old, worn, cracked, loose tubing 
between the gas jet and stoves or burn- 


ers of various sorts. This is not a mat- 
ter over which gas companies can exer- 
cise any control. 

‘The State should regulate the man- 
ufacture and sale of the types and qual- 
ities of such apparatus, as the Medical 
Examiner of New York City, Dr. Charles 
Norris, has well recommended, and as 
the gas companies of many cities have 
also urged.”’ 

The experiments of the Yale scientists 
were reported as establishing the value 
of the administration to sufferers from 
gas poisoning ot an artificial atmosphere 
composed of 5 per cent. carbon dioxide 
and 95 per cent. oxygen. The carbon 
dioxide in the human system, it is al- 
leged, automatically regulates the action 
of the lungs. Carried by the blood to 
brain centres, controlling the breathing 
apparatus, the carbon dioxide stiniulates 
breathing Gas poisoning upsets this 
automatic control, because the carbon 
dioxide which is breathed by the victim 
has a chemical effect, destroying much 
of the carbon dioxide normally in the 
bloodstream. The sufferer, therefore, 
quits breathing and, as his system is de- 
prived of oxygen, he becomes asphyx- 
fated. 


Breathed Gas to Test Cure. 


Drs. Henderson and Haggard and 
others voluntarily allowed themselves to 
be rendered unconscious by gas in order 
to prove the value of their carbon 
dioxide and oxygen mixture. Breathing 
these substances from tanks in which 
they were compressed, they were speed- 
ily restored, without the ordinary after- 
effects of asphyxiation, according to 
their reports. 

‘Recent investigations in the labora- 
tory have confirmed,’’ their report says 
‘‘the correctness of tne view that car- 
bon monoxide has no direct toxic action 
on the brain, or other organs and tissues 
of the body, except only through the 
blood. It acts wholly through its com- 
bination with hemoglobin or red color- 
ing matter of the blood. When so com- 
bined, the hemoglobin is for the time 
deprived of the power to transport 
oxygen from the lungs to the tissues of 
the body. A condition of asphyxia, or 
oxygen deprivation, therefore develops. 


Discuss Other Treatments. 


“These investigations have also con- 
firmed the findings of previous investi- 
gators, particularly Haldane; that the 
combination of carbon monoxide with 
hemoglobin is reversible; that is, that 
by the mass action of oxygen, the carbon 


monoxide which has been absorbed may 
be again completely displaced. The oxy- 
gen transporting power of the blood may 
be thus completely restored. 

‘‘The principal treatments heretofore 
proposed for carbon,monoxide poisoning 
are bleeding, transfusion, artificial res- 
piration and oxygen inhalation. There 
is no adequate theoretical reason for 
bleeding in this condition, but rather 
the contrary, for it is probably injurious 
by further depleting the oxygen trans- 
porting power of the blood. Transfusion 
of normal blood is quite ineffective; for, 
in order to be béneficial, it would need 
to be performed within one, or at most 
two hours, after termination of the gas- 
sing and this is in most cases quite 
impracticable.”’ 

After discussing the other methods and 
explaining the carbon-dioxide and oxy- 
gen treatment, the report continues: 

“The point cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized that for treatment to be ef- 
fective it must be applied at the earli- 
est possible moment after the victim fs 
discovered and must remove the carbon 
monoxide from his blood as soon as 
possible.”’ 


Hotels In New York. 

A recent semi-official count of New 
York's hotels shows the city to be 
possessed of 132 first-class establish- 
ments for entertaining its transient 
guests. The number of rooms in these 
132 hotels is 36,660. As the average 
hotel man_- figures the total capacity 
of his hotel, however, at about one- 
third more than the number of his 
rooms, there would seem to be a grand 
total of first-class hotel accommoda- 
tions in the gt for approximately 50,-

Masked by Influenza Epidemic. 


‘The influenza epidemic, paradoxical 
as this may seem, has had undoubtedly 
a considerable influence in reducing 
recent tuberculosis mortality, as shown 
by vital statistics, since deaths oc- 
curred because of influenza, which 
masked or at least permitted a pre- 
existing pulmonary tuberculosis to g0 
undiscovered, with the result that many 
who would have died of pulmonary tu- 
berculosis within the last .four years, 
and would have been reported as dying 
from tuberculosis, died of influenza 


without record of the simultaneous tu- 
berculous involvment. 

“A factor of much_ significance in 
the vital statistics of large cities and 
especially in New York is the racial 
change in our population due to re- 
stricted immigration of the Jewish 
people, cere f from Germany, Rus- 
sia and Poland up to 1914, and the 
limitation of all immigration — since 
that date and more particularly since 
1917. The Jews have notoriously a 
much lower tuberculosis death rate than 
most other people, especially the [Irish 
Scandinavians and Italians, whom they 
have largely replaced among the im. 
migrants of recent years. 

‘Another factor not emphasized bj 
Emerson, but which some other epi- 
demiologists might stress, is the fact 
that our growing concentration of 
population has led to more universal 
exposure of the young to tuberculosis 
under favorable conditions for rgsis- 
tance, whereby they acquire a greater 
or less degree of immunity to subse- 
quent fatal reinfection. 


Partial Immunity Conferred. 


‘‘ Furthermore, we cannot disregard 
the possibility, even though it has not 
yet been firmly established as a fact, 
that the survival of several generations 
exposed to tuberculosis confers at least 
some increased capacity to overcome the 
disease. To what else can we attribute 
the racial resistance of the Jews to 
tuberculosis after generations of life in 
crowded, unhygienic conditions? 

‘It will be noted that these favorable 
factors were not developed with the 


object of reducing tuberculosis, but 
mini they are merely racial and eco- 
* 


the 
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reduction of the disease, which always 
reflects in its prevalence the great move- 
ments of races, changes in wealth and 

industry and pandemics or other 
diseases. Hence it becomes extremely 
difficult to estimate the influence that 
has been exerted in pushing down the 
tuberculosis death rate by the purposeful 
efforts that have been made so vigor- 
ously in this country. 

“It would be of the greatest {mpor- 
tance to know just what the effect has 
been of notification, segregation, hospi- 
talization, and the host of sanitary 
measures and educational campaigns 
that have been introduced; but their in- 
fluence on the falling mortality curve 
cannot be picked out and measured 
specifically.

Medical, sociological and industrial bet- 
terments must continue their parallel

‘‘The boll weevil made it necessary to 


change from cotton to dairying and live}

stock growing, but the eradication 
the cattle tick made the change possi- 
ble,’’ said A. L. James of Darlington, 
C., a recent convert to pure-bred 
cattle. ‘‘ We had ticks on our farm,” 
he said, ‘‘and at that time our twelve 
cows were worth about $500 for the 
whole lot. Now we have 
Guernseys, including young stock, 
they are easily worth an average

| $300 a head.”’ 
Soon after the fever ticks were cleaned 


out in this section of the State, Mr. 
James bought a good cow for $125, and 
in 1253 days she had paid for herself in 
addition to paying for her keep, accord- 
ing to a bulletin of the Department of 
Agriculture, telling of the fight to eradl- 
cate the cattle tick. The price of 
ly following the taking off of the last 
tick, but still the making of milk is 
profitable. One factor that has had 
much to do with it is the feed, which 
is largely home grown. Cottonseed is 
exchanged for cottonseed meal. Fodder 
is made of oats and vetch and alfalfa. 

‘‘But the best crop of all on the 
James farm,”’ says the bulletin, 
excepting cotton and corn, in the own- 
er’s opinion, is the velvet bean. It is 
easy to grow sixty bushels of the beans 
in the pod to the acre on land that will 
grow thirty bushels of corn at the same 
time. When the corn has been gathered, 
the cows can be pastured on the beans 
and cornstalks during the Fall and 
Winter. Cover-crop rye is also used for 
pasture, 

‘‘The cows on this farm are now 
making up for what cotton does not 
do. In 1920 Mr. James was getting on 
well, but the price of cotton took a 
drop and only a good production of 
milk kept him _ going. The cows 
enabled him to hold his cotton for 
better prices without danger of a visit 
from the Sheriff. 

‘‘ Formerly it was the custom on this 
farm to grow twenty acres of cotton 
to the plow. Now cotton is still grown 
in spite of the weevil, but the acreage 
has been cut to five acres to the plow. 
Milk is the important crop now. Be- 
sides producing direct returns, the 
cows, with the help of velvet beans 
and a reduced cotton acreage, have cut 
down the fertilizer bill. In 1920 the 
farm used 160 tons of commercial (or 
purchased) fertilizer. This year only 
twenty-one tons were used. 

‘‘Mr. James is now ae successful 
dairyman and cattle breeder, but there 
is one regret that will be with him to 
the end of his days. He sums it up when 
he says: ‘I should have made the 
change twenty-five years ago.’ ’’

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SMALLPOX SCARE 
AMONG THE INDIANS 


Thirty-Nine Cases in Franklin 
County, N. Y., Checked by 
Prompt Action. 


HEALTH BOARD TELLS OF IT 


Department at Albany Urges the 
Importance of Vaccination 
Against It. 


The smallpox situation in this State is 
such that the Health Department at Al- 
bany has deemed it necessary to warn 
the public of the danger of the spread 
of the disease and to advise all who have 
not done so already to see that they are 
protected by vaccination. An outbreak 
of smallpox on the St. Regis Reserva- 
tion in Franklin County. fronting on the 
St. Lawrence River, which began early 
in September, has been checked only by 
a wholesale campaign of vaccination di- 
rected by the State Health Board. In 
spite of all efforts, however, the infec- 
tion has spread to other communities in 
Northern New York, and the health au- 
thorities say it will be fortunate if the 
next few months do not bring a con- 
siderable increase in the number of cases, 

During the last year smallpox has pre- 
vailed extensively in Canada and Con- 
necticut, and in the last two weeks in 
September a dozen cases in Western 
New York were traced to a source in 
Ohio. Altogether, 146 cases of the dis- 
ease have been reported in New York 
State, outside of New York City, since 
the first of January of this year. With 
repeated local outbreaks and constant 
danger of infection being brough across 
the border lines, the State Commissioner 
of Health, Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, con- 
siders the situation sufficiently serious 
again to urge upon the public the im- 
| portance of vaccination, and the depart- 
ment is preparing special posters to be 
} put up in railroad stations and publie 
| places throughout the State. 

The recent outbreak of the disease on 
the St. Regis Reservation resulted in 
twenty-nine cases and caused the State 
Department of Health to take energetic 
measures to prevent a further invasion 
}of Northern New York. An epidemiol- 
ogist was sent from Albany to co-oper 
ate with the District Sanitary Super- 
Visor, Dr. S. W. Sayer, and 
local health officers and physicians in 
vaccinating all residents of the reserva- 
‘tion who could be reached. 

During the last two or three years

An entirely. separate focus of small- 
pox has since developed in the western 
part of the State. On Sept. 20 Dr. Ed- 
ward Clark, Sanitary Supervisor in 
Erie and adjoining counties, investi- 
gated a number of cases of smallpox at 
Jamestown and traced them conclusive- 
ly to an unvaccinated girl of seventeen 
who had returned in July from a visit 
to Canton, Ohio, where her brother’s 
wife had been ill with a fever. She 
developed smallpox herself soon after 
returning to Jamestown, and_ seven 
other cases followed in her family. 

One of these communicated the dis- 
ease to two of his fellow factory work- 
ers, while another outside case in a 
child appears to have come from the 
same course. All of the families where 
cases exist were promptly quarantined, 
and all known contacts were vaccinated. 
One of the girls in the family went to

AIRPLANES FOR TROOPS. 


Great Britain Claims Supremacy In 
This Type of Alrcraft 


Great Britain claims tke credit of con- 
structing the biggest airplanes and fly- 
ing boats in the world, and intends 
transporting its armies in this manner 
in its next war. A recent test at 
Brooklands has shown the efficiency of 
a giant Vickers airplane, capable of 


carrying twenty-four soldiers. The 
Vickers troop carrier is to be known as 
the Vickers Victoria, and has two 
Napier Lion engines of 500 horsepower. 
It carries twenty-four men in seats run- 
ning alongside the fuselage, with rifles 
machine guns, ammunition and full 
equipment. The machines, it is stated, 
are intended for police duty in Irak. 
A similar machine, more -comfortably 
fitted internally, is being built to carry 
twenty-three assengers and luggage, 
with two pilots. Another variation of 
the type which is approaching comple- 
tion is designed to carry a big load of 
bombs with a crew of only three or four. 
A new mammoth Fairey flying boat. 
to be known as the Titania, is equipped 
with four Condor engines with a com- 
bined horsepower of 2,800.

ilaboratory service which they cannot 
pay for at the usual rates. 

Dispensaries are more and more com- 
ing to charge fees which meet all or 
part of the cost of service for those 
able to pay. Hospitals have also 
found that dispensaries attached to 
their wards mean better service to the 
people of thelr communities. Many 
hospital patients can thus be followed 
up during convalescence. Many patients’ 
fils can also be diagnosed and treated 
in the out-patient clinic, with a sub- 
stantial saving of expensive bed service 
and of loss of working time. 

Industries find that well-managed dis- 
pensaries prevent much serious illness 
and enable people to keep at work who 
otherwise would be confined to their 
homes or in the hospital.
